Be  it  encLded  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  State  of 
Delawarej  in  General  Assembly  wet  : 

Subject,  of  Section  i.  That  every  telegraph,  telephone,  cable  or  elec- 

raxn  loiu  ^^^  y^j^^  company,  or  company  organized  ior  the  distribution  of 
electricity,  heat  or  power,  or  organized  for  the  purpose  of  produc- 
ing or  distributing  steam,  heat  or  power,  every  express  company 
not  owned  by  a  railroad  company  and  not  otherwise  taxed,  every 
company  organized  for  the  purpose  of  the  production,  distribu- 
tion, or  sale  of  gas,  every  parlor,  palace,  or  sleeping  car  company, 
every  oil  or  pipe  line  company,  every  life  insurance  company, 
every  fire,  marine,  live  stock,  casualty  or  accident  insurance  com- 
pany, except  mutual  fire  insurance  companies  which  do  not  issue 
policies  on  the  stock  plan,  hereafter  incorporated  under  the  laws 
of  this  State,  shall  pay  an  annual  tax,  for  the  use  of  the  State  by 
way  of  license  for  its  corporate  franchise  as  hereinafter  mentioned ; 
provided,  however,  that  no  company  or  society  shall  be  construed

The  said  Collector  or  any  one  appointed  in  his  place 
shall  first  give  a  bond  to  the  Mayor  and  Council  of  New  Castle, 
with  surety  to  be  approved  by  the  City  Council,  and  a  warrant 
of  Attorney  attached  to  confess  judgment,  in  double  the  amount 
of  all  the  taxes  so  to  be  collected  by  him,  to  be  conditioned  for 
the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties  as  such  Collector.

and  to  publish  the  result  of  such  examination  in  one  or  more 
newspapers  of  this  State,  whenever  he  deems  it  for  the  interest  of 
the  public  so  to  do,  and  for  the  purpose  of  such  examination  he 
shall  have  power  to  require  free  access  to  all  bocks  and  papers 
of  any  insurance  company,  or  the  agents  thereof,  doing  business 
within  this  State,  and  to  examine  any  officer,  agent  or  employe

Third:  Whenever  the  Insurance  Commissioner  shall  have 
reason  to  believe  that  any  insurance  company  which  has  been 
heretofore  incorporated  or  chartered,  or  shall  hereafter  be  char- 
tered or  incorporated  under  any  law  of  this  State,  is  insolvent,  or 
fraudulently  condu  led,  or  that  its  assets  are  not  sufficient  lor 
carrying  on  the  business  ot  the  same,  or  tnat  it  has  failed  to  com- 
ply with  the  provision  of  this  Act  or  that  its  condition  is  such  as 
to  render  its  further  proceeding  hazardous  to  its  policy-holders 
or  to  the  public;  notwithstanding  any  special  provision  granted 
in  its  charter  or  incorporation,  the  Insurance  Commissioner  shall 
revoke  its  certificate  ot  authority  to  do  business,  and  shall  com- 
municate the  fact  to  the  Attorney  General,  whose  duty  it  shall 
then  become  to  file  a  bill  or  petition  in  Chancery,  in  the  name  of 
tne  State,  setting  forth  the  facts,  and  thereupon  to  apply  to  the 
Court  ot  Chancery  ot  any  County  in  which  said  company  may  be 
doing  business,  or  to  the  Chancellor  in  vacation,  for  an  order 
requiring  said  company  to  show  cause  why  their  business  should 
not  be  closed.

Fifth :  He  shall,  as  soon  as  practicable  in  each  year,  ascertain 
the  net  value  on  the  thirty-first  day  of  December  of  the  previous 
year  of  all  policies  in  force  on  that  day  in  each  life  insurance  com- 
pany doing  business  in  this  State.  He  shall  accept  the  valuations 
made  by  the  Insurance  Department  of  Pennsylvania,  New  York, 
Massachusetts,  or  the  State  where  such  company  is  incorporated, 
and  may  require  every  such  company  to  furnish  him,  on  or  be- 
fore the  first  day  of  March,  a  certificate  of  any  valuation  of  its 
policies  made  by  either  of  the  insurance  departments  above 
named,  and  if  any  company  fails  to  funiish  such  valuation  he  shall 
revoke  its  authority  to  do  business  in  this  State.  Every  life  in- 
surance company,  incorporated  in  any  State  other  than  Pennsyl- 
vania, New  York  and  Massachusetts,  shall  calculate  its  reserve 
on  the  New  York  basis  of  life  insurance. 

Sixth:  In  case  it  is  found  that  any  life  insurance  company 
doing  business  in  this  State  has  not  on  hand  the  net  value  of  all 
its  policies  in  force  after  all  other  debts  of  the  company  and 
claims  against  it,  exclusive  of  capital  stock,  have  been  provided 
for,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Insurance  Commissioner  to  pub- 
lish the  fact  that  the  then  existing  condition  of  the  affairs  of  the 
company  is  below  the  standard  of  legal  safety  established  by  this 
State,  and  he  shall  at  once  withdraw  the  authority  of  said  com- 
pany to  do  business  in  this  State. 

Seventh:  At  the  request  of  any  person,  and  on  the  payment 
of  the  fee,  to  give  certified  copies  of  any  record  or  papers  in  his 
office  when  he  deems  it  not  prejudicial  to  public  interests  so  to 
do,  and  to  give  other  certificates  as  this  Act  provides  for. 

Eighth:  To  report  to  each  regular  session  of  the  General 
Assembly,  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  January,  the  receipts  and  ex-

Whereas,  earnest  efforts  by  the  Board  of  Trade  of  Wilming- 
ton, The  Industrial  Improvement  Company  of  Wilmington, 
Delaware,  and  by  various  public  spirited  citizens,  have  been 
made  for  several  years  to  secure  from  the  Federal  Government 
such  appropriations  of  money  as  would  be  sufficient  to  effect 
such  improvement  of  the  Christiana  River  as  would  make  said 
the  Port  of  Wilmington  and  maintain  said  river  in  such  navi- 
gable condition,  and  thereby  develop,  increase  and  maintain  the 
trade,  industrial  commerce  and  development  of  the  said  City  of 
Wilmington  and  surrounding  country.    And 

Whereas,  by  Act  of  Congress,  passed  in  the  year  1898,  a 
certain  sum  was  appropriated  for  the  purpose  above  named, 
which  said  appropriation  was  the  means  of  inducing  a  large  in- 
dustrial development  in  said  City  of  Wilmington.

An  Ai^T  TO  AMEND  CHAPTER  273,  VoLUBiE  21,  LaWS  OF  DELAWARE, 

BEING  AN  Act  entitled  **An  Act  providing  a  General  Cor- 
poration Law,"  approved  March  ioth,  A.  D.  1899. 

Be  it  etiacUd  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representaiives  of  the  Stale  of 
DeUtware  in  General  Assembly  metj  (^two-thirds  of  all  the  members 
elected  to  each  House  of  the  General  Assembly  concurring  herein')  : 

Section  i.    That  said  Chapter  273,  as  printed  and  published  Amendment  to 
in  Volume  21,  Laws  of  Delaware,  entitled  "An  Act  Providing  a  volume  wf 
General  Corporation  Law,"  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended  iJJ^^'^^*" 
by  striking  out  of  said  Act  all  of  sections  2,  3,  4,  5,  6,  7,  8,  9,  10, 
II,  12,  13,  14,  15,  16^  17,  18,  19,  20,  21,  22,  23,  24,  25,  26,  27,  28, 

29,  30,  3i»  32,  33»  34,  35,  36,  37,  38,  39,  40,  64,  76,  109,  134,  •i35» 
136,  137,  138  and  139,  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed,  and  the 
following  sections  are  hereby  inserted  in  said  Chapter  273  in  lieu 
of  the  sections  so  struck  out  and  shall  be  numbered  as  herein 
fixed  viz.: 

"Section  2.     Every  corporation  created  under  the  provisions  penons. 
'^f  this  Act  shall  have  power: 

1.  To  have  succession,  by  its  corporate  name,  for  the  time 
«?tated  in  its  certificate  of  incorporation,  and  when  no  period  is 
limited,  it  shall  be  perpetual. 

2.  To  sue  and  be  sued,  complain  and  defend  in  any  Court  of  suits, 
law  or  equity. 
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3.  To  make  and  use  a  common  seal,  and  alter  the  same  at 
pleasure. 

4.  To  hold,  purchase  and  convey  real  and  personal  estate,  and 
10  mortgage  any  such  real  and  personal  estate  with  its  franchises; 
the  power  to  hold  real  and  personal  estate,  except  in  the  case  of 
religious  corporations,  shall  include  the  power  to  take  the  same 
by  devise  or  bequest. 

5.  To  appoint  such  officers  and  agents  as  the  business  of  the 
corporation  shall  require  and  to  allow  them  suitable  compensa- 
tion. 

6.  To  make  by-laws  not  inconsistent  with  the  Constitution  or 
laws  of  the  United  States  or  of  this  State;  fixing  and  altering 
the  number  of  its  directors,  for  the  management  of  its  property, 
the  regulation  and  government  of  its  affairs  and  for  the  certi-  • 
fication  and  transfer  of  its  stock,  with  penalties  for  the  breach 
thereof  not  exceeding  twentv  dollars. 

7.  To  wind  up  and  dissolve  itself,  or  to  be  wound  up  and  dis- 
solved in  the  manner  hereinafter  mentioned. 

8.  To  conduct  business  in  this  State,  other  States,  the  District 
of  Columbia,  the  territories  and  colonies  of  the  United  States  and 
in  foreign  countries,  and  have  one  or  more  offices  out  of  this 
State,  and  to  hold,  purchase,  mortgage  and  convey  real  and  per- 
sonal property  out  of  this  State,  provided  such  powers  are  in- 
cluded within  the  objects  set  forth  in  its  certificate  of  incorpora- 
tion." 

"Section  3.  In  addition  to  the  powers  enumerated  in  the 
Second  Section  of  this  Act,  every  corporation,  its  officers,  direc- 
tors and  stockholders,  shall  possess  and  exercise  all  the  powers 
and  privileges  contained  in  this  Act,  and  the  powers  expressly 
given  in  its  charter  or  in  its  certificate  under  which  it  was  incor- 
porated, so  far  as  the  same  are  necessary  or  convenient  to  th« 
attainment  of  the  objects  set  forth  in  such  charter  or  certificate 
of  incorporation ;  and  shall  be  governed  by  the  provisions  and  be 
subject  to  the  restrictions  and  liabilities  in  this  Act  contained,  so 
far  as  the  same  are  appropriate  to  and  not  inconsistent  with  such 
charter  or  Act  under  which  such  corporation  was  formed;  and 
no  corporation  shall  possess  or  exercise  any  other  corporate 
powers,  except  such  incidental  powers  as  shall  be  necessary  to  • 
the  exercise  of  the  powers  so  given." 
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^'Section  4.  No  corporation  created  under  the  provisions  of  Bmnking 
this  Act  shall,  by  any  implication  or  construction,  be  deemed  to  ^^^^ 
possess  the  power  of  carrying  on  the  business  of  discounting  bills, 
notes  or  other  evidences  of  debt,  of  receiving  deposits  of  money, 
of  buying  gold  and  silver  bullion,  or  foreign  coins,  or  buying  and 
selling  btlls  of  exchange,  or  of  issuing  bills,  notes  or  other  evi- 
dences of  debt  for  circulation  as  money." 

"Section  5.     The  certificate  of  incorporation  shall  set  forth :  certificate 

1.  The  name  of  the  corporation,  which  name  shall  contain  one  ^ame 
of  the  words  "association,"  "company,"  "corporation,"  "club," 
"incorporated,"  "society"  or  "syndicate"  and  shall  be  such  as  to 
distinguish  it  from  any  other  corporation  engaged  in  the  same 
business,  or  promoting  or  carrying  on  the  same  objects  or  pur- 
poses in  this  State. 

2.  The  name  of 'the  city  or  town,  county  or  place  within  thePgncipai 
county  in  which  its  principal  office  or  place  of  business  is  to  be 
located  in  this  State. 

3.  The  nature  of  the  business,  or  objects  or  purposes  proposed  objects 
to  be  transacted,  promoted  or  carried  on. 

4.  The  amount  of  the  total  authorized  capital  stock  of  the  cor-  capuni  stock 
poration,  which  shall  not  be  less  than  two  thousand  dollars,  the 
number  of  shares  into  which  the  same  is  divided  and  the  par  val- 
ue of  each  share;  the  amount  of  capital  stock  with  w^hich  it  will 
commence  business,  which  shall  not  be  less  than  one  thousand 
dollars;  and  if  there  be  more  than  one  class  of  stock  created  In* 

the  certificate  of  incorporation,  a  description  of  the  different 
classes  with  the  terms  on  which  the  respective  classes  of  stock 
are  created.  Provided,  however,  that  the  provisions  of  this  OJ*ra- 
graoh  shall  not  apply  to  corporations  not  for  proht.  for  which  it 
is  desired  to  have  no  capital  stock;  in  case  any  such  corporation 
desires  to  have  no  capital  stock  it  shall  be  so  stated,  and  the  con- 
ditions of  membership  shall  be  also  stated.

8.  The  certificate  of  incorporation  may  also  contain  any  pro- 
vision which  the  incorporators  may  choose  to  insert  for  the  regu: 
lation  of  the  business  and  for  the  conduct  of  the  affairs  of  the 
corporation,  and  any  provisions  creating,  defining,  limiting  and 
regulating  the  powers  of  the  corporation,  the  directors  and  the 
stockholders,  or  any  classes  of  the  stockholders;  provided,  such 
provisions  are  not  contrary  to  the  laws  of  this  State." 

**Section  6.  The  certificate  «hall  be  signed  and  sealed  by

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  State  of 
Delaware  in  General  Asaembly  iiiet,  {with  the  co-acurrence  of  two- 
thirds  of  the  tnembers  elected  to  each  House  of  tlie  General  Assem- 
bly): 

Section  i.  Any  number  of  persons,  not  less  than  three, 
may  associate  to  establish  a  corporation  for  the  transaction  of  any 
lawful  business,  or  to  promote  or  conduct  any  legfitimate  object 
or  purpose  under  the  provisions  of  and  subject  to  the  require- 
ments of  this  Act  as  hereinafter  provided;  excepting  for  such  pur- 
poses as  are  excluded  from  the  operation  of  a  general  law  by  Sec- 
tion I  of  Article  9,  of  the  Constitution  of  this  State,  upon  mak- 
ing and  filing  a  certificate  of  incorporation  in  writing  in  manner 
hereinafter  mentioned. 

Section  2.    Everv  corporation  created  under  the  provisions 
'of  this  Act  shall  have  power: 

1.  To  have  succession,  by  its  corporate  name,  for  the  time 
stated  in  its  certificate  of  incorporation,  and  when  no  period  is 
limited,  it  shall  be  perpetual. 

2.  To  sue  and  be  sued,  complain  and  defend  in  any  Court  of 
law  or  equity. 

3.  To  make  and  use  a  common  seal,  and  alter  the  same  at 
pleasure. 

4.  To  hold,  purchase  and  convey  real  and  perscmal  estate,  and 
to  mortgage  any  such  real  and  personal  estate  with  its  franchises; 
the  power  to  hold  real  and  personal  estate,  except  in  the  case  of 
religious  corporations,  shall  include  the  power  to  take  the  same 
by  devise  or  bequest. 

5.  To  appoint  such  officers  and  agents  as  the  business  of  the

corporation  shall  require  and  to  allow  them  suitable  compensa- 
tion, 

6.  To  make  by-laws  not  inconsistent  with  the  Constit-ution  or  Bv-t^w* 
laws  of  the  United  States  or  of  this  State;  fixing  and  altering 

the  number  of  its  directors,  for  the  management  of  its  property, 
the  regulation  and  government  of  its  affairs  and  for  the  certi- 
fication and  transfer  of  its  stock,  with  penalties  for  the  breach 
thereof  not  exceeding  twenty  dollars. 

7.  To  wind  up  and  dissolve  itself,  or  to  be  wound  up  and  clis-  DiMoiution* 
solved  in  the  manner  hereinafter  mentioned. 

8.  To  conduct  business  in  this  State,  other  States,  the  District  J^JJ^J^"*^* 
of  Columbia,  the  territories  and  colonies  of  the  United  States  and 

in  foreign  countries,  and  have  one  or  more  offices  out  of  this 
State,  and  to  hold,  purchase,  mortgage  and  convey  real  and  per- 
sonal property  out  of  this  State,  provided  such  powers  ire  in- 
cluded within  the  objects  set  forth  in  its  certificate  of  incorpora- 
tion. 

Section  3.  In  addition  to  the  powers  enumerated  in  the  Additional 
Second  Section  of  this  Act,  every  corporation,  its  officers,  direc-  ^^ 
tors  and  stockholders,  shall  possess  and  exercise  all  the  powers 
and  privileges  contained  in  this  Act,  and  the  powers  expressly 
given  in  its  charter  or  in  its  certificate  under  which  it  was  incor- 
porated, so  far  as  the  same  are  necessary  or  convenient  to  the 
attainment  of  the  objects  set  forth  in  such  charter  or  certificate 
of  incorporation;  and  shall  be  governed  by  the  provisions  and  be 
subject  to  the  restrictions  and  liabilities  in  this  Act  contained,  so 
far  as  the  same  are  appropriate  to  and  not  inconsistent  with  such 
charter  or  Act  under  which  such  corporation  was  formed;  and 
no  corporation  shall  possess  or  exercise  any  other  corporate 
powers,  except  such  incidental  powers  as  shall  be  necessary  to 
the  exercise  of  the  powers  so  given. 

No  corporation  created  under  the  provisions  of  B«nkinif 
this  Act  shall,  by  any  implication  or  construction,  be  deemed  to'^'^*" 
possess  the  power  of  carrying  on  the  business  of  discounting  bills, 
notes  or  other  evidences  of  debt,  of  receiving  deposits  of  money, 
of  buying  gold  and  silver  bullion,  or  foreign  coins,  or  buying  and 
selling  bills  of  exchange,  or  of  issuing  bills,  notes  or  other  evi- 
dences of  debt  for  circulation  as  money.

and  used  for  the  purpose  of  such  grant  only.

that  public  travel  on  the  said  road  shall  not  be  impeded  thereny: 
and  it  is  further  provided,  that  such  bridges  and  passages  shall 
be  of  such  width  and  character  as  shall  be  suitable  to  the  locality 
m  which  the  same  are  situated ;  and  also  where  the  said  road  shall 
intersect  any  farm  or  lands  of  any  individual,  to  provide  and  keep 
WagoDwayi.  m  repair  suitable  and  convenient  wagonways,  over,  under  or 
across  the  said  railroad,  and  shall  also  construct  and  maintain 
cattieguardf.  suitable  and  proper  cattleguards  at  all  road  crossings;  provided, 
always,  that  in  case  any  siich  railroad  shall  cross  any  street  or

at  the  time  of  acquirement  of  the  right  of  way  of  said  railroad 
across  such  street  or  streets,  highway  or  highways.

and  determine  the  matter  by  an  appropriate  decree,  either  refus- 
ing or  permitting  the  crossing  at  grade,  and  if  permitted  to  pre- 
scribe and  regulate  by  such  decree  the  manner  and  character  of 
the  said  crossing,  together  with  such  safeguards  againet  collisions 
thereat,  in  addition  to  those  by  this  section  provided  as  he  may 
Appeal.  deem  proper,  wfth  the  right  of  appeal  from  the  Chancellor's  de- 

cree to  the  Supreme  Court  by  either  party,  as  in  other  cases  in 
equity. 
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Section  85.  That  any  corporation  created  under  this  Act  Time  of  00m- 
for  the  purpose  of  constructing  a  railroad,  shall  commence  the  JJ!id°^c?onipi©- 
proposed  construction  within  six  months  from  the  date  of  its  or- "®°; 
ganization,  and  complete  at  least,  one  track  of  said  road  within 
three  years  from  the  date  of  the  commencement,  as  aforesaid; 
provided,  that  if  any  company  or  corporation  organized  under 
this  Act  shall  fail  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  this  section,  it 
shall  thereby  forfeit  the  franchise  given  it  by  this  Act;  provided, 
further,  that  if  any  corporation  organized  under  this  Act,  shall  be 
restrained,  prevented  or  enjoined  by  any  proceedings  whatever  at 
law  or  in  equity  from  prosecuting  the  work  on  its  road,  or  from 
opening  or  completing  its  said  road,  the  time  during  which  any 
such  carpDration  shall  be  so  restrained,  prevented  or  enjoined, 
shall  not  be  taken  or  computed  as  any  part  of  the  time  allowed 
and  limited  in  this  section  for  the  opening  and  completing:  of 
said  road. 

Section  86.     Any  corporation  organized  under  this  Act  for  Power  to  bop. 
the  construction  and  operation  of  a  railroad  shall  have  power  to  "*^  '"""•y- 
borrow  such  sums  of  money,  from  time  to  time,  not  exceedmg  in 
ihe  aggregate  double  the  amount  of  its  full  paid  capital  stock,  as 
shall  be  necessary  to  build,  construct,  or  repair  its  road,  and  fur- 
nish all  necessary  engines  and  other  equipments  for  the  uses  and 
oDjects  of  said  corporation,  and  to  secure  the  repayment  thereof  Hecuring. 
by  the  execution,  negotiation  and  sale  of  any  bond  or  bonds,  and 
secure  the  same  by  mortgage  on  said  lands,  privileges,  franchises 
and  appairtertances  of  and  belonging  to  said  corporation;  provid- 
ed, that  said  corporation  shall  not  plead  any  statute  or  statutes 
against  usury  in  any  court  of  law  or  equity,  in  any  suit  instituted 
to  enforce  the  payment  of  any  bond  or  mortgage  executed  under 
the  provisions  of  this  section;  and  provided^  further,  that  said 
bonds  and  mortgages  shall  constitute  a  first  lien  on  the  railroad,  Lien, 
its  cars,  real  estate  and  franchises,  and  the  proceeds  of  said  bonds 
shall  be  used  for  the  purpose  of  aiding  in  the  construction  of  said 
railroad  and  equipments;  and  provided,  further,  that  if  any  person 
or  persons,  shall  issue  such  bonds  to  any  greater  amount  than 
double  the  amount,  at  the  time  of  such  issue,  that  shall  have  been  Peuaity  for  ib- 
actually  paid  up  on  the  capital  stock  of  such  railroad,  he,  she  or  more  thai?"

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Fences.  Section  87.     Every  corporation  created  under  this  Act,  for 

the  construction  of  a  railroad  shall  erect  and  maintain  fences  on 
both  sides  of  its  railroad,  of  the  height  and  strength  of  a  fence 
required  by  law,  with  openings  or  gates  or  bars  therein,  at  farm 
crossings  or  the  road  for  the  use  of  proprietors  of  lands  adjoining 

Cattle guardn.  stich  railroad;  and  shall  also  construct  and  maintain  cattle  guards 
at  all  the  road  crossings  suitable  and  sufficient  to  prevent  cattle 
and  other  animals  from  getting  on  the  railroad;  and  until  such 
fences  and  cattle  guards  shall  be  duly  made,  the  corporation  shall 

oamaRee.  be  liable  for  all  damages  which  shall  be  done  by  their  engnies  and 
cars  to  cattle,  horses  or  other  animals  thereon;  and  after  such 
fences  and  guards  shall  be  duly  made  and  maintained  the  corpo- 
ration shall  not  be  liable  for  any  such  damages,  unless  negligently 

Trespaw.  or  Wilfully  done;  and  if  any  person  shall  ride,  lead  or  drive  any 
horse  or  other  animal  upon  such  railroad  and  within  such  fences 
and  guards  other  than  at  farm  crossings  without  the  consent  01 
tlie  corporation,  he  shall  for  every  such  offense  forfeit  a  sum  not 
exceeding  ten  dollars,  and  shall  also  pav  all  damages  which  shall 
be  sustained  thereby  to  the  party  aggrieved;  it  shall  not  be  lawful 
for  any  person  other  than  those  connected  with  or  employed  upon 
the  railroad  to  walk  along  the  track  or  tracks  of  any  such  rail- 
road, except  when  the  same  be  laid  along  public  roads  or  streets.

Section  88.  Every  conductor,  baggage-master  or  brake- 
man  of  any  railroad  corporation,  formed  under  this  Act,  em- 
ployed in  a  passenger  train,  shall  wear  upon  his  hat  or  cap  a  badge 
which  shall  indicate  his  office,  and  the  mitial  letters  of  the  name 
of  the  corporation  by  which  he  is  employed;  no  conductor  or  col- 
lector of  fares  or  tickets,  without  such  badge  shall  be  entitled  to 
demand  or  receive  from  any  passenger  any  fare  or  ticket,  or  to 
exercise  any  powers  of  his  office,  and  no  officer  without  such 
badge  shall  have  authority  to  meddle  or  interfere  with  any  pas- 
senger, his  baggage  or  property.

Section  89.  Any  person  who  shall  wilfully  impair,  injure, 
destroy  or  obstruct  the  use  of  any  railroad  enjoyed  under  the 
provisions  of  this  Act  or  any  of  its  necessary  works,  wharves, 
bridges,  carriages,  engines,  cars,  machines,  or  other  property, 
shall  forfeit  and  pay  to  the  corporation  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars,  to 
be  by  it  recovered  in  any  court  having  competent  jurisdiction  in 
any  action  of  debt;  and  further  shall  be  liable  for  all'  damages 
sustained. 
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Section  90.     It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  railroad  corpora- Annn^ire^^ 
tion  created  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  to  make  an  annual  Eoidera. 
report  to  the  stockholders  of  its  operations,  which  report  shall 
be  verified  by  the  affidavit  of  the  secretary,  treasurer,  superinten- 
dent or  directors  of  the  corporation  and  shall  state: 

The  entire  length  of  the  road  in  operation,  the  length  of  sin- 
gle track,  the  length  of  double  track,  and  the  weight  of  rail  per 
yard. 

The  full  amount  of  the  capital  stock  annually  subscribed  and 
the  full  amount  paid  thereon. 

The  entire  amount  of  the  actual  cost  of  the  road,  showing 
the  amount  expended  for  the  right  of  way,  bridging,  grading, 
iron  and  other  buildings  respectively,  and  for  all  other  purposes 
incidental  to  the  construction  of  such  road. 

The  nature  of  the  amount  of  its  indebtedness,  distinguish- 
ing the  first  or  other  mortgage  bonds,  and  the  unsecured  indebt- 
edness and  the  amoiint  due  the  corporation. 

The  amount  received  for  the  transportation  of  passenger?, 
property  and  mails,  for  interest,  and  from  all  other  sources  re- 
spectively 

The  amount  of  freight,  specifying  the  quantity  in  tons  or 
other  usual  mode  of  measurement. 

The  full  amount  paid  for  repairs  of  the  road,  buildings,  en- 
gines and  cars  respectively,  for  fuel,  taxes  and  interest,  specify- 
ing the  indebtedness  on  which  the  same  is  paid;  for  the 
wages  and  employees;  the  aggregate  amount  paid  for  salaries 
of  officers  and  for  any  other  purpose  incidental  to  the  business 
of  transportation,  so  as  to  give  a  complete  statement  of  the  en- 
tire annual  expenses  of  the  corporation. 

The  entire  amount  paid  for  loss  and  damage  to  freight  and 
injury  to  person  and  property. 

The  full  number  and  amount  of  dividends  and  when  made 
and  in  what  manner  such  dividends  have  been  paid. 

The  entire  amount  appropriated  to  sinking  fund,  and  the 
manner  in  which  the  same  has  been  applied,  and  the  total 
amount  then  held  by  such  sinking  fund. 
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The  whole  number  of  persons  killed  or  injured,  the  causes 
thereof,  if  known,  and  whether  passengers  or  persons  employed 
by  the  corporation;  and  the  secretary  of  each  railroad  corpora- 
tion, formed  as  aforesaid,  shall  mail  to  every  stockholder  there- 
of, whose  post  office  address  is  known,  a  copy  of  said  annual  re- 
Fiiingcopy.  port  and  shall  file  a  certified  copy  thereof  with  the  Secretary  of 
State  on  or  before  the  expiration  of  fifteen  days  from  the  mak- 
ing of  such  annual  report.

signal  boards  Section  92.  Every  railroad  corporation  formed  under  this 
Act  shall  cause  signal  boards,  well  supported  by  posts,  or  other- 
wise, at  such  heights  as  to  be  easily  seen  by  travelers,  and  not 
obstructing  travel,  containing  on  each  side,  in  capital  letters,  at 
least  five  inches  high,  the  following  inscription :  **Railroad  Cross- 
ing," to  be  placed  and  constantly  maintained,  at  such  public 
highway  where  it  is  crossed  by  the  railroad  at  the  same  level; 
but  such  board  need  not  be  put  up  in  cities  or  towns,  unless  re- 
quired by  the  authorities  thereof. 

^**®'''  Section  93.     Whenever,  in  the  opinion  of  the  authorities  of 

any  city  or  incorporated  town,  the  public  interest  requires  that  a 
gate  be  erected  and  maintained,  or  a  flagman  stationed  and  kept 
at  the  place  where  any  highway  or  street  is  crossed,  within  the 
corporate  limits  of  s^ich  town  or  city,  by  any  railroad  construct- 
ed under  this  Act,  they  shall  give  the  superintendent  or  manager 
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of  the  railroad  written  notice  that  the  same  is  required  and  the 
corporation  shall,  within  the  time  prescribed  in  such  notice,  erect 
and  maintain  at  such  crossing  the  style  of  gate  directed  in  said 
notice,  and  keep  a  man  in  charge  of  the  same  during  such  hours  Flagman, 
as  the  said  authorities  may  designate,  or  keep  a  flagman  at  such 
crossing  during  such  hours  as  they  may  require.

No  passenger  car  on  any  railroad  of  any  cor-  Lighting  of 
poration  organized  under  the  provisions  of  this    Act    shall    be 
lighted  by  naptha  or  by  illuminating  oil  or  fluid  made  in.  part  of 
naptha,  or  of  any  oil  or  fluid  which  will  ignite  at  a  temperature 
of  less  than  three  hundred  degrees  Fahrenheit. 

Section  95.  No  regular  or  other  passenger  train  on  any  Air  brake, 
railroad  constructed  under  this  Act  shall  be  run  without  an  air 
brake,  or  some  equally  effective  appliance  for  controlling  the 
speed  of  trains,  which  may  be  applied  by  the  engineer  to  each 
car  composing  the  train,  and  whicTi  shall  at  all  times  be  kept  in 
good  condition  and  ready  for  use  at  the  discretion  of  the  engi- 
neer.

Every  corporation  organized  under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  Act  for  the  purpose  of  producing  or  distributing 
steam,  heat  and  power,  shall  in  addition  to  the  powers  conferred 
upon  corporations  generally,  have  full  authority  to  lay  the  neces- 
sary pipes  and  conduits  beneath  the  public  roads,  highways, 
streets,  avenues  and  alleys  in  this  State;  provided,  however,  that 
such  pipes  and  conduits  shall  be  laid  at  least  three  feet  below  the 
surface  of  the  same,  and  shall  not  in  any  wise  unnecessarily  ob- 
struct or  interfere  with  public  travel,  or  damage  public  or  pri- 
vate property;  and  provided,  also,  that  the  consent  of  the  Coun- 
cil, Town  Commissioners  or  other  persons  having  control  over 
the  public  roads,  highways,  streets,  avenues  and  alleys  of  the 
city,  town  and  district  wherein  or  through  which  it  is  contem- 
plated to  lay  such  pipes  and  conduits  beneath  such  public  roads.

tion 8i  of  this  Act  as  amended.  Provided,  however,  that  when- 
ever practicable  so  to  do  the  crossing  of  any  railroad  at  grside  g«d«^cro«h 
shall  be  avoided,  but  if  not  practicable,  the  crossing  may  be  at  avoided,

tersected, or.  if  overhead,  shall  be  at  such  an  elevation  as  not  to 
impede  or  interfere  with  the  free  and  safe  passage  of  the  cars  on 
the  railway  so  crossed.

The  full  number  and  amount  of  dividends  and  when  made 
and  in  what  manner  such  dividends  have  been  paid;

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Sniate  and  Ho^me  of  Reprenentatlves  of  the  State  of 
Delaware  in  General  Assembly  niet,  (^two-thirds  of  each  branch 
concurring  therein)  : 

Chatter  or  Section  i.    That  John  H.  WiKey,  George  W.  Elliott,  John

GoouMisioiicra.  are  hereby  appointed  Commissioners,  and  that  George  W.  Elliott, 
Term  of  office.  John  C.  Barwick  and  Frank  Porter  shall  continue  in  office  until 
the  first  Saturday  in  May,  1902;  that  John  H.  Willey  and  James 
B.  Conaway  shall  continue  in  office  until  the  first  Saturday  in 
May,  1903,  and  their  successors  shall  be  elected  on  the  first  Sat- 
urday in  May  in  the  said  years,  for  a  term  of  two  years  and  until 
BiccftioBof      their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified,  and  annually  there- 
•ncceMora.       after  persons  shall  be  elected  to  succeed  those  whose  terms  ex- 
pire for  the  term  of  two  years  and  until  their  successors  are  elect- 
ed and  qualified,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  view  the  premises, 
and  they,  or  a  majority  of  them,  having  so  viewed  the  same  are 
Pbwcnof.       hereby  expressly  authorized,  empowered  and  directed,  with  the 
assistance  of  a  skfllful  surveyor,  to  be  by  them  selected  to  survey, 
Plot.  locate  and  lay  down  on  a  plot,  the  town  of  Greenwood,  in  Sussex 

County,  designating  its  limits  and  making,  describing  and  nam- 
ing thereon  its  streets  and  alleys,  and  they  shall,  when  the  same  is 
completed,  return  the  said  plot  to  the  Recorder's  Office  at 
Record  of.  Georgetown,  to  be  recorded  with  their  certificate  thereon  en- 
dorsed and  signed  by  the  said  Commissioners,  or  a  majority  of 
them,  that  they  have  performed  the  duties  in  that  behalf  by  this 
section  required,  and  that  the  said  plot  represents  the  said  town 
of  Greenwood  with  its  boundaries  and  limits  as  by  them  located 
Limits.  and  defined.    Provided  that  no  boundary  line  shall  be  more  than 

one-quarter  of  a  mile  from  the  Delaware  Railroad  Crossing  on 
Market  Street  in  said  town.  The  Commissioners  and  the  Sur- 
veyor before  entering  upon  their  duties  under  this  Section  shall 
be  severally  and  duly  sworn  or  affirmed  to  discharge  such  duties 
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With  fidelity,  and  in  the  certificate  annexed  to  the  aforesaid  plot, 
it  shall  be  shown  that  this  qualification  was  complied  with. 

Section  2.    The   Commissioners  named   in  this  Act  shall  organisation, 
meet  and  organize  within  one  week  after  the  passage  of  this  Act, 
at  such  hour  and  place  by  them  agreed  on;  said  Commissioners 
from  among  their  number  shall  select  a  president  and  such  other 
officers  as  they  deem  necessary;  their  term  of  office  shall  be  one 
year  or  until  their  successors  shall  have  been  duly  elected.    A 
majority  of  the  town  Council  shall  be  freeholders.     Any  Council-  QuaiificaUon. 
man  whose  time  has  expired  is  eligible  to  re-election.    The  elec- 
tion shall  be  opened  at  2  o'clock  P.  M.  and  closed  at  4  o'clock 
P.  M.,  and  is  to  be  held  in,  the  Council  chamber,  or  some  other 
suitable  place  designated  by  Council.     At  such  election,  every 
male  and  female  taxable  of  said  town  above  the  age  of  21  years,  voten. 
who  shall  have  paid  the  town  tax  last  assessed  to  them,  shall  be 
entitled  to  vote;  the  election  shall  be  held  by  the  Aldermen  andg^on^o^ 
two  of  the  holding  over  members  of  the  Council,  to  be  named 
by  the  president  at  the  previous  stated  meeting;  the  Alderman 
shall  receive  the  ballots  and  deposit  them  in  a  box  to  be  provided 
for  that  purpose,  and  the  assisting  Councilmen  shall  each  keep  a 
list  of  the  voters  voting.    When  the  election  shall  be  closed,  the 
Aldermen,  or  one  of  the  assistants,  shall  draw  said  tickets  out  of 
the  box,  open  and  read  out  the  same,  and  pass  the  same  over  to 
one  of  the  others  for  his  inspection  while  the  third  election  oflFicer 
shall  tally  the  vote.     In  case  of  a  tie  for  the  purpose  voted  for, 
the  Aldermen  may  give  the  deciding  vote.      After  the  results 
shall  have  been  ascertained,  the  election  officers  shall  make  out    ' 
a  certificate  and  deliver  to  the  Councilman  elected  with  the  hour 
aud  place  of  meeting  of  the  town  Council  at  the  first  stated  meet- 
ing after  his  election.    A  copy  of  same  to  be  given  to  Qerk  of 
Council,  to  be  entered  on  minutes  of  first  stated  meeting  after 
election,  before  entering  upon  his  duties  as  Councilman-elect,  he 
shall  be  sworn  in  at  said  meeting  by  the  Alderman,  or  any  sub- 
sequent meeting  by  the  Alderman  or  one  of  the  holding  over 
Councilmen.    If  at  any  election  the  Alderman,  or  any  of  the  per- 
sons whose  duty  it  is  to  hold  said  election  should  not  be  present 
for  that  purpose  at  the   time   heretofore  designated,  the  voters 
present  may  proceed  to  elect  some  one  or  more  of  their  number 
in  lieu  of  the  Alderman  or  absent  persons.     If  any  vacancy  shall  vacancicB. 
occur  in  said  Council  by  death,  resignation,  removal  from  town, 
refusal  to  serve,  or  otherwise,  of  any  member  thereof  or  of  the 
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president  thereof  by  removal  from  town,  refusing  to  serve  or 
otherwise,  the  remaining  Councilmen  and  the  president,  if  there 
How  filled.  is  no  vacancy  in  the  office  of  the  president,  and  if  there  be,  the 
remaining  Councilmen  shall  have  power  to  fill  such  vacancy  or 
vacancies  for  the  remainder  of  the  whole  term  for  which  the 
person  or  persons  whose  vacancy  or  vacancies,  is  or  are  to  be 
supplied,  was  or  were  elected. 

€ni™"dcr  Act  Section  3.  The  Commissioners  named  in  this  Act  shall  at  the 
to  appoint  A»-  first  regular  meeting  to  be  held,  the  second  Monday  in  May  next 
Alderman.  (iQOi)  appoint  an  assessor  and  Alderman,  whose  respective  term 
of  office  shall  expire  on  the  second  Monday  in  May,  1902.  The 
successors  of  such  assessor  as  aforesaid  shall  be  elected  at  the 
regular  meeting  of  each  and  every  town  election  for  the  term  of 
one  year.

Powers  of.  shall  havc  all  the  powers  of  a  Justice  of  the  Peace  within  the 
town,  and  shall  have  jurisdiction  and  cognizance  of  all  breaches 
of  the  peace  and  other  offenses  in  said  town,  so  far  as  to  arrest 
and  hold  to  bail  or  fine  and  imprison  offenders,  and  also  of 
all  fines  and  forfeitures  and  penalties  which  may  b,e  prescribed 
by  any  law  of  this  State  or  by  any  ordinance  of  the  town  Council 
regularly  passed  and  established  for  the  government  of  the  town, 
and  also  of  all  neglects,  omissions  or  defaults  of  any  town  con- 
stable, collector,  assessor,  treasurer,  town  clerk  or  any  other 
officer  or  person  whose  c^«ty  it  may  be  to  collect,  receive,  pay 
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over  or  account  for  any  money  belonging  to  said  town,  or  to  exe- 
cute or  obey  any  law  or  ordinance  tliereof ;  provided,  that  he  shall 
not  impose  any  fine  exceeding  twenty  dollars,  or  have  jurisdic- 
tion in  civil  matters  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars,  exclusive  of 
costs.  His  fees  for  any  service  under  this  section  shall  be  the  ^«^ 
same  as  those  of  a  Justice  of  the  Peace  for  like  service  and  for 
any  service  or  duty  for  which  no  fee  may  be  provided  by  law  the 
fee  may  be  established  by  ordinance  of  the  town  Council  If  any 
vacancy  shall  occur  in  the  office  of  Alderman  of  the  town  ofvacancr. 
Greenwood,  by  death,  resignation,  removal  from  office  or  other- 
wise, such  vacancy  may  be  supplied  by  the  town  Council  at  any 
meeting  thereof  for  the  residue  of  the  term.

(or)  ordinances  and  present  the  same  to  the  Council  at  their  first 
meeting  for  their  action;  and  such  infraction  or  violation  of  the 
law  or  ordinances  as  require  immediate  action  to  cause  the  same 
to  be  proceeded  on  before  the  Alderman.     He  shall  issue  and 
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Duties  of  Sign  all  licenses  for  every  exhibition  within  the  town  of  Green- 
wood (for)  which,  Section  1,  of  Chapter  51  of  the  Revised  Code,  a 
license  therefor  is  required  and  all  other  exhibitions  (licenses  for) 
which  by  law  or  ordinances  may  be  required  to  be  issued;  he 
shall  sign  all  warrants  on  the  treasurer  for  the  payment  of  any 
money,  and  shall  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be  prescribed 
by  any  ordinance  or  ordinances  of  the  town  Council.

A  body  politic     Section  6.    The  Councilmen  and  the  president  of  Council,  as 
sued  hereinbefore  provided  for,  shall  be  and  they  are  hereby  created 

a  body  politic  and  corporate  in  law  and  equity,  and  shall  be  able 
and  capable  to  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded  in 
courts  of  law  and  equity  in  this  State  and  elsewhere  by  the  cor- 
porate name  of  "The  Town  of  Greenwood,"  and  shall  have  a 
corporate  seal,  which  they  may  alter,  change  or  renew  at  their 
pleasure;  and  may  purchase,  take,  hold  and  enjoy  lands,  tene- 
ments and  hereditaments  in  fee  simple  or  otherwise,  and  also 
goods  and  chattels,  rights,  and  credits,  and  may  alien,  grant, 
demise  and  dispose  of  the  same  as  they  may  deem  proper,  and 
may  do  all  other  things  which  a  body  politic  and  corporate  may 
la\^'iully  do  to  carry  out  and  effect  the  object  and  purposes  of  this 
Act.  The  president,  and  Councilmen,  for  the  time  being,  shall 
have  the  superintendence  and  oversight  of  all  roads  and  streets 
now  open  or  hereafter  to  be  opened  within  the  limits  of  sai  i 
town,  and  no  overseer  of  any  such  roads  or  streets  shall  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  Levy  Court  of  Sussex  County,  but  the  said  Levy 
Approprution  Court  shall  annually  appropriate  for  the  repair  of  said  roads  and 
fo/roI^iSd"'^  streets  a  sum  of  money  not  less  than  two  hundred  and  fifty  dol- 
lars, and  shall  make  an  order  for  the  payment  thereof  to  the 
treasurer  of  the  town  of  Greenwood  for  the  use  of  said  town.

streets,  lane  or  lanes,  or  alley  or  alleys,  may  pass,  such  compensa- 
tion therefor  as  they  shall  deem  just  and  reasonable  under  all  cir- 
cumstances, which  compensation,  if  any  be  allowed,  shall  be  paid 
by  the  treasurer  of  the  town  out  of  the  moneys  of  said  town  upon 
warrants  drawn  upon  him  by  order  of  the  Council  aforesaid. 

Section  8.    Whenever  the  town  Council  shall  have  deter- 
mined to  locate  and  lay  out,  or  widen  any  street,  lane  or  alley, 
and  shall  have  fixed  the  compensation  therefor,  it  shall  be  their 
duty  immediately  after  the  survey  and  location  of  the  said  street,  streets^^c!

assess  the  damages  which  the  owner  of  the  real  estate  thrOcgh 
or  over  whose  lands  said  street,  lane  or  alley  shall  pass,  who 
shall  have  notified  the  said  town  Council  of  their  intention  to 
appeal,  may  incur  by  reason  thereof,  and  to  make  return  of  their 
proceedings  to  the  said  Associate  Judge  at  a  time  therein  ap- 
pointed. 

The  freeholders  named  in  such  commission  being  first 
sworn  or  affirmed  as  in  said  commission  shall  be  directed,  shall 
view  the  premises,  and  they,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  assess 
the  damages  as  aforesaid  and  shall  make  the  return,  in  writings 
of  their  proceedings  in  the  premises  to  the  said  Associate  Judge, 
who  shall  deliver  said  return  to  said  town  Council,  which  shall 
be  final  and  conclusive.  The  said  Associate  Judge  shall  have 
power  to  fill  any  vacancy  in  the  commission.  The  amount  of 
damages  being  so  ascertained,  the  town  Council  may  pay  or  ten- 
der the  same  to  the  person  or  persons  entitled  thereto,  within 
one  month  after  the  same  shall  be  finally  ascertained;  or  if  the 
person  or  persons  so  entitled  reside  out  of  or  are  absent  from  town 
during  said  period  of  one  month,  or  are  minors,  then  the  same 
may  be  deposited  to  his  or  her  credit  in  the  First  National  Bank 
of  Seaford,  within  said  time,  and  thereupon  the  said  property  or 
land  may  be  taken  or  occupied  for  the  uses  aforesaid.  In  the 
ascertainment  and  assessment  of  damages  by  the  freeholders 
appointed  by  the  Associate  Judge  aforesaid,  if  the  damages  shall 
be  increased,  the  cost  of  the  appeal  shall  be  paid  by  the  treas- 
urer of  the  town  out  of  any  money  in  his  hands  belonging  to  the 
town,  but  if  said  damages  shall  not  be  increased  the  cost  of 
appeal  shall  be  paid  by  the  party  appealing. 

The  fees  to  the  freeholders  shall  be  two  dollars  per  day  to 
each,  which  shall  be  taxed  as  part  of  the  costs.  After  the  dam- 
ages shall  be  fixed  and  ascertained  by  the  freeholders  as  afore- 
said, the  town  Council  shall  have  the  option  to  pay  the  damages 
assessed,  within  the  time  aforesaid  and  proceed  with  the  said 
improvements,  or,  upon  the  payment  of  the  costs  only,  may 
abandon  the  proposed  improvements. 

Section  9.  The  town  Council  shall  have  power  to  enact  ordi- 
nances to  prevent  nuisances,  to  preserve  the  health  of  the  town, 
and  to  prevent  the  introduction  of  infectious  Or  contagious  dis- 
eases, for  which  purpose  their  jurisdiction  shall  extend  to  any 
distance  within  one  quarter  mile  of  the  limits  of  said  town.    The 
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Council  may  also  pass  ordinances  to  define  and  remove  nui- 
sances, to  ascertain  and  fix  boundaries  of  streets,  squares,  lanes  .  **  - 
and  alleys,  or  to  repair  and  improve  the  same,  or  to  alter,  ex- 
tend, or  widen  any  street,  square,  lane  or  alley,  or  open  and  lay 
out  new  ones,  subject  to  the  provisions  in  that  behalf  hereinbefore 
contained,  to  regelate  and  fix  the  ascents  and  descents  of  all 
streets,  lanes  and  alleys,  and  the  drainage  thereof;  to  direct  the 
paving  or  graveling  of  footways  and  to  prescribe  the  width 
thereof;  to  regulate  and  provide  for  the  making  of  gutters  and 
the  placing  of  gutter  stones  or  plates  therein,  and  for  curbing, 
wherever  in  their  opinion,  such  paving  or  graveling,  making  of 
gutters  and  the  placing  of  gutter  stones  or  plates  therein,  and 
curb,  may  be  necessary  or  proper;  to  prescribe  the  extent  of 
steps,  porches,  cellar  doors  and  other  inlets  to  lots  and  buildings; 
to  regulate  the  construction  and  repair  of  chimneys,  and  to  pro- 
vide for  keeping  the  same  clean  and  in  good  order;  to  regulate 
the  storage  of  gunpowder  or  any  other  dangerous  or  combustible 
materials,  and  to  provide  against  casualties  by  fire.  No  person 
shall  be  obliged  to  pave  any  footway  to  a  greater  breadth  than 
four  and  one-half  feet  in  front  of  any  vacant  lot  or  lots  not  near 
or  adjoining  a  dwelling'  house,  and  no  grading,  curbing  or  widen- 
ing of  sidewalks  shall,  after  the  same  has  once  been  established, 
be  directed  to  be  altered  or  changed  for  a  period  of  five  years, 
except  upon  the  petition  of  a  majority  of  the  property  owners, 
holding  land  on  such  street  or  part  of  street  where  such  al- 
teration or  change  is  proposed  to  be  made,  and  upon  such  petition 
the  town  Council  shall  have  the  option  to  make  such  change  or 
alteration,  or  not.  The  town  Council  shall  also  have  power  to 
enact  ordinances  in  relation  to  the  keeping  or  harboring  of  dogs, 
to  provide  for  the  registering  of  the  same  and  to  regulate  their 
running  at  large,  and  may  impose  an  annual  tax  not  exceeding 
fifty  cents  on  every  male  dog,  or  one  dollar  on  every  female  dog, 
and  may  provide  for  the  collection  of  the  same,  from  each  and 
every  person  owning  or  harboriiig  any  dog  or  dogs;  and  also 
shall  have  power  to  impose  fines  and  penalties  for  the  enforce- 
ment of  any  of  said  ordinances.  The  said  Council  shall  have 
power  also,  by  ordinances,  to  appoint  a  town  surveyor  to  make 
a  plot  or  map,  showing  the  assent  and  descent  of  all  streets,  lanes 
and  alleys,  the  building  lines  upon  the  same,  and'  generally  to  do 
and  perform  all  such  matters  and  things  as  they  may  deem  neces- 
sary for  carrying  into  effect  the  provisions  of  this  Section  con- 
tained. 
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Section   ID.     Whenever  the  said  town  Council  shall  have 
determined  that  any  pavement,  graveling,  guttering,  placing  of 
gutter  stones,  or  plates  in  any  gutter,  and  curbing,  or  any  or 
either,  or  all  of  them,  shall  be  done,  except  that  no  paving  shall 
be  done  beyond  the  last  dwelling  house  on  either  side  of  any 
street;  they  shall  notify  the  owners  of  the  land  in  front  of  whose 
premises  the  same  is  to  be  done,  particularly  designating  the 
nature  and  character  thereof,  and  thereupon  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  such  owner  to  cause  paving,  graveling,  guttering,  placing  of 
gutter  stones  or  plates  in  any  gutter,  and  curbing,  to  be  done  in 
conformity  with  said  notice.     In  the  event  of  any  owner  neg- 
lecting to  comply  with  said  notice  for  the  space  of  thirty  days 
the  said  Council  may  proceed  to  have  the  same  done,  and  when 
done  the  treasurer  of  the  town  shall,  as  soon  as  convenient  there- 
after, present  to  the  said  owner  or  owners  of  such  lands  a  bill, 
showing  the  expense  of  such  paving,  graveling,  guttering,  plac- 
ing of  gutter  stones  or  plates  in  any  gutter  and  curbing.     If  such 
owner  or  owners  be  not  resident  in  the  town  of  Greenwood,  such 
bill  may  be  presented  to  the  occupier  or  tenant  of  said  land,  or 
if  there  be  no  occupier  or  tenant  resident  in  the  said  town  of 
Greenwood,  such  bill  may  be  sent  by  mail  to  such  owner  or 
owners,  directed  to  him  or  them  at  the  postoffice  nearest  his  or 
their  residence.     If  such  bill  be  not  paid  by  the  owner  or  own- 
ers of  such  land  within  thirty  days  after  the  presentation  thereof, 
as  aforesaid,  then  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  town  Council 
to  issue  a  warrant  in  the  name  of  thei  town  of  Greenwood  under 
the  hand  of  the  president  of  the  town  Council,  and  the  seal  of 
the  sai^  corporation  directed  to  the  treasurer  of  the  town  of 
Greenwood,  commanding  him  that  of  the  goods  and  chattels, 
lands  and  tenements  of  such  owner  or  owners  he  should  cause 
to  be  levied  and  made  the  amount  of  the  said  bill,  together  with 
all  costs.     It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  treasurer  of  the  said  town 
of  Greenwood  as  soon  as  convenient  after  the  said  warrant  shall 
.  be  delivered  to  him,  and  after  ten  days'  notice  to  the  owner  or 
owners  of  such  lands,  and  after  posting  five  or  more  notices  of 
sale  in  at  least  five  of  the  most  public  places  in  the  town  of 
Greenwood  at  least  ten  days  before  the  day  of  sale,  to  sell  the 
goods  and  chattels  of  such  owner  or  owners  at  public  auction, 
or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary  to  pay  the  amount  of  said 
bill  with  all  costs.     If  no  goods  or  chattels  of  such  owner  or 
owners  can  be  found  within  said  town  sufficient  to  satisfy  the 
amount  of  said  bill  with  all  costs,  then  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
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said  treasurer  of  the  said  town  of  Greenwood,  after  ten  days' 
notice  to  such  owner  or  owners  aforesaid,  and  after  posting  five 
or  more  notices  of  sale  in  at  least  five  or  more  most  public  places 
in  the  town  of  Greenwood,  for  at  least  ten  days  before  the  day  of 
sale,  and  after  causing  such  notice  of  sale  to  be  published  twice 
in  one  newspaper  printed  in  the  said  town  of  Greenwood  (or  if 
there  be  no  news^paper  printed  in  the  said  town  of  Greenwood, 
then  in  a  newspaper  printed  anywhere  in  Sussex  County),  to  sell 
the  lands  and  tenements  of  such  owner  or  owners  in  front  of  Jndl 
which  such  paving,  graveling,  guttering,  placing  of  gutter  stones 
or  plates  in  gutter,  and  curbing,  or  either  of  them  have  been 
done,  or  so  much  of  said  lands  or  tenements  as  may  be  sufficient 
to  satisfy  the  amount  of  said  bill  with  all  costs  and  a  deed  from 
the  treasurer  of  the  said  town  of  Greenwood  shall  convey  to  the 
purchaser  of  said  lands  and  tenements,  as  full  and  complete  title  in 
fee  simple  or  otherwise*  as  if  the  same  were  executed  by  the 
owner  or  owners  thereof.     The  claim  for  paving,  graveling,  gut- 
tering, placing  of  gutter  stones  or  plates  in  any  gutter,  and  curb- 
ing, shall  be  a  lien  on  the  premises  in  front  of  which  the  said 
work  was  done,  and  said  lien  shall  relate  back  to  the  time  when 
the  notice  herein  required  shall  have  been  served  upon  the  owner 
or  owners  or  the  occupants  of  said  premises,  and  shall  have  pri- 
ority over  any  lien,  incumbrance,  or  conveyance  suffered  or  made 
by  the  owner  or  owners  after  the  service  of  said  notice.     It  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  treasurer  of  the  said  town,  out  of  the  purchase  ^JgPjJ^gJf"  °^ 
money  of  the  said  goods  and  chattels,  or  lands  and  tenements,  »aic. 
sold  as  aforesaid,  to  pay  all  costs  arising  from  the  said  proceeds 
and  sale  to  the  parties  entitled  thereto,  and  to  retain  for  .the  use 
of  the  said  town  the  amount  of  the  said  bill  as  aforesaid  and  the 
residue  of  the  said  purchase  money,  if  any,  shall  immediately  be 
deposited  in  First  National  Bank  of  Seaford  to  the  credit  of 
the  said  owner  or  owners.    The  treasurer  of  the  said  town  shall 
be  entitled  to  receive  five  dollars  for  every  sale  of  personal  prop- 
erty under  this  section,  and  ten  dollars  for  every  sale  of  real  estate 
under  this  section,  together  with  &uch  additional  sum  as  may  be 
reasonable  and  proper  for  the  keeping  and  taking  care  of  such 
personal  property  for  selling  the  same,  and  for  advertising,  all 
of  which  shall  be  part  of  the  costs  to  be  paid  out  of  the  pur- 
chase money  as  aforesaid.     Any  notice  required  by  this  section 
to  one  owner  shall  be  notice  to  all,  and  in  case  no  owner  shall 
reside  in  said  town,  notice  served  upon  the  occupier  or  tenant 
shall  be  sufficient,  or  if  there  be  no  owner  or  occupier  or  tenant 
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of  said  premises  resident  in  the  said  town,  it  shall  be  sufficient 
to  send  notice  by  mail  to  any  owner  of  said  premises  directed 
to  him  or  her  at  the  postoffice  nearest  his  or  her  place  of  resi- 
dence. The  provisions  hereinbefore  contained  in  this  section 
shall  apply  to  any  order  made  by  the  Council  of  said  town  in 
respect  to  any  pavement,  sidewalk,  gutter,  placing  of  gutter  stones 
or  plates  in  any  gutter  or  curb  heretofore  made  or  done,  which 
the  said  Council  may  deem  insufficient  or  to  need  repairing,  the 
said  Council,  in  addition  -to  the  provisions  hereinbefore  con- 
tained, shall  have  power  and  authority  to  enforce,  by  ordinance, 
all  the  requirements  of  this  section  by  imposing  such  fines  and 
penalities  as  shall  in  the  judgment  of  said  Council  be  necessary 
and  proper. 

Section  ii.  The  Council  of  said  town  shall  have  pow^r  and 
authority  to  make,  establish  and  publish  siich  ordinances  as  they 
may  deem  beneficial  for  the  good  government  of  the  said  tovm  at 
any  regular  meeting.  Such  regular  meeting  shall  be  held  on  the 
second  Monday  in  May,  June,  August,  October,  December,  Feb- 
ruary and  April,  also  such  additional  meetings  as  may  be  pro-  • 
vided  by  ordinances  in  that  behalf,  or  whenever  any  twelve  tax- 
ables  of  said  town  shall  in  writing  addressed  to  President  of 
Council  request  special  meeting,  or  whenever  the  president  may 
deem  it  expedient.  At  any  such  regular  or  special  meetings, 
ordinances  or  rules  for  the  good  government  of  said  town,  the 
improvements  of  its  streets,  the  repairs  and  construction  of 
drains  and  water  courses,  the  planting  and  protecting  of  orna- 
mental trees,  and  for  all  other  matters  relating  to  the  general 
welfare  of  said  town,  may  be  ordained  and  enacted.  They  shall 
have  and  are  hereby  vested  with  power  and  authority  to  pres- 
cribe the  fines  or  penalties  for  violation  of  any  of  the  provisions 
of  this  Act.  All  such  fines  and  penalties  which  may  be  imposed, 
either  hy  this  act  or  the  ordinance  enacted  as  aforesaid,  may  be 
collected  before  the  Alderman  of  said  town  or  any  JiLstice  of  the 
Peace  of  said  town,  and  in  default  of  payment  said  Alderman  or 
Justice  of  the  Peace  may  commit  for  any  time  not  exceeding 
thirty  days. 

Section  12.  The  Council  of  said  town  may  appoint  such 
number  of  town  constables  as  shall  be  deemed  necessary  who, 
with  the  constable  of  Sussex  County,  residing  in  said  town,  shall 
constitute  the  town  police.  The  Council  of  said  town  shall  also 
have  power  and  authority  to  remove  any  of  the  town  constables 
at  any  time  and  appoint  others  in  place  of  those  removed,  it 
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shall  be  deemed  necessary  to  make  such  appointments. 

Section  13,    The  Council  of  said  town  shall  have  power  and  Additional 
authority  to  make  such  regulations  and  enact  such  ordinances*^'****' 
relating  to  the  traveling  over  and  upon  the  streets,  lanes  and  al- 
leys in  said  town  and  to  the  use  thereof.and  the  standing  or  placing 
of  carts,  carriages  or  other  vehicles  or  obstructions  in  and  upon 
any  of  said  streets,  lanes,  alleys  or  sidewalks  as  they  shall  deem 
proper  to  secure  the  free  and  uninterrupted  use  and  enjoyment 
thereof,  and  if  any  person  shall  violate  the  regulations  and  ordi- 
nances of  said  Council  in  that  behalf  every  person  so  offending 
shall  forfeit  and  pay  to  the  treasurer  of  said  town  for  the  use  of 
said  town,  a  sum  not  exceeding  ten  dollars,  to  be  recovered  with  Fine 
cost  by  the  treasurer  of  said  town  in  the  name  of  the  town  of 
Greenwood,  before  the  Alderman  of  the  said  town  or  before  any 
Justice  of  the  Peace  residing  in  said  town  in  the  same  manner 
as  debts  of  like  amount  are  recoverable  by  law. 

Section  14.  It  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  Council  of  useorjaiiof 
said  town  to  use  the  jail  of  Sussex  County  for  the  purpose  offy.*"*^""' 
carrying  into  effect  any  judgment  or  sentence  pronounced  under 
the  provision  of  this  Act  or  for  carrying  into  effect  any  ordinance 
or  regulation  adopted  under  the  provision  of  this  Act,  and  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  keeper  of  said  jail  to  receive  and  lock  up 
in  said  jail  any  person  committed  to  his  custody  under  the  pro- 
visions of  any  ordinance  of  the  Council  of  said  town. 

Section  15.     The  Council  of  said  town  shall  have  the  power  conncii  may 
and  authority  to  use  the  money  in  the  treasury  of  said  town  or  xJ^^^ °^^fo? 
any  portion  thereof  for  the  improvement,  benefit  and  ornament  JJ^^'JIJ^J^; 
thereof  as  they  may  deem  advisable  in  the  general  performance  of 
their  duties.    The  acts,  doings  and  determinations  of  a  majority 
of  the  Council  of  said  town  shall  be  as  good  and  binding  as  the 
acts,  doings  and  determinations  of  the  whole.     In  case  of  a  va- 
cancy or  vacancies  in  the  Council  of  said  town  the  remaining 
members,  until  such  vacancy  or  vacancies  shall  be  filled  as  here- 
inbefore provided,  shall  have  the  same  power  and  authority  as 
the  whole. 

Section  16.     It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Alderman  of  said 
Town  Council  of  said  town  and  of  the  constables  of  Sussex  Coun- 
ty residing  in  said  town,  and  of  the  town  constables,  to  suppress  supprmsion  of 
all  riotous,  turbulent,  disorderly  or  noisy  assemblages  or  gath- tu^Sililmae- 
ering  of  persons  in  or  about  any  buildings  used  for  any  fair,  fes-  »«nWage» 
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tival,  concert  or  any  other  social,  literary  or  religious  meeting 
or  any  entertainment  whatsoever,  or  in  the  streets,  lanes,  squares 
or  alleys  of  said  town,  at  any  time  or  season  whatever;  to  pre- 
vent all  gatherings  whatever  which  may  obstruct  or  interfere 
with  the  free  use  of  the  streets  or  sidewalks,  and  for  this  purpose 
shall  be  the  duty  of  any  of  said  constables  to  seize  and  arrest  any 
such  persons  so  offending  and  carry  them  before  the  Alderman 
of  said  town,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  hear  and  determine  the 
case,  and  upon  conviction  before  him  the  Alderman  shall  sentence 
any  such  person  so  convicted  to  pay  a  fine  not  exceeding  ten 
dollars  and  may  commit  the  party  to  prison  for  a  period  not  ex- 
ceeding thirty  days,  or  until  said  fine  and  costs  shall  be  paid.  It 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Alderman  of  said  town,  upon  complaint 
made  before  him  of  any  such  riotous,  turbulent  or  noisy  assem- 
blages or  gatherings  as  aforesaid,  to  issue  his  warrant  to  any  of 
the  constables  aforesaid  commanding  him  to  arrest  and  bring 
any  such  persons  so  offending  as  aforesaid  before  him  for  trial. 
It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  constable  aforesaid,  or  any  one  of  them, 
to  arrest  any  drunken  or  disorderly  person  they  may  see  on  the 
streets,  lanes,  alleys  of  said  town  and  take  such  person  so  arrested 
before  the  Alderman  of  said  town,  who  shall  proceed  forthwith 
to  hear  and  determine  the  case,  and  upon  conviction  before  him 
he  shall  sentence  such  person  in  the  same  manner  and  to  the 
same  punishment  provided  in  this  section  for  the  punishment  of 
persons  brought  before  him  for  the  offenses  in  this  section  first 
enumerated.  If  on  view  of  the  person  or  persons  who  may  be 
brought  before  the  Alderman  of  said  town  for  violation  of  this 
section  it  shall  appear  to  the  Alderman  that  in  his  judgment  such 
person  or  persons  are  not  in  a  condition  to  be  heard  and  tried, 
he  may  commit  such  person  to  the  keeper  of  the  Jail  of  Sussex 
County  to  wait  a  trial  at  a  time  by  him  to  be  fixed,  such  time 
shall  in  no  case  be  more  than  twenty-four  hours  from  the  time 
of  commitment,  unless  the  expiration  of  the  said  twenty-four 
hours  shall  be  on  the  Lord's  day,  and  then  not  later  than  teti 
Fee  of  Alder-  o'clock  on  Monday  morning  following.  The  fee  to  the  Alderman 
"abie""^  ^'°°'  of  said  town  for  the  trial  of  any  cause  under  this  Section  shall  be 
fifty  cents,  and  to  the  constable  making  the  arrest  fifty  cents;  in 
case  of  a  commitment  the  constable  shall  receive  an  additional 
fee  of  fifty  cents  and  three  cents  for  mileage,  and  the  keeper  of 
said  jail  shall  be  entitled  to  a,  like  fee  of  fifty  cents  for  each  com- 
mitment whether  by  constable  or  by  the  Alderman  of  said  town, 
and  he  shall  be  entitled  to  the  same  pay  as  is  allowed  by  the  Levy 
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Court  for  Board  of  Prisoners. 

Section  17.  The  Alderman  of  said  town,  the  Council  of  said 
town  and  the  Town  Constable  shall  have  power  and  authority  to 
suppress,  extinguish  and  prevent  all  bonfires  in  any  of  the  streets, 
lanes,  alleys  or  squares  of  the  said  town  and  to  suppress  and  pre- 
vent the  firing  of  guns  or  pistols,  or  the  setting  off  of  fire-crack- 
ers or  other  fireworks,  or  the  making  and  throwing  of  fire-balls 
within  the  limits  of  said  town,  and  the  Council  of  said  town  may, 
by  ordinance  or  ordinances,  impose  fines  and  penalties  upon  the 
persons  violating  the  provisions  of  this  section  and  may  provide 
for  the  collection  of  such  fines  and  penalties  so  imposed. 

Section  18.  If  any  constable  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  per-  con«tnbic, 
form  any  of  the  duties  required  of  him  by  this  act  he  shall  be  °**^  *^  °  "  ^ 
deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Council  of  said  town  to  present  him  to  the  Grand  Jury  of  Sussex 
County,  and  upon  conviction  thereof  by  indictment  he  shall  be 
fined  a  sum  not  less  than  ten  nor  more  than  one  hundred  dollars, 
and  may  be  imprisoned  in  the  discretion  of  the  court  for  any  term 
not  exceeding  one  year,  and  upon  such  conviction  he  shall  ipso 
facto  forfeit  his  office. 

Section  19.    It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Council  of  said  town  Treasurer 
at  the  meeting  on  the  second  Monday  in  May  in  each  and  every  secretary, 
year,  or  as  soon  as  conveniently  may  be  thereafter,  to  elect  by 
ballot  a  Treasurer  and  Secretary,  who  shall  hold  their  offices 
until  the  second  Monday  in  May  next  after  election  and  until 
their  successors  shall  be  duly  elected  and  qualified.    The  Treas-  Election  of 
cirer  and  Secretary  may  or  may  not  be  the  same  person  and  they 
may  at  the  same  time  hold  the  office  of  Councilman.    The  said 
Council  shall  also  have  authority  to  elect  by  ballot  a  Collector  of  collector  of 
Taxes  in  any  year  they  may  think  proper  to  do  so.    The  Treas-  '■*^'^ 
urer  before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  his  office  shall  be  sworn  oath  of 
or  affirmed  faithfully,   honestly  and  diligently  to  perform   the  xfeasJJrer. 
duties  of  his  said  office,  which  oath  or  affirmation  may  be  admin- 
istered to  him  by  the  President  of  said  Council  or  by  any  mem- 
ber thereof,  or  by  any  Judge,  Justice  of  the  Peace,  or  Notary 
Public.     He  shall  also,  before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  his 
office,  give  bond  to  the  Town  of  Greenwood  with  sufficient  surety  Bond, 
to  be  approved  by  the  Council  of  said  town  in  the  penal  sum  of 
eight  hundred  dollars,  conditioned  for  the  faithful  discharge  of 
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the  duties  of  his  said  office  and  for  the  payment  of  his  successors 
in  office  of  all  sums  of  money  belonging  to  said  town  which 
may  remain  in  his  hands  upon  the  settlement  of  his  accounts,  to 
which  said  bond  and  condition  there  shall  be  annexed  a  warrant 
of  attorney  for  the  confession  of  judgment  for  said  penalty.  The 
said  Treasurer  shall  pay  all  orders  drawn  on  him  by  order  of 
said  Council  and  signed  by  the  President  thereof,  out  of  any 
moneys  in  his  hands  belonging  to  said  town.  He  shall  settle  his 
accounts  with  the  said  Council  annually  by  the  second  Monday 
in  April,  and  oftener,  and  at  such  other  times  as  the  said  Coun- 
cil may  require.  The  Treasurer,  Secretary  and  Assessor  of  said 
compensatioii.  town  shall  cach  reccivc  a  reasonable  compensation  for  their  ser- 
vices to  be  determined  by  the  Council  of  said  town;  provided  the 
compensation  of  the  said  Treasurer  as  such  shall  not  exceed  five 
per  cent,  on  all  moneys  received  by  him  belonging  to  said  town, 
and  of  the  Secretary  acting  as  Collector  shall  not  exceed  eight 
per  cent,  on  the  taxes  collected  by  him.  The  officers  elected  un- 
der the  provisions  of  this  Section  in  1901  shall  continue  in  office 
until  the  second  Monday  in  May,  A.  D.  1902,  and  until  their  suc- 
cessors are  duly  elected. 

Assessor.  Section  20.    That  at  the  first  regular  meeting  held  in  1902 

and  on  the  first  regular  meeting  in  May  each  year  thereafter 
there  shall  also  be  an  Assessor  elected,  who  shall  be  an  inhabitant 
of  the  town  of  Greenwood  and  who  shall  not  be  a  member  of  the 
Town  Council  during  the  year  of  his  service  as  Assessor.

Section  21.  Tlie  Town  Council  may  fix  the  sum  to  be  as- 
sessed upon  each  and  every  male  citizen  residing  in  said  town 
above  the  age  of  twenty-one  years,  as  well  those  owning  as  those 
not  owning  real  estate  within  the  limits  of  said  town,  but  the  sum 
so  to  be  fixed  shall  be  one  and  the  same  for  every  class  and  de- 
scription of  citizens,  and  shall  not  exceed  the  sum. of  nine  hun- 
dred dollars. 

Section  22,  The  Town  Council  are  hereby  authorized  and 
empowered  to  levy  and  collect  from  the  taxable  of  said  town  ac- 
cording to  the  terms  and  provisions  of  this  Act  such  sums  as  may- 
be deemed  by  them  necessary  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  this 
Act,  clear  of  all  delinquencies  and  expenses  of  collection;  pro- 
vided, nevertheless,  that  the  citizens  of  the  town  may  assemble 
in  town  meeting  any  evening  during  the  year  to  determine 
whether  any  additional  sum  or  simis  shall  be  levied  and  collected 
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for  any  specific  purpose  or  purposes;  notices  of  which  meeting, 
the  place  of  meeting  and  the  special  purpose  or  purposes  for 
which  said  additional  sum  or  sums  are  desired  having  been  pub- 
Hshed  by  the  Town  Council  in  five  public  places  in  the  town  im- 
mediately preceding  the  time  of  said  meeting.  At  said  meeting 
a  resolution  or  resolutions  shall  be  prepared,  stating  explicitly  the 
additional  sum  or  sums  needed  or  desired  and  the  specific  pur- 
pose or  purposes  to  which  the  said  sum  or  sums  shall  be  applied. 
The  qualified  voters  of  the  town  shall  then  proceed  to  vote  yea 
and  nay  by  ballot  upon  such  resolution  or  resolutions,  and  the 
result  shall  be  certified  to  the  Town  Council,  and  if  a  majority  of 
those  voting  shall  approve  o£  said  resolution  or  resolutions,  then 
the  Town  Council  shall  levy  and  collect  said  additional  sum  or 
sums,  and  apply  the  same  for  the  purpose  or  purposes  specified; 
and  if  more  has  been  levied  and  collected  than  was  necessary  for 
the  purpose  or  purposes  named  or  specified,  the  residue  shall  be 
carried  into  the  Treasury  of  the  town  for  general  purposes. 

Section  23.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Assessor  of  said  town  Duty  of 
annually  to  make  a  true,  just  and  impartial  valuation  and  assess-  '^■■^*®'' 
ment  of  all  the  real  estate  within  said  town  and  also  an  assess- 
ment of  all  the  male  citizens  residing  in  said  town  above  the  age 
of  twenty-one  years,  as  well  those. owning  as  those  not  owning 
real  estate  within  the  limits  of  said  town,  and  also  the  personal 
property  of  such  citizens  subject  to  county  assessment  and  taxa- 
tion, also  to  ascertain  the  number  of  dogs  within  the  said  town 
and  assess  the  owner  or  keeper  of  dog  or  dogs  fifty  cents  for 
each  male  dog  and  one  dollar  for  each  female  dag.  That  all  lots 
used  for  farming  purfX)ses  not  cut  off  from  other  farm  lands  by 
street  or  road  shall  be  known  as  farm  land,  and  all  farm  lands 
shall  be  assessed  at  not  more  than  twenty-five  dollars  per  acre. 
The  rate  of  tax  on  farm  land  in  the  town  limits  shall  be  one-half 
the  rate  of  taxation  of  town  property  generally.  The  said  As- 
sessor shall  make  such  assessment  and  return  the  same  to  the 
Council  of  said  town  within  three  weeks  next  after  his  election 
in  1901,  and  within  three  weeks  after  the  first  Saturday  in  May 
in  each  year  thereafter.  The  Council  of  said  town  shall  assess  the 
real  estate  and  person  and  assessable  personal  property  of  the 
Assessor.  The  Council  of  said  town  shall  as  soon  as  conveniently 
may  be  after  receiving  said  assessment  list  cause  a  full  and  com- 
plete transcript  of  said  assessment  list  to  be  prepared  and  hung 
up  in  the  postoffice  or  such  other  public  or  convenient  place  as 
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the  said  Council  may  select  in  said  town,  where  it  shall  remain 
for  at  least  five  days  thereafter  for  public  inspection,  and  the  said 
Town  Council  shall  on  the  first  Monday  in  June  hold  a  Court  of 
Appeal,  which  shall  continue  open  from  7  o'clock  P.  M.  to  9 
o'clock  P.  M.  of  said  day,  when  they  shall  hear  and  determine  ap  - 
peals  from  the  said  assessment  and  may  make  correction  of,  addi- 
tions to  or  alterations  in  the  said  assessment.  The  said  Council 
may  adjourn  the  Court  of  Appeals  from  day  to  day.  Notice  of 
the  hanging  up  of  said  assessment  list  and  also  at  the  same  time 
notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  hearing  appeals  shall  be  given  by 
posting  such  notices  in  at  least  five  public  places  in  the  town  of 
Greenwood.  The  determination  of  the  Council  of  said  town 
upon  any  appeal  or  upon  any  manner  relating  to  such  assessment 
shall  be  final  and  conclusive.  No  member  of  Council  of  said 
town  shall  sit  upon  his  own  appeal,  but  the  same  shall  be  heard 
and  determined  by  the  other  members  of  said  Council ;  after  the 
said  valuation  and  assessment  shall  be  examined  and  adjusted  by 
the  Council  of  said  town  all  taxes  shall  be  levied,  assessed  and 
raised  on  the  real  estate,  personal  property  and  persons  thus 
valued  and  assessed,  in  just  and  equal  proportions  and  rates.  The 
said  Assessor  befor-e  entering  upon  the  duties  of  his  office  shall 
be  sworn  or  affirmed,  diligently,  faithfully  and  impartially  to  per- 
form the  duties  of  his  office,  to  the  best  of  his  ability,  knowledge 
and  judgment,  which  oath  or  affirmation  may  be  administered  to 
him  by  any  Judge,  Justice  of  the  Peace  or  Notary  Public. 

Section  24.  The  Council  of  said  town,  after  having  ascer-

whole  valuation  and  assessment  and  the  rate  per  hundred  dollars, 
and  which  list  shall  be  signed  by  the  President  of  said  Council. 
The  Collector  of  Taxes,  or  if  there  be  none  elected  in  said  year, 
the  Secretary  of  said  town,  immediately  after  receiving  said  list 
shall  proceed  to  collect  the  taxes  rated  and  contained  in  said  list. 
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and  in  collecting  same  shall  have  all  the  powers  conferred  by  law 
on  the  collectors  of  county  rates  and  levies  by  tne  provisions  of 
Chapter  12,  1852,  of  the  Revised  Code  of  1893,  in  the  collection 
of  said  taxes.

An  Act  to  enable  the  Town  of  Laukel  to  refund  its  Debts  by 
borrowing  money  and  issuing  b0nd8. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  ami  House  of  Representatives  of  the  State  of 
Delaware  in  General  Assembly  met,  {two-thirds  of  each  branch  of 
the  Jjegislature  concurring  thcreiu)  : 

Section  i.    That  the  Town  Commissioners  of  Laurel  be  and  commission- 
they  are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  borrow  on  the  aSthorix^J  to 
credit  of  said  town  on  the  first  day  of  May,  A.  D.  1901,  the  sum  *'*'"°'' ^^^"^ 
of  twenty-five  thousand  dollars  ($25,000),  which  shall  be  applied, 
appropriated  and  expended  for  the  purpose  of  paying  and  re- 
deeming the  bonds  of  the  said  town  issued  pursuant  to  the  pro- 
visions of  Chapter  284,  Volume  21,  Laws  of  Delaware,  and  for 
the  purpose  of  paying  the  indebtedness  now  a  lien  upon  the  prop- 
erty whereon  the  water  plant  of  said  town  is  located. 

Section  2.  That  the  said  Town  Commissioners  of  Laurel,  to  issue  bonds 
for  the  purpose  of  carrying  into  effect  the  provisions  of  this  Act, 
shall  have  full  power  and  authority,  and  are  hereby  expressly 
directed  to  issue  the  bonds  of  the  town  of  Lacirel,  of  such  de- 
nominations as  they  shall  deem  best,  bearing  interest  at  a  rate 
not  exceeding  four  per  centum  per  annum,  payable  semi-annually  payment, 
on  the  first  days  of  January  and  July  respectively,  in  each  year  at 
the  Sussex  Trust  Title  and  Safe  Deposit  Company,  at  Laurel. 
The  principal  of  such  bonds  shall  be  made  payable  in  thirty  years 
from  the  date  of  the  issue  thereof,  the  said  Town  Commissioners 
reserving  to  itself  power  and  authority  of  redeeming  said  bonds 
or  any  part  of  them,  at  the  expiration  of  twenty  years  from  the 
date  of  the  issue  of  the  same.  Provided,  however,  that  if  the 
said  Town  Commissioners  elect  to  redeem  any  of  said  bonds  at 
the  expiration  of  twenty  years  as  aforesaid,  such  election  shall  be

Section  3.  There  shall  be  twelve  (12)  stated  meetings  in

He  shall  sign  all  warrants  on  the  Treasurer  for  the  payment  of 
any  money,  and  shall  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be  pre- 
scribed by  any  ordinances  of  the  Town  Commissioners. 

Section  4.  The  Alderman  so  elected,  may  or  may  not  be  a  Aidcrman. 
Justice  of  the  Peace,  before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  his  office, 
he  shall  be  sworn  or  affirmed  by  the  President  of  the  Town  Coun- 
cil or  Commissioners  or  by  any  one  of  the  Commissioners,  to 
perform  the  d-uties  of  his  office  honestly,  faithfully  and  diligently.  power«and 
It  shall  be  his  duty  to  execute  all  laws  enacted  for  the  govern- ^"**"^^' 
ment  of  the  said  town,  and  to  carry  into  effect  all  orders  and 
directions  of  the  Town  Commissioners  made  in  pursuance  of  any 
law  of  this  State,  or  any  ordinance  of  the  said  Town  Commis- 
sioners may  legally  make  and  establish.  He  shall  have  all  the 
powers  of  a  Justice  of  the  Peace  within  the  town,  and  shall  have 
jurisdiction  and  cognizance  of  all  breaches  of  the  peace  and  other 
offences  in  said  town,  so  far  as  to  arrest,  hold  to  bail  or  fine  and 
imprison  offenders,  and  also  of  all  fines  and  forfeitures  which 
may  be  prescribed  by  law  of  this  State  or  of  any  ordinance  of  the 
Town  Commissioners  regularly  passed  and  established  for  the 
government  of  the  town,  and  also  of  all  neglects,  omissions,  or 
defaults,  of  any  Town  Constable,  Collector,  Assessor,  Treasurer, 
Town  Qerk  or  any  other  officer  or  person  whose  duty  it  may  be 
to  collect,  receive,  pay  over  or  account  for  any  money  belonging 
to  said  town,  or  to  execute  or  obey  any  law  or  ordinance  thereof, 
provided  that  he  shall  not  impose  any  fine  exceeding  twenty  dol- 
hrs,  or  have  jurisdiction  in  civil  matters  exceeding  one  hundred 
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dollars,  exclusive  of  costs.  His  fees  for  any  service  under  this 
Section  shall  be  the  same  as  those  of  a  Justice  of  the  Peace  for 
like  service,  and  for  any  service  or  duty  for  which  no  fees  may 
be  provided  by  law  the  fee  may  be  established  by  ordinance  of 
the  Town  Commissioners.  If  any  Alderman  shall  be  removed 
from  his  office  by  the  Town  Commissioners,  he  shall  deliver  to 
his  successor  in  office  all  the  books  and  papers  belonging  to  his 
office,  and  shall  pay  over  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  town  all  moneys 
in  his  hands,  belonging  to  the  town,  within  five  (5)  days  after  his 
removal.  Upon  his  neglect  or  failure  to  pay  over  to  the  Treas- 
urer of  the  Town  within  the  aforesaid  time,  all  moneys  belong- 
ing to  the  town,  he  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor 
and,  upon  conviction  thereof  by  indictment,  shall  be  fined  not 
less  than  twenty  nor  more  than  one  hundred  dollars. 

Alderman  to  Sec'iou  5.    The  Alderman  shall,  at  every  regular  meeting  o* 

make  report,  ^j^^  Jowu  Commissioners,  report  to  the  Commissioners  all  fines 
imposed  by  him  dur'ng  the  preceding  month,  and  pay  the  Treas- 
urer of  the  Town  of  Laurel  all  such  fines  and  penalties  received 
by  him  during  the  said  time,  and  in  default  of  making  such  re- 
port or  paying  such  fines  and  penalties  for  a  period  of  twenty 
days  after  such  report  should  be  made  and  such  fines  and  penal- 
ties should  be  paid  as  aforesaid,  he  shall  be  deemed  g-uilty  of  a 
misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  thereof  by  indictment  shall  be 
fined  not  less  than  twenty  nor  more  than  one  hundred  dollars. 

comtninioti-  Section  6.     The  Commissioners  and  the  President  of  the 

porate^**^  ^^^'  Board  of  Commissioners,  as  hereinbefore  provided  for,  shall  be 
and  they  are  hereby  created  a  body  politic  and  corporate  in  law 
and  equity,  and  shall  be  able  and  capable  to  sue  and  be  sued,  plead 
and  be  impleaded  in  courts  of  law  and  equity  in  this  State  and 
elsewhere  by  the  corporate  name  of  "The  Town  of  Laurel,*'  and 
shall  have  a  corporate  seal,  which  they  may  alter,  change  or  re- 
new at  their  pleasure;  and  may  purchase,  hold  and  enjoy  lands, 
tenements,  hereditaments  in  fee  simple  or  otherwise,  and  also 
goods,  and  chattels,  rights  and  credits,  and  may  alien,  grant,  de- 
mise and  dispose  of  the  same  as  they  may  deem  proper,  and  may 
do  all  other  things  which  a  body  politic  and  corporate  may  law- 
fully do  to  carry  out  and  effect  the  object  and  purpose  of  this 
Act.  The  President  and  Commissioners,  for  the  time  being, 
shall  have  the  superintendence  and  oversight  of  all  roads  and 
streets  now  opened  or  hereafter  to  be  opened  within  the  limits 
of  said  town,  and  no  overseer  of  any  such  roads  or  streets  shall 
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be  appointed  by  the  Levy  Court  of  Sussex  County,  but  said  Levy

and  shall  make  an  order  for  the  payment  thereof  to  the  Treasurer 

of  the  Town  of  Laurel  for  the  use  of  said  town. 

Section  7.  The  Town  Commissioners  shall  have  power, 
upon  the  application  of  ten  or  more  citizens  of  the  town,  by  peti- 
tion for  the  purpose  to  locate,  lay  out  and  open  any  new  street,  to  locate  new 
lane  or  alley,  or  widen  any  street,  lane  or  alley  heretofore  laid  out 
in  said  town,  or  reopen  any  old  street,  lane  or  alley  now  closed 
A'hich  may  hereafter  be  closed,  which  ten  or  more  citizens  may 
desire  to  be  located,  laid  out  and  opened,  or  widened,  or  re- 
opened, allowing  to  the  persons  respectively,  through  and  over 
whose  lands  such  streets,  lane  or  alley  may  pass,  such  compensa- 
tion therefore  as  they  shall  deem  just  and  reasonable  under  all 
circumstances,  which  compensation,  if  any  be  allowed,  shall  be 
paid  by  the  Treasurer  of  the  town  out  of  the  nwneys  of  said  town 
apon  warrants  drawn  upon  him  by  order  of  the  Commissioners 
aforesaid. 

Section  8.  Whenever  the  Town  Commissioners  shall  have 
determined  to  locate  and  lay  out,  or  widen  any  street,  lane  or 
alley,  and  shall  have  fixed  the  compensation  therefor,  it  shall  be 
their  duty  immediately  after  the  survey  and  location  of  the  said 
street,  lane  or  alley,  to  notifv,  in  writing:,  the  owner  or  owners  of  Notice  to

mmiMiion  ^^  affirmed  as  in  said  commission  shall  be  directed,  shall  view  the 
premises  and  they,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  assess  the  damages 
aforesaid,  and  shall  make  returns,  in  writing,  of  their  proceedings 
in  the  premises  to  the  said  Associate  Judge,  who  shall  deliver 
said  return  to  said  Town  Commissioners,  which  shall  be  final  and 
conclusive.  The  said  Associate  Judge  shall  have  power  to  fill 
any  vacancy  in  the  Commission.  The  amount  of  damages  being 
so  ascertained,  the  Town  Commissioners  may  pay  or  tender  the 
same  to  the  person  or  persons  entitled  thereto,  within  one  month 
after  the  same  shall  be  finally  ascertained,  or  if  the  person  or 
persons  so  entitled  reside  out  of,  or  are  absent  from  town  during 
said  period  of  one  month,  or  are  minors,  then*  the  same  may  be 
deposited  to  his  or  her  credit  in  the  Sussex  Trust,  Title  and  Safe 
Deposit  Company  of  Laurel,  within  said  time,  and  thereupon  the 
said  property  or  land  may  be  taken  or  occupied  for  the  uses  afore- 
said. In  the  ascertainment  and  assessment  of  damages  by  the 
Freeholders  appointed  by  the  Associate  Judge  aforesaid,  if  the 
damages  shall  be  increased,  the  costs  of  the  appeal  shall  be  paid 
by  the  Treasurer  of  the  town  out  of  any  money  in  his  hands  be- 
longing to  the  town,  but  if  such  damage  shall  not  be  increased  the 
costs  of  the  appeal  shall  be  paid  by  the  party  appealing,  the  fees 
to  the  Freeholders  shall  be  two  dollars  per  day  to  each,  which 
shall  be  taxed  as  part  of  the  costs.  After  the  damage  shall  be 
fixed  and  ascertained  by  the  Freeholders  aforesaid,  the  Town 
Commissioners  shall  have  the  option  to  pay  damages  assessed,

Section  9.  The  Town  Commissioners  shall  have  power  to  Powers  and 
enact  ordinances  to  prevent  n«uisances,  to  preserve  the  health  of  nSiilSncrs^" 
the  town,  and  to  prevent  the  introduction  of  infectious  or  con- 
ta^ous  diseases,  for  which  purpose  their  jurisdiction  shall  ex- 
tend to  any  distance  within  one  mile  of  the  limits  of  the  said  town. 
The  Commissioners  may  also  pass  ordinances  to  define  and  re- 
move nuisances,  to  ascertain  and  fix  the  boundaries  of  streets, 
squares,  lanes  and  alleys,  or  to  repair  and  improve  the  same,  or  to 
alter,  extend  or  widen  any  street,  square,  lane  or  alley,  or  open 
and  lay  out  new  ones,  subject  to  the  provisions  in  that  behalf 
hereinbefore  contained;  to  regulate  and  fix  the  ascents  and  de- 
scents of  all  streets,  lanes  and  alleys,  and  the  drainage  thereof; 
to  direct  the  paving  or  graveling  of  footways,  and  to  prescribe 
the  width  thereof;  to  regulate  and  provide  for  the  making  of  gut- 
ters, and  the  [Placing  of  gutter-stones  or  plates  therein,  and  for 
curbing,  wherever,  in  their  opinion,  such  paving  or  graveling, 
making  of  gutters  and  the  placing  of  gutter-stones  or  plates  there- 
in, and  curbs,  may  be  necessary  or  proper,  to  prescribe  the  ex- 
tent of  steps,  porches,  cellar-doors,  and  other  inlets  to  lots  and 
buildings;  to  regelate  the  construction  and  repair  of  chimneys 
and  to  provide  for  the  keeping  tSe  same  cleaned  and  in  good 
order;  to  regulate  the  storage  of  gunpowder  or  any  other  dan- 
gerous or  combustible  materials,  and  to  provide  against  casual- 
ties by  fire.  No  person  shall  be  obliged  to  pave  any  footway  to 
a  greater  breadth  than  four  and  one-half  feet  in  front  of  any  va- 
cant lot  or  lots  not  near  or  adjoining  a  dwelling-house,  and  no 
grading,  curbing  or  widening  of  sidewalks  shall,  after  the  same 
has  once  been  established,  be  directed  to  be  altered  or  changed 
for  a  period  of  five  years,  except  upon  the  petition  of  a  majority 
of  the  property  owners  holding  land  on  such  street  or  part  of 
street  where  such  alteration  or  change  is  proposed  to  be  made, 
and  upon  such  petition  the  Town  Commissioners  shall  have  the 
option  to  make  such  change  or  alteration,  or  not.  The  said  Com- 
missioners shall  have  power  also  by  ordinance,  to  appoint  a  Town 
Surveyer  to  make  a  plot  or  map,  showing  the  ascent  and  descent 
of  all  streets,  lanes  and  alleys,  the  building  lines  an  the  same, 
and  generally  to  do  and  perform  all  such  matters  and  things  as 
they  may  deem  necessary  for  carrying  into  effect  the  provisions 
in  this  Section  contained. 
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Paving.  AC.  Section  10.    Whenever  the  said  Town  Commissioners  shall 

have  determined  that  any  paving,  graveling,  guttering,  placing  of 
gutter-Stones  or  plates  in  any  gutter,  and  curbing,  or  any,  or 
either,  or  all  of  them,  shall  be  done,  they  shall  notify  the  owners 
of  the  land  in  front  of  whose  premises  the  same  is  to  be  done, 
particularly  designating  the  nature  and  character  thereof,  and 
thereupon  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  owner  to  cause  such  pav- 
ing, graveling,  guttering,  placing  of  gutter-stones,  or  plates  in 
any  gutter,  and  curbing  to  be  done  in  conformity  with  said  no- 
tice. In  the  event  of  any  owner  neglecting  to  comply  with  said 
notice  for  the  space  of  thirty  days,  the  said  Commissioners  may 
have  the  same  done,  and  when  done,  the  Treasurer  of  the  town 
shall,  as  soon  as  convenient  thereafter,  present  to  the  iaid  owner 
or  owners  of  such  lands,  a  bill,  showing  the  expense  of  such 
paving,  graveling,  guttering,  placing  of  gutter-stones  or  plates 
in  any  gutter,  and  curbing,  if  such  owner  or  owners  be  not  resi- 
dent in  the  town  of  Laurel  such  bill  may  be  presented  to  the 
occupier  or  tenant  of  such  land,  or  if  there  be  no  occupier  or 
tenant  resident  in  the  said  town  of  Laurel  such  bill  may  be  sent 
by  mail  to  such  owner  or  owners,  directed  to  him  or  them  to  the 
postoffice  nearest  to  his  or  their  residence.  .If  such  bill  be  not 
paid  by  the  owner  or  owners  of  such  within  thirty  days  after  the 
presentation  thereof,  as  aforesaid,  then  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
said  Town  Commissioners  to  issue  a  warrant  in  the  name  of  the 
town  of  Laurel  under  the  hand  of  the  President  of  the  Board  of 
Commissioners,  and  the  seal  of  said  corporation,  directed  to  the 
Treasurer  of  the  town  of  La-urel,  commanding  him  that  of  the 
goods  and  chattels,  lands  and  tenements  of  such  owner  or  owners 
he  should  cause  to  be  levied  and  made  the  amount  of  the  said 
bill,  together  with  all  costs,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer 
of  the  said  town  of  Laurel,  as  soon  as  convenient  after  the  said 
warrant  shall  be  delivered  to  him,  and  after  ten  days'  notice  to 
the  owner  or  owners  of  such  lands,  and  after  posting  five  or  more 
notices  of  sale  in  at  least  five  of  the  most  public  places 
in  the  town  of  Laurel  at  least  ten  days  before  the  day  of 
sale,  to  sell  the  goods  and  chattels  of  such  owner  or  owners  at 
public  auction,  or  as  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary  to  pay  the 
amount  of  said  bill  with  all  costs.  If  no  goods  and  chattels  of 
such  owner  or  owners  can  be  found  within  said  town  sufficient  to 
satisfy  the  amount  of  said  bill  with  all  costs,  then  it  shall  be  the 
d«ty  of  said  Treasurer  of  the  said  town  of  Laurel,  after  ten  days' 
notice  to  such  owner  or  owners  aforesaid,  and  after  posting  five 
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or  more  notices  of  sale  in  at  least  five  of  the  most  public  places 
of  the  town  of  Laurel,  for  at  least  ten  days  before  the  day  of  sale, 
and  after  causing  such  notices  of  sale  to  be  published  twice  in  one 
newspaper  printed  in  the  town  of  Laurel  (or,  if  there  be  no 
newspaper  printed  in  the  said  town  of  Laurel,  <hen  in  a  news- 
paper printed  anywhere  in  Sussex  County),  to  sell  the  lands  and 
tenements  of  such  owner  or  owners  in  front  of  which  such  paving, 
graveling,  guttering,  placing  of  gutter-stones  or  plates  in  any 
gutter,  and  curbing  or  either  of  them,  have  been  done,  or  so 
much  of  said  lands  and  tenements  as  may  be  sufficient  to  satisfy 
the  amount  of  said  bill  with  all  costs,  and  a  deed  from  the  Treas- 
urer of  the  said  town  of  Laurel  shall  convey  to  the  purchasers  of 
such  lands  and  tenements  as  full  and  complete  title,  in  fee  simple 
or  otherwise,  as  if  the  same  were  executed  by  the  owner  or 
owners  thereof.  The  claim  for  paving,  graveling,  guttering, 
placing  of  gutter-stones  or  plates  in  any  gutter,  and  curbing, 
shall  be  a  Hen  on  the  premises  in  front  of  which  the  said  work 
was  done,  and  said  lien  shall  relate  back  to  the  time  when  the 
notice  herein  required  shall  have  been  served  upon  the  owner 
cr  owners  or  occupant  of  said  premises,  and  shall  have  prioiity 
over  any  lien,  incumbrance,  or  conveyance  suffered  or  made  by 
the  owner  or  owners  after  the  service  of  said  notice.  It  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  of  said  town,  out  of  the  purchase  money 
of  the  said  goods  and  chattels  or  lands  and  tenements,  sold  as 
aforesaid,  to  pay  all  costs  arising  from  the  said  proceeds  and  sale 
to  the  parties  entitled  thereto,  and  to  retain  for  the  use  of  said 
town  the  amount  of  the  said  bill  as  aforesaid,  and  the  residue  of 
the  said  purchase  money,  if  any  shall  immediately  be  deposited 
in  the  Sussex  Trust,  Title  and  Safe  Deposit  Company,  at  Laurel, 
to  the  credit  of  said  owner  or  owners.  The  Treasurer  of  the 
said  town  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  five  dollars  for  every  sale  of 
personal  property  under  this  Section,  and  ten  dollars  for  every 
sale  of  real  estate  under  this  Section,  together  with  all  such  addi- 
tional sums  as  may  be  reasonable  and  proper  for  the  keeping  and 
taking  care  of  such  personal  property,  for  selling  the  same,  and 
for  advertising  all  of  which  shall  be  part  of  the  costs  to  be  paid 
out  of  the  purchase  money  aforesaid.  Any  notice  required  by  this 
Section  to  one  owner  shall  be  notice  to  all,  and  in  case  no  owner 
shall  reside  in  said  town,  notice  served  upon  the  occupier  or  tenant 
shall  be  sufficient,  or  if  there  be  no  owner  or  occupier  or  tenant 
of  said  premises  resident  in  the  said  town,  it  shall  be  sufficient 
to  send  notice  by  mail  to  any  owner  of  said  premises,  directed  to 
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him  or  her  at  the  postoffice  nearest  his  or  her  place  of  residenoe. 
The  provisions  hereinbefore  contained  in  this  Section  shall  apply 
to  any  order  made  by  the  Commissioners  of  said  town  in.  respect 
to  any  pavement,  sidewalk,  gutter,  placing  of  gutter-stones  or 
plates  in  any  g«tter,  or  curb,  heretofore  made  or  done,  which  said 
Commissioners  may  deem  insufficient,  or  to  need  repairing.  The 
said  Commissioners,  in  addition  to  the  provisions  of  this  Section 
hereinbefore  contained,  shall  have  power  and  authority  to  en- 
force, by  ordinance,  all  the  requirements  of  this  Section  by  im- 
posing such  fines  and  penalties  as  shall,  in  the  judgment  of  said 
Commissioners,  be  necessary  and  proper. 

Townconsta-  Scction  II.    The  Commissioners  of  said  town  may  appoint 

**'^  such  number  of  Town  Constables  as  shall  be  deemed  necessary, 

who,  with  the  Constables  of  Sussex  County  residing  in  said  town 
shall  constitute  the  town  police.

The  Commissioners  of  said  town  shall  have 
power  and  authority  to  make  such  regulations  and  enact  such  or- 
ordinances  as  diuauccs  relating  to  the  traveling  over  and  upon  the  streets, 
streets,  AC.  lanes  and  alleys  in  said  town,  and  to  the  use  thereof,  and  the 
standing  or  placing  of  carts,  carriages,  or  other  vehicles  or  ob- 
structions in  and  «pon  any  of  said  streets,  lanes,  alleys  or  side- 
walks, as  they  shall  deem  proper,  to  secure  the  free  and  uninter- 
rupted use  and  enjoyment  thereof,  and  if  any  person  shall  violate 
the  regulations  and  ordinances  of  the  said  Commissioners  in  that 
behalf,  every  person  so  offending  shall  forfeit  and  pay  to  the 
Treasurer  of  said  town,  for  the  use  of  said  town,  a  sum  not  ex- 
ceeding ten  dollars,  to  be  recovered  with  costs,  by  the  Treasurer 
of  said  town,  in  the  name  of  the  town  of  Laurel,  before  the  Alder- 
man of  the  said  town  or  before  any  Justice  of  the  Peace  residing" 
in  said  town,  in  the  same  manner  as  debts  of  like  amount  are  re- 
coverable by  law. 

It  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  Commission- 
sussex  county  ^j.g  ^j  g^^jj  ^^^^  ^^  ^se  the  Jail  of  Sussex  County  for  the  purpose 
of  carrying  into  effect  any  judgment  or  sentence  pronounced  un- 
der the  provisions  of  this  Act,  or  for  carrying  into  effect  any 
ordinance  or  regulation  adopted  under  the  provisions  of  this 
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Act  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  keeper  of  said  jail  to  receive 
and  lock  up  in  said  jail  any  person  committed  to  his  custody  un- 
der the  provisions  of  this  Act,  or  under  the  provisions  of  any  or- 
dinance of  the  Commissioners  of  said  town. 

Section  14.  The  Commissioners  of  said  town  shall  have  the 
power  and  authority  to  use  the  money  in  the  Treasury  of  said 
town,  or  any  portion  thereof,  for  the  improvement,  benefit  and 
ornament  thereof,  as  they  may  deem  advisable.  In  the  general 
performance  of  their  duties,  the  acts,  doings  and  determinations 
of  a  majority  of  the  Commissioners  of  said  town  shall  be  as  good 
and  binding  as  the  acts,  doings  and  determinations  of  the  whole. 
In  case  of  a  vacancy  or  vacancies  in  the  Commissioners  of  said 
town,  the  remaining  members,  until  such  vacancy  or  vacanciej 
sha'l  be  filled  as  hereinbefore  provided,  shall  have  the  same  power 
and  authority  as  the  whole. 

Section  15.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Alderman  of  said 
town  and  Commissioners  of  said  town,  and  the  Constables  of 
Sussex  County  residing  in  said  town,  and  of  the  town  Constables,  to  suppress 
to  suppress  all  riotous,  turbulent,  disorderly  or  noisy  assemblages  biSger  ^^^' 
cr  gathering  of  persons  in  or  about  any  buildings  used  for  any 
fair,  festival,  concert,  or  any  other  social,  literary  or  religious 
meetings,  or  any  entertainment  whatsoever,  or  in  the  streets, 
lanes,  squares  or  alleys  of  said  town,  at  any  time  or  season  what- 
ever; to  prevent  all  gatherings  whatever,  which  may  obstruct  or 
interfere  with  the  free  use  of  the  streets  or  sidewalks,  and  for  this 
purpose  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  any  of  said  Constables  to  seize  and 
arrest  any  such  persons  so  offending  and  carry  them  before  the 
Alderman  of  said  town,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  hear  and  deter- 
mine the  case,  and  upon  conviction  before  him  the  Alderman 
shall  sentence  any  such  person  so  convicted  to  pay  a  fine  not  ex- 
ceeding ten  dollars,  and  may  commit  the  party  to  prison  for  a 
period  not  exceeding  thirty  days,  or  until  such  fine  and  costs  shall 
be  paid.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Alderman  of  said  town,  upon 
complaint  made  before  him  of  any  such  riotous,  turbulent,  or  noisy 
assemblages  or  gatherings  as  aforesaid,  to  issue  his  warrant  to 
any' of  the  Constables  aforesaid,  commanding  him  to  arrest  and 
bring  any  such  person  so  offending  as  aforesaid  before  him  for 
trial.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Constable  aforesaid,  or  any  one 
of  them,  to  arrest  any  drunken  or  disorderly  person  they  may 
see  on  the  streets,  lanes  or  alleys  of  said  town,  and  take  such 
persons  so  arrested  before  the  Alderman  of  said  town,  who  shall 
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proceed  forthwith  to  hear  and  determine  the  case,  and  upon  con- 
viction before  him  he  shall  sentence  such  person  in  the  same 
manner  and  to  the  same  punishment  provided  in  this  Section  for 
the  punishment  of  persons  brought  before  him  for  the  offences 
in  this  Section  first  enumerated.  If  upon  view  of  the  person  or 
persons  who  may  be  brought  before  the  Alderman  of  said  town 
for  violation  of  this  Section  it  shall  appear  to.  the  Alderman  that 
in  his  judgment,  such  person  or  persons  are  not  in  a  condition 
to  be  heard  or  tried,  he  may  commit  such  persons  to  the  town 
lock-up  or  jail  to  wait  a  trial  at  a  time  by  him  to  be  fixed;  such 
time  shall  in  no  case  be  more  than  twenty-four  hours  from  the 
time  of  commitment,  unless  the  expiration  of  the  said  twenty-tour 
hours  would  be  on  the  Lord's  day,  and  then  not  later  than  ten 
o'clock  on  the  Monday  morning  following.  The  fee  to  the  Alder- 
man of  said  town  for  the  trial  of  any  cause  under  this  Section 
shall  be  fifty  cents,  and  to  the  Constable  making  the  arrest  fifty 
cents. 

Section  i6.  The  Aldermen  of  said  town,  the  Commissioners 
of  said  towTi,  and  the  town  Constables  shall  have  power  and  au- 
thority to  suppress,  extinguish  and  prevent  all  bon-fires  in  any 
of  the  streets,  lanes,  alleys  or  squares  of  said  town,  and  to  sup- 
press and  prevent  the  firing  of  guns  or  pistols,  or  the  setting  off 
of  fire  crackers  or  other  fireworks,  or  the  making  and  throwing 
of  fireballs  within  the  limits  of  said  town,  and  the  Commission- 
ers of  said  town  may,  by  ordinance  or  ordinances,  impose  fines 
and  penalties  upon  the  .persons  violating  the  provisions  of  th:s 
Section,  and  may  provide  for  the  collection  of  such  fines  and 
penalties  so  imposed. 

To  abate  nuLs-  Sectiou   17.     The  Commissioners  of  said  town  are  hereby 

required  and  authorized  to  prohibit  the  use,  maintenance  or  es- 
tablishment of  any  building  or  structure  wherein  any  cattle,  sheep 
or  swine  are  now,  or  may  hereafter  be  slaughtered,  and  to  fur- 
ther prohibit  any  offal  or  refuse  matter  from  any  such  building 
or  structure  being  brought  within  the  limits  of  said  town.  To 
cause  all  obstructions  and  nuisances  that  may  at  any  time  be 
and  exist  within  the  limits  of  said  town,  whether  in  the  streets, 
lanes  or  alleys,  or  on  the  sidewalks,  or  in  any  other  place  within 
the  limits  aforesaid,  to  be  removed  and  abated.  The  Commis- 
sioners of  said  town,  or  a  majority  of  them  may  proceed,  either 
on  their  own  view  or  upon  complaint  of  any  other  citizen,  in 
writing,  stating  the  character  of  the  obstruction  or  nuisance,  and 
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where  the  same  exists.  If  the  Commissioners  of  said  town,  or  a 
majority  of  them,  either  of  themselves  or  upon  such  information, 
or  upon  view,  shall  determine  that  an  obstr^iction  or  nuisance 
exists  and  ought  to  be  removed,  they  shall  give  notice  in  writing, 
signed  by  the  President  of  said  Commissioners,  to  the  person 
causing  the  obstruction  or  nuisance,  or  who  is  responsible  for  its 
existence  or  continuance,  to  remove  or  abate  the  same,  and  if 
such  person  shall  refuse  or  neglect  for  the  space  of  two  days  after 
such  nodce  to  remove  or  abate  such  obstruction  or  nuisance,  the 
Commissioners  of  said  town  shall  have  power  and  authority  to 
cause  such  obstruction  or  nuisance  to  be  removed  or  abated;  and 
for  this  purpose  the  Commissioners  of  said  town  may  issue  a 
warrant  in  the  name  of  the  town  of  Laurel  under  the  hand  of 
the  President  of  the  Commissioners,  and  the  seal  of  said  corpora- 
tion, and  directed  to  any  Constable  of  the  town  of  Laurel,  com- 
manding him  forthwith  to  remove  or  abate  such  obstruction  or 
nuisance;  whereupon  the  constable  to  whom  the  said  warrant 
may  be  delivered,  shall  forthwith  proceed  to  remove  or  abate  the 
same,  and  for  this  purpose  he  shall  have  full  power  and  authority 
to  enter  into  and  upon  any  lands  and  premises  within  the  town  of 
Laurel,  and  to  take  with  him  such  assistance,  implements,  horses, 
carts,  wagons  or  other  things,  as  may  be  necessary  and  proper, 
and  do  and  perform  all  matters  and  things,  right  and  proper  to 
be  done  for  the  removal  of  such  obstruction  or  the  abatement  of 
such  nuisance.  The  costs  and  damages  of  all  the  proceedings 
shall  be  determined  and  adjudged  by  the  Commissioners  of  said 
town,  and  if  the  same  be  not  paid  to  the  Treasurer  of  said  town 
for  the  use  of  the  town,  by  the  person  causing  the  obstruction  or 
nuisance,  or  who  is  responsible  for  its  existence  or  continuance, 
within  ten  days  after  a  bill  stating  the  amount  of  such  costs  and 
damages  shall  have  been  presented  to  such  person,  then  the 
Commissioners  of  said  town  may  proceed  to  collect  the  same  out 
of  the  goods  and  chattels  of  such  person  by  warrant  issued  to  the 
Treasurer  of  said  town  in  the  same  manner  as  provided  in  Sec- 
tion lo  of  this  Act  for  the  collection  of  the  expense  of  any  pav- 
ing:, graveling,  etc.,  and  the  Treasurer  of  said  town,  upon  the  re- 
ceipt of  such  warrant,  shall  have  all  the  powers  to  sell  the  goods 
and  chattels  of  'such  person  conferred  and  shall  proceed  in  the 
same  manner  as  directed  by  said  Section  lo  of  this  Act,  on  war- 
rants directed  to  him  under  said  Section  to  collect  the  expense 
of  paving,  graveling,  etc.,  except  that  nothing  in  this  Section  con- 
tained shall  confer  any  power  upon  the  Treasurer  of  said  town 
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to  sell  any  lands  and  tenements.  If  the  person  causing  such  ob- 
struction or  nuisance,  or  who  is  responsible  for  its  existence  or 
continuance,  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  remove  or  abate  the  same 
for  the  space  of  two  days  after  such  notice  aforesaid,  he  shall,  in 
addition  to  the  pro\i8ion8  hereinbefore  in  this  Section  in  that  l>e- 
half  contained,  forfeit  and  pay  to  the  Treasurer  of  said  town  for 
the  use  of  the  town  the  sum  of  five  dollars,  and  one  dollar  addi- 
tional for  each  and  every  day  such  obstruction  or  nuisance  shall 
continue  unremoved  or  unabated  after  the  expiration  of  the  two 
days'  notice  as  aforesaid,  to  be  recovered  with  costs  of  suit,  in  the 
name  of  the  town  of  Laurel,  before  the  Alderman  of  said  town  or 
any  Justice  of  the  Peace  residing  in  said  town,  as  debts  of  like 
amount  are  recoverable.  In  ascertaining  the  amount  of  the  judg- 
ment the  person  before  whom  the  case  is  heard  and  determined 
shall  compute  the  time  beginning  with  and  including  the  day  fol- 
lowing the  expiration  of  the  said  two  days'  notice  up  to  and  in- 
cluding the  day  on  which  judgment  is  rendered,  if  the  obstruction 
or  nuisance  be  then  not  removed  or  abated,  or  if  then  removed 
or  abated,  up  to  and  exclusive  of  the  day  on  which  such  obstruc- 
tion or  nuisance  was  removed  or  abated,  and  one  dollar  for  every 
such  day  shall  be  added  to  the  five  dollars  and  judgment  rendered 
accordingly.  If  the  amount  of  the  judgment,  exclusive  of  iht? 
costs,  will  exceed  one  hundred  dollars,  the  case  shall  not  be  coc- 
nizable  before  the  Alderman  or  Justice  of  the  Peace,  but  in  s-uch 
case  suit  in  the  name  of  the  town  of  Laurel  may  be  brought  in 
the  Superior  Court  of  the  State  of  Delaware,  in  and  for  Sussex 
County.  These  last  provisions  shall  be  cumulative  and  additional 
to  the  provisions  hereinbefore  in  this  Section  contained. 

Negicci  of  Section  i8.    If  any  constable  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  per-

deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Commissioners  of  said  town  to  present  him  to  the  Grand  Jury  of 
Sussex  County,  and  «pon  conviction  thereof  by  indictment,  he 
shall  be  fined  in  a  sum  not  less  than  ten  nor  more  than  one 
hundred  dollars,  and  may  be  imprisoned,  in  the  discretion  of  the 
Court,  for  any  term  not  exceeding  one  year,  and  upon  such  con- 
viction he  shall  forfeit  his  office. 

To  elect  Treas-  Scctiou  IQ.     It  shall  bc  the  duty  of  the  Commissioners  of 

urerandsecrc-^j^^  Said  town,  at  the  meeting  on  the  first  Wednesday  in  March 
in  each  and  every  year,  or  as  soon  as  conveniently  may  be  there- 
after, to  elect  by  ballot  a  Treasurer  and  Secretary,  who  shall  hold 
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their  offices  until  the  first  Wednesday  in  March  next  after  their 
election  and  until  their  successors  shall  be  duly  elected  and  quali- 
fied. The  Treasurer  and  Secretary  may  or  may  not  be  the  same 
person,  and  they  may  at  same  time  hold  the  office  of  Commission- 
er. The  said  Commissioners  shall  also  have  authority  to  elect  by 
ballot  a  Collector  of  Taxes,  who  may  or  may  not  be  a  member 
of  the  Commissioners,  in  any  year  they  may  think  proper  to  do 
so.  The  Treasurer,  before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  his  office,  oath 
shall  be  sworn  or  affirmed  faithfully,  honestly  and  diligently  to 
perform  the  duties  of  his  said  office,  which  oath  or  affirmation 
may  be  administered  to  him  by  the  President  of  said  Commis- 
sioners, or  by  any  member  thereof,  or  by  any  Judge,  Justice  of 
the  Peace,  or  Notary  Public.  He  shall  also,  before  entering 
upon  the  duties  of  his  office,  give  bond  to  the  town  of  Laurel,  Bond 
with  sufficient  surety  to  be  approved  by  the  Commissioners  of 
the  town  of  Laurel,  in  the  penal  sum  of  twelve  hundred  dollars, 
conditioned  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  the  duties  of  his  said 
office,  and  for  the  payment  of  his  successor  in  office  of  all  sums 
of  money  belonging  to  said  town  which  may  remain  in  his  hands 
upon  the  settlement  of  his  accounts,  to  which  said  bond  and  con- 
dition there  shall  be  annexed  a  warrant  of  attorney  for  confession 
of  judgment  for  said  penalty.  The  said  Treasurer  shall  pay  all  Duties 
orders  drawn  on  him  by  order  of  said  Commissioners,  and  signed 
by  the  President  thereof,  out  of  any  moneys  in  his  hands  belong- 
ing to  said  town.  He  shall  settle  his  accounts  with  the  said 
Commissioners  annually  by  the  first  Wednesday  in  February, 
and  oftener  and  such  other  times  as  the  said  Commissioners  may 
require.  The  Treasurer,  Secretary  and  Assessor  of  said  town 
shall  each  receive  a  reasonable  compensation  for  their  services,  compensation 
to  be  determined  by  the  Commissioners  of  said  town;  provided, 
the  compensation  of  said  Treasurer,  as  such,  shall  not  exceed 
five  per  cent,  on  all  moneys  received  by.  him  belonging  to  said 
town,  **except  moneys  received  from  or  on  account  of  the  sale 
of  bonds,"  and  of  the  Secretary,  acting  as  Collector,  shall  not 
exceed  eight  per  cent,  on  the  taxes  collected  by  him.  The  offi- 
cers elected  under  the  provisions  of  this  Section  in  1901,  shall 
continue  in  office  until  the  first  Wednesday  in  March,  A.  D. 
1902,  and  until  their  successors  are  duly  elected. 

Section  20.    That  at  the  first  regular  meeting  held  in  March.  Assessor 
1 90 1,  and  on  the  first  regular  meeting  in  March  each  year  there- 
after, there  shall  also  be  an  Assessor  elected,  who  shall  be  an  in- 
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habitant  of  the  town  of  Laurel,  and  who  may  or  may  not  be  a 
member  of  the  Town  Commissioners  during  the  year  of  his  ser- 
vices as  Assessor. 

Amount  of  ux  Section  21.  The  Commissioners  hereinbefore  named,  and 
to  be  levied  ^j^^-j.  successors  in  office,  shall,  at  their  first  stated  meeting  in 
every  year,  determine  the  amount  of  tax  to  be  raised  on  said 
town  for  that  year,  not  exceeding  Fifteen  hundred  dollars,  ($1,- 
500.00)  clear  of  all  delinquencies  and  expenses  of  collection,  in- 
cluding tax  on  real  and  personal  property  and  poll  tax.  It  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  Assessor  of  said  town  within  two  weeks  from 
his  appointment,  to  make  a  true,  just  and  impartial  valuation  and 
AMeMment  assessment  of  all  the  real  estate  and  assessable  personal  property 
within  said  town,  and  also  an  assessment  of  all  the  male  citizens 
residing  in  said  town  above  the  age  of  twenty-one  years,  as  well 
those  owning  real  estate  and  those  not  owning  real  estate  within 
its  limits,  at  least  one  dollar  per  head.  And  the  said  Assessor 
shall  forthwith,  after  making  such  assessment,  deliver  to  the 
Commissioners  for  the  time  being  a  duplicate  containing  the 
names  of  all  the  persons  assessed  and  the  amount  of  their  assess- 
ment, distinguishing  the  real  and  personal  assessment  of  each. 
When  the  assessment  is  returned,  the  Commissioners  shall  give 
five  days  public  notice  of  the  fact,  and  they  will  sit  together  at  a 
certain  place  and  on  a  certain  day,  to  be  designated  by  them, 
from  one  till  four  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  to  hear  appeals  from 
said  assessment.  They  shall  have  power  on  such  day  to  add  to 
or  increase  any  assessment  except  that  of  poll,  which  shall  always 
remain  at  the  figures  above  stated.  When  the  appeal  day  is  past, 
they  shall,  without  delay,  cause  the  assessment  list  to  be  tran- 
scribed and  the  transcript  to  be  delivered  to  the  collector,  who 
shall  thereupon  collect  from  each  taxable  his  proportion  of  tax 
laid  and  pay  over  the  whole  amount,  deducting  commissions  and 
delinquencies  which  shall  be  allowed  by  the  Commissioners,  to 
the  treasurer  of  the  said  town,  by  the  first  day  of  September 
next,  after  the  receipt  of  his  duplicate.  The  collector  shall  have 
the  same  power  for  the  collection  of  said  taxes  as  are  conferred 
by  law  on  the  collectors  of  county  taxes.  Provided,  however, 
that  in  making  said  assessment  for  the  town  of  laurel  that  all  ma- 
chinery in  any  manufactory  now  in  said  town,  or  that  may  be 
hereafter  erected,  shall  be  exempted  from  taxation  for  town  pur- 
poses, and  that  only  the  real  estate  and  buildings  belonging  to 
said  factories  shall  be  taxed. 
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Section  22.  That  all  persons  owning  a  dog  or  dogs  within  Registration 
the  corporate  limits  of  the  said  town  of  Laurel  shall,  on  or  before  °  °*^ 
the  first  day  of  July  in  each  and  every  year,  go  before  the  Alder- 
man of  said  town  and  there  register  said  dog  or  dogs  so  owned 
by  them,  and  pay  to  the  said  Alderman  a  tax  or  registration  fee 
of  one  dollar  for  each  male  dog  and  two  dollars  for  each  female 
dog.  The  Alderman  shall  furnish  for  each  dog  so  registered  and 
on  which  the  said  tax  or  fee  has  been  paid,  an  oval  brass  tag  of 
not  less  than  one  inch  in  width  and  one  and  one-half  inches  in 
length,  with  a  number  stamped  thereon,  which  said  tag  shall  be 
worn  on  a  strap  aroimd  the  neck  of  said  dog  so  registered.  The 
brass  tag  above  mentioned  shall  be  annually  furnished  to  the 
Alderman  by  the  secretary  of  the  town  commissioners,  the  cost 
of  which  tags  shall  not  exceed  ten  cents  each,  to  be  paid  out  of 
the  moneys  so  collected  as  dog  tax.  All  dogs,  male  or  female, 
found  running  at  large  within  the  corporate  limits  of  said  town 
after  the  said  first  day  of  July,  not  wearing  the  brass  tags  as  here- 
inbefore provided,  shall  be  caught  or  taken  up  by  a  suitable  per- 
son who  shall  be  appointed  for  that  purpose  by  the  town  com- 
missioners at  their  first  meeting  after  organization,  or  any  subse- 
quent meeting,  of  each  year,  said  dogs  after  being  caught  or  taken 
up  shall  be  kept  in  some  suitable  place  to  be  provided  by  the 
said  Commissioners,  for  the  period  of  two  days,  during  which 
time  any  owner  or  owners  can  redeem  said  dog  or  dogs  by  hav- 
ing the  same  registered  as  hereinbefore  provided,  and  paying  to 
the  said  Alderman,  in  addition  to  the  tax  or  fee  so  paid  all  ex- 
penses ot  taking  and  keeping  said  dog  or  dogs.  If  such  dogs  so 
kept  are  not  redeemed  within  the  specified  time,  it  shall  be  law- 
ful for  the  official  so  catching  and  keeping  such  dogs  to  sell  them 
at  a  price  not  less  than  the  cost  of  registration  and  the  expenses 
of  taking  and  keeping  same,  or  upon  inability  to  sell  them,  to  kill 
or  destroy  them.  The  town  commissioners  arc  hereby  author- 
ized to  expend  any  sum  of  money  not  exceeding  the  revenue  de- 
rived from  the  registration  of  dogs,  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  ^ 
this  law  into  effect,  fixing  the  compensation  of  the  said  official 
for  catching  and  keeping  the  dogs  aforesaid,  and  any  other  ex- 
penses necessary  for  the  proper  execution  of  this  law.  The  said 
Alderman  shall  keep  a  suitable  book  for  such  registration,  and 
shall  make  settlement  with  the  town  commissioners  whenever 
called  upon  to  do  so.  He  shall  be  allowed  eight  per  cent,  on  all 
moneys  so  received  by  him  as  dog  tax.  and  shall  pay  over  the 
remainder  to  the  treasurer  of  the  said  town,  taking  his  receipt 
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for  the  same.  If  there  should  remain  any  surplus  of  dog  tax  so 
collected,  after  the  expense  hereinbefore  mentioned  shall  have 
been  paid,  it  shall  be  applicable  in  like  manner  as  other  taxes.  On 
the  second  day  of  July,  1902,  and  on  the  second  d^y  of  July  in 
each  and  every  year  thereafter,  or  as  near  that  date  as  possible, 
the  Alderman  shall  furnish  to  the  collector  of  town  taxes  a  com- 
plete list  of  the  pers6ns  having  paid  taxes  the  year  preceding, 
with  number  of  tax  so  paid  for,  who  have  not  re-r^stered  their 
dogs  and  paid  the  taxes  for  the  current  year,  and  if  such  persons 
refuse  to  pay  the  tax  within  ten  days,  said  dogs  shall  be  caught 
or  taken  up  and  kept  or  redeemed,  killed  or  destroyed,  as  herein- 
before provided. 

Additional  Scctiou  23.     That  in  addition  to  the  powers  hereinbefore 

powers  of  Col-        .  1  «t  r  1  r  1  e 

lector  given  to  the  collector  of  town  or  other  taxes  for  the  town  of 

Laurel,  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  collector  of  the  town  of 
Laurel,  after  demand  made  by  him  upon  the  person  against  whom 
a  tax  may  be  assessed,  either  poll,  personal,  or  real  property,  for 
the  payment  of  the  tax  assessed  ,and  the  failure  of  said  taxable  to 
pay  the  same  on  said  demand,  to  give  written  notice  to  any  person 
or  persons  residing  in  Sussex  County  whom  he  may  suppose  to 
have  in  his  or  their  possession  any  goods,  chattels,  rights,  credits, 
moneys,  or  wages  belonging  to  or  owing  to  said  taxable,  stating 
the  amount  of  taxes  due  from  said  delinquent  taxable,  and  if  the 
person  served  with  notice  as  aforesaid,  shall  refuse  or  neglect  for 
thirty  days  after  such  notice  to  file  a  statement  with  the  said  col- 
lector, giving  in  detail  the  goods,  chattels,  rights,  credits,  moneys, 
or  wages  in  his  hands  belonging  to  said  delinquent  taxable  and 
to  deliver  the  same  to  the  collector,  or  to  pay  into  the  hands  of 
the  collector  so  much  money  as  will  satisfy  said  town  and  other 
tax  due  and  owing  to  said  town  of  Laurel  from  said  delinquent 
taxable,  and  all  costs  incurred  in  and  about  the  collecting  of 
said  town  and  other  taxes  from  said  delinquent,  the  collector  may 
proceed  by  suit  in  the  name  of  the  town  of  Laurel,  before  any 
Justice  of  the  Peace  in  the  town  of  Laurel,  against  any  person 
notified  as  aforesaid  and  failing  as  hereinbefore  provided,  and 
may  recover  against  him,  her  or  them  a  judgment  for  the  amount 
of  the  town  and  other  taxes  due  from  said  delinquent  taxable, 
and  all  costs.  The  costs  shall  be  fixed  by  the  Justice  of  the  Peace 
and  shall  conform-  as  near  as  may  in  amount  as  fees  in  cases  now 
cognizable  before  Justices  of  the  Peace.  The  process,  mode  of 
trial,  right  of  appeal  and  form  of  proceeding  shall  be  as  pre- 
scribed in  Chapter  99  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  this  State.    The 
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cost  for  serving  the  written  notice  shall  be  the  same  as  now  pro- 
vided by  law  in  cases  of  attachment.  The  oath  of  the  collector 
shall  be  sufficient  evidence  of  the  demand  on  tne  taxable  and  of 
the  service  of  notice  upon  and  refusal  and  neglect  of  the  person 
in  whose  hands  were  or  supposed  to  be  goods,  chattels,  rights, 
credits,  moneys  or  wages. 

Section  24.     The  secretary,  if  the  duties  of  the  treasurer  and  secretary 
secretary  are  not  performed  by  one  person,  befoie  encenng  upon 
the  duties  of  his  office,  shall  be  sworn  or  affirmed,  faithfully,  hon- 
estly and  dligently  to  perform  the  duties  of  his  office.     Which 
oath  or  affirmation  may  be  administered  by  the  president  of  said  oath 
commissioners,  or  by  any  member  thereof,  or  by  the  Alderman, 
Judge,  Justice  of  the  Peace  or  Notary  Public;  he  shall  also,  be- 
fore entering  upon  the  duties  of  his  office,  give  bond  to  the  town  Bond 
of  La^urel,  with  sufficient  surety,  to  be  approved  by  the  Commis- 
sioners of  said  town  in  the  penal  sum  of  Three  hundred  dollars, 
conditioned  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties,  and  for  the 
payment  of  all  sums  of  money  belonging  to  the  town  of  Laurel 
collected  by  him  to  the  treasurer  of  the  town  of  Laurel  at  each 
and  every  regular  or  special  meeting  of  the  town  Commissioners, 
and  to  settle  in  full  on  the  first  Wednesday  in  February  of  each  • 
year.    The  said  secretary  shall  also  in  any  year  when  no  collector  Duties 
of  taxes  shall  be  elected  by  commissioners  of  said  town,  and 
when  required  to  do  so  by  said  commissioners,  collect  all  the 
taxes  assessed  in  said  town  as  hereafter  provided.    It  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  secretary  of  said  town  to  keep  a  true  and  faithful

ley's  Grist  Mill,  and  the  bridge  over  r«n  know  as  the  "Little  Mill 
Stream,"  at  North  Willow  Street,  on  the  road  leading  to  E.  W. 
Twilley's  Grist  Mill,  and  the  bridge  over  run  known  as  the"Little 
Mill  Stream,"  at  East  Market  Street,  on  the  road  to  the  "Cooper 
Farm,"  and  the  bridge  over  run  at  "Little  Mill"  site,  at  East 
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Sixth  Street,  on  the  road  leading  to  Hearn's  X  Roads.  The  said 
Levy  Court  shall  keep  said  bridges  and  abutments  thereof  in 
good  order  and  repair,  and  shall,  when  necessary,  rebuild  the 
same.  The  said  bridges  shall  be  protected  at  the  sides  by  a  wall 
or  railing  at  least  three  feet  above  the  grading  of  said  streets  or 
roads.  All  work  of  rebuilding  or  repairs  to  said  bridges  to  be 
under  the  supervision  of  the  president  of  the  said  Commissioners.

and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  with  or  supplied  by  this  act  are 
hereby  repealed  and  made  null  and  void,  saving  and  excepting, 
however,  from  the  effect  of  such  repeal,  and  hereby  expressly  de- 
claring that  all  the  ordinances  of  the  town  of  Laurel,  heretobefore 
enacted  or  adopted,  and  now  in  force  in  pursuance  of  any  law  of 
this  State,  shall  contin-ue  in  full  force  and  effect  until  repealed, 
altered  or  amended  by  the  commissioners  of  sa:d  town.

An  Act  authorizing  the  *  Town  of  Seaford''  to  build  and  es- 
tablish Water  Works  and  Sewer  System  and  to  provide 
for  Apparatus  for  extinguishing  fires  and  to  borrow 
money  and  issue  bonds  for  the  payment  therefor. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  State  of 
Delaware  in  General  Assembly  met,  {txoo-thirds  of  the  members 
of  each  branch  thereof  concurring  therein)  : 

Ertabiiahmeat  Section  I.     That  "The  Town  of  Seaford"  be  and  it  is  hereby 

tndicw^slJ  vested  with  full  power  and  authority  to  provide  for  said  town  an 
^^^  .    ample  supply  of  pure  water  for  domestic  use  and  for  the  suppres- 

sion of  fires,  and  a  system  of  sewers,  and  for  this  purpose  to  lay 
pipes  for  the  proper  conveyance  and  distribution  of  said  water 
and  for  the  purpose  of  providing  a  sewer  system  on  any  land  or 
lands  of  any  person  or  persons  whomsoever,  through  whose  lands 
the  Council  of  the  said  town  of  Seaford  may  deem  it  expedient 
to  convey  said  water;  and  to  erect,  make  and  establish  all  re- 
ceivers, reservoirs,  edifices,  pipes,  sluices,  and  other  works  that 
may  by  the  said  Council  of  the  town  of  Seaford  be  deemed  neces- 
sary for  the  collection,  conveyance  and  distribution  of  said  water, 
and  the  establishment  of  said  sewer  system  and  provide  apparatus 
for  extinguishment  of  fires,  and  also  to  contract  and  agree  with 
the  owner  or  owners  for  the  purchase  of  any  land  or  lands  which 
may  be  necessary  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  into  eflFect  the  ob- 
jects of  this  Act.

ment  ai  to      with  the  said  Council  upon  the  compensation  to  be  made  for  any 
lion  real  or  supposed  injury  that  may  be  done  to  said  lands  by  such 

entry  and  occupation,  then  the  said  Council  of  the  town  of  Sea- 
ford shall  have  power  and  authority  to  go  upon  said  land  or  lands. 
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and  they,  or  a  majority  of  them,  after  viewing  the  same  shall  as- 
sess the  damages  of  such  owner  or  owners  fairly  and  impartially  Damages 
under  all  the  circumstances  and  certify  their  finding  and  award 
in  writing  to  the  said  owner  or  owners  of  the  said  land  or  lands, 
and  if  such  owner  or  owners  be  not  resident  within  the  said  town

The  amount  of  damages  being  so  ascertained,  the  said  Coun- 
cil of  the  town  of  Seaford  may  pay  or  tender  the  same  to  the  per- 
son or  persons  entitled  thereto  within  one  month  after  the  same 
shall  be  finally  ascertained,  or  if  the  person  or  persons  so  entitled 
reside  out  of  or  are  absent  from  the  said  town  during  the  said

In  the  ascertainment  of  damages  by  the  freeholders  afore- 
said, if  the  damages  shall  be  increased  the  costs  of  the  appeal 
shall  be  paid  by  the  treasurer  of  the  said  town,  out  of  any  money 
in  his  hands  belonging  to  the  town,  but  if  said  damages  shall  not 
be  increased  the  costs  of  the  appeal  shall  be  paid  by  the  appellant. 
The  fees  of  the  freeholders  shall  be  Two  dollars  per  day  each  day, 
which  shall  be  taxed  as  part  of  the  costs.  After  the  damages 
shall  be  fixed  as  ascertained  by  the  freeholders  aforesaid  the  said 
Council  of  the  town  of  Seaford  shall  have  the  option  to  pay  the 
damages  assessed  within  the  time  aforesaid,  and  to  proceed  with 
the  said  improvements,  or  upon  the  payment  ot  costs  only  may 
abandon  their  intention  of  taking  ^nd  occupying  said  land  or 
lands  for  the  purpose  aforesaid. 

Section  2.  That  the  said  Council  of  the  town  of  Seaford  be 
and  they  are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  do  all  things 
necessary  for  the  location,  construction,  and  operation  of  water 
v.'orks  for  furnishing  the  said  town  with  an  ample  supply  of  pure 
water  as  aforesaid,  and  to  purchase  hose  and  hose  carriage  or 
carriages,  and  such  other  instruments  and  machines  for  use  111 
suppression  of  fires  as  to  them  may  seem  expedient,  and  to  pro- 
vide for  the  care,  maintenance  and  use  of  the  same.  And  the  said 
Council  of  the  town  of  Seaford  shall  have  full  power  and  author- 
ity to  lay  mains  and  branch  pipes  for  the  conveyance  and  distri- 
bution of  water,  and  to  make  and  establish  receivers,  reservoirs 
and  fire-hydrants,  in  such  parts  of  the  streets  of  the  said  town, 
and  to  build,  construct  and  maintain  sewers,  as  the  Council  of 
the  town  of  Seaford  shall  from  lime  to  time  deem  expedient;  and 
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shall  grant  to  all  persons  whomsoever  the  privilege  of  using  the 
water  conveyed  and  distributed  by  them  in  said  town,  and  the 
sewers  of  said  town  in  such  manner,  and  on  such  terms  and  con- 
ditions as  to  them  may  seem  just  and  proper,  and  shall  pass  sucli 
ordinances  touching  the  said  water,  its  distribution  through  said 
town,  and  all  the  streets  thereof,  the  regulation  of  itSi  use  in  case 
o!  fire,  and  its  general  management  and  control,  and  the  use  of 
sewers,  as  to  them,  the  said  Council,  shall  at  any  time  seem  most 
expedient. 

Section  3.  That  the  Council  of  the  town  of  Seaford  be  and 
they  are  hereby  vested  with  f«ll  power  and  authority  to  issue  for 
the  purpose  of  carrying  into  effect  the  provisions  of  this  Act, 
bonds  of  the  town  of  Seaford  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  in  the  Bonda  ^ 
aggregate  the  sum  of  Twenty-five  thousand  dollars,  and  of  the 
denominations  One  thousand,  five  hundred,  and  three  hundred  JJ®°®™*"*"* 
dollars  respectively,  and  in  such  proportions  as  to  each  or  any 
of  these  denominations  as  shall  have  been  determined  by  the  said 
Council  of  the  town  of  Seaford,  which  said  bonds  shall  be  dated 
on  the  first  day  of  July  of  the  year  in  which  they  may  be  issued 
and  numbered  consecutively,  commencing  with  number  one,  and 
shall  bear  interest  from  and  after  the  date  at  a  rate  of  interest  not 
exceeding  four  per  centum  per  annum,  payable  semi-annually  on

cil of  the  town  of  Seaford,  at  any  time  after  the  first  day  of  July, 
A.  D.  191 1 ;  provided,  however,  that  if  the  said  Council  of  the 
town  of  Seaford  elect  to  redeem  any  of  the  said  bonds  according 
to  these  terms,  such  redemption  shall  be  effected  either  on  the  first 
days  of  July  or  January,  and  in  pursuance  of  notice  signed  by 
the  president  of  the  said  Council  of  the  town  of  Seaford,  and  the 
treasurer  of  the  said  town,  published  for  the  space  of  thirty  days.

And  if  after  the  payment  of  said 
interest  there  should  still  remain  a  surplus  from  the  revenue  of 
said  water  works,  the  said  surplus  shall  be  used  for  redemption 
of  said  bonds  in  the  manner  provided  for  by  this  Act.  And  the 
said  Council  of  the  town  of  Seaford  are  hereby  authorized  and 
required  to  levy  upon  all  assessable  real  estate  and  other  property 
now  subject  to  assessment  by  law  in  the  town  of  Seaford,  an- 
nually, a  special  tax  sufficient  to  pay  all  the  interest  accruing  on 
said  bonds  and  all  the  expenses  of  properly  keeping  up  and  oper- 
ating the  said  water  works  as  aforesaid,  which  the  rents  and  reve- 
nues derived  from  said  water  works  may  be  inadequate  to  meet. 
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From  and  after  five  years  from  the  date  this  Act  becomes  a  law, 
said  Council  of  the  town  of  Seaford  are  also  authorized  and  em- 
powered to  annually  levy  a  further  special  tax  upon  said  real  es- 
tate and  other  property  now  subject  to  assessment  by  law  in  said 
town,  for  the  purpose  of  establishing  a  sinking  fund  adequate  to 
tiie  redemption  at  or  before  maturity  of  all  the  bonds  which  may 
be  issued  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act;  provided,  that  the 
amount  to  be  raised  for  the  purpose  of  establishing  a  sinking 
fund  for  the  redemption  of  said  bonds  shall  not  exceed  in  any  one 
year  the  sum  of  One  thousand  dollars. 

Section  6.    That  any  person  or  persons  designedly  or  negli-  injanng  or 
gently  injuring  said  water  works  or  sewers  or  any  part  thereof,  wafi^worfa 
or  obstructing  the  passage  of  water  to  or  from  the  same,  or  in 
any  manner  polluting  the  water  required  for  said  water  works  at 
its  source  or  at  any  point  below  said  source,  shall  for  every  of- 
fense forfeit  and  pay  to  the  said  Council  of  the  town  of  Seaford  a 
fine  not  exceeding  One  hundred  dollars,  to  be  recovered  by  said  penalty 
Council  of  the  town  of  Seaford,  before  the  Alderman  of  said 
town,  or  any  Justice  of  the  Peace  residing  in  Sussex  County; 
and  the  said  Council  of  the  town  of  Seaford  shall  have  power  to 
impose  fines  and  penalties  for  the  enforcement  of  all  such  ordi- 
nances as  they  shall  make  touching  the  regulation,  management 
and  protection  of  the  water  works  provided  by  this  Act. 

Section  7.  That  the  said  Council  of  the  town  of  Seaford 
shall  have  fuH  power  and  authority  to  enter  upon  any  public  road 
without  the  limits  of  the  said  town  for  the  purpose  of  laying  pipes 
for  the  conveyance  and  distribution  of  water  and  establishing  a 
sewer  system,  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act. 

Section  8.  That  the  faith  of  the  town  of  Seaford  is  hereby 
pledged  for  the  payment  of  the  bonds  authorized  to  be  issued  un- 
der this  Act. 

Section  9.  That  the  Treasurer  of  the  said  *The  town  of  Sea-  soeciai  bond 
ford,"  shall,  to  secure  the  said  town  against  loss  on  account  of  the  ^  ''«*«"'«'• 
said  money  so  derived  from  said  bonds,  enter  into  a  special  bond 
with  surety  or  sureties,  in  such  an  amount  as  shall  be  fixed  by  the 
Council  of  said  town.  The  said  bond  shall  be  in  such  form  as  the 
Council  of  said  town  of  Seaford  shall  prescribe,  and  shall  with 
the  surety  or  sureties  require  the  approval  of  said  Council. 

The  said  Treasurer  for  his  services  in  receiving,  keeping  and 
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paying  out  said  money  shall  be  entitled  to  a  commission  of  one- 
half  of  one  per  cent,  on  the  money  actually  paid  out  by  him.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  Hoiise  of  Representatives  of  the  State  of 
Delaware  in  General  Assembly  met  : 

Eutabiish-  Section  I.    That  the  Town  Council  of  Georgetown  be  and 

works^lnd^^^ ^^^  hereby  authorized,  empowered  and  directed  to  borrow  on  the 
light  plant  credit  of  the  town  of  Georgetown,  a  sum  of  money  not  exceeding 
Twenty-five  thousand  dollars  ($25,000),  which  shall  be  applied, 
appropriated  and  expended  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  Water 
Works  and  furnishing  the  said  town  with  an  ample  supply  of 
pure  water  for  domestic  purposes  and  for  the  protection  of  said 
town  against  fire  and  establishing  a  proper  Light  Plant  (electric 
or  of  some  other  illuminating  agency)  by  purchase  or  otherwise, 
sufficient  to  properly  light  said  town  and  furnish  light  for  private 
use.  That  the  said  Town  Council  of  Georgetown  for  the  purpose 
of  carrying  into  effect  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  shall  have  power 
and  authority  and  are  hereby  directed  to  issue  bonds  of  the  town 
of  Georgetown  of  such  denomination  as  they  shall  deem  best, 
bearing  interest  at  a  rate  not  exceeding  five  per  cent,  per  annum, 
payable  semi-annually  on  the  first  days  of  July  and  January,  re- 
spectively, in  each  year,  at  the  Farmers'  Bank  of  the  State  of  Dela- 
ware, at  Georgetown,  the  principal  of  such  bonds  shall  be  made 
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payable  in  twenty-five  years  from  the  date  of  the  issue  thereof, 
the  said  Town  Council  of  Georgetown,  reserving  the  power  and 
authority  of  redeeming  said  bonds  or  any  part  of  them  at  the  ex- 
piration of  five  years  from  the  date  of  the  issue  of  the  same:  Pro- 
vided, that  if  the  said  Town  Council  of  Georgetown,  elect  to  re- 
deem any  of  said  bonds  at  the  expiration  of  five  years,  as  afore- 
said, such  election  shall  be  effected  on  the  first  days  of  July  and 
January,  and  in  pursuance  of  a  notice  to  that  effect  pubUshed  by 
the  said  Town  Council  of  Georgetown  in  at  least  four  issues  of 
two  newspapers,  one  published  in  the  City  of  Wilmington  and 
one  in  Sussex  County.

shall  deem  it  necessary  or  expedient  to  acquire  lands  for  any  par-

cannot  be  acquired  by  agreement  between  the  owner  or  owners 
thereof  and  the  said  Board  of  Light  and  Water  Commissioners 
the  said  Board  shall  direct  its  Secretary  to  notify  the  Town  Coun-

An  Act  authorizing  the  CoMHissioNESd  of  Lewes  to  borrow 

MONEY  AND  ISSUE  BoNDS  TO  SECURE  THE  PAYMENT  THEREOF,  FOR 
THE    PURPOSE    OF    PROVIDING    A  SUPPLY  OF  WaTER,  ElECTRIC 

Lights  and  a  Sewerage  System  for  the  Town  of  Lewes. 

Be  U  eruicted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  State  of 
Delaware  in  General  Assembly  met,  {two-thirds  of  the  fnembers  of 
eojch  branch  concurring  therein)  : 

Section  i.    That  the  Commissioners  of  Lewes  be  and  are  commiflHion- 
hereby  authorized,  empowered  and  directed  to  borrow,  on  thet5"borrow**** 
credit  of  the  Town  of  Lewes,  a  sum  of  money  not  exceeding  fifty  waterVork*. 
thousand  dollars  ($50,000),  which  shall  be  applied,  appropriated*^ 
and  expended  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  Water  Works,  and 
furnishing  the  said  town  with  an  ample  supply  of  pure  water 
for  domestic  purposes  and  for  the  protection  of  the  said  town 
against  fire,  providing  a  Sewer  System,  and  establishing  a  proper 
Electric  Light  Plant,  by    purchase  or    otherwise,  sufficient  to 
properly  light  said  town  and  furnish  light  for  private  use. 

That  the  said  Commissioners  of  Lewes,  for  the  purpose  of 
carrying  into  effect  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  shall  have  power 
and  authority,  and  are  hereby  directed  to  issue  bonds  of  the  town  Bondi 
of  Lewes  of  such  denominations  as  they  shall  deem  best,  bearing  uenomuiA- 
interest  at  a  rate  not  exceeding  four  per  centum  per  annum,  pay-  m^for  ^^' 
able  semi-annually  on  the  first  days  of  July  and  January,  respec- 
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tively,  in  each  year  at  such  bank  or  trust  company  as  the  Com- 
missioners shall  designate.  The  principal  of  such  bonds  shall 
be  made  payable  in  forty  years  from  the  date  of  the  issue  thereof, 
the  said  Commissioners  of  Lewes  reserving  the  power  and  au- 
thority of  redeeming  said  bonds  or  any  part  of  them  at  the  ex- 
piration of  twenty  years  from  the  date  of  the  issue  of  the  same; 
provided,  however,  that  if  the  said  Commissioners  of  Lewes  elect 
to  redeem  any  of  said  bonds  at  the  expiration  of  twenty  years, 
as  aforesaid,  such  election  shall  be  effected  on  the  first  days  of 
July  and  January,  and  in  pursuance  of  a  notice  to  that  effect  pub- 
lished by  the  said  Commissioners  of  Lewes  in  at  least  four  issues 
of  two  newspapers,  one  published  in  the  City  of  Wilmington  and 
one  in  Sussex  County.  In  calling  said  bonds  for  redemption  and 
payment  they  shall  be  called  consecutively,  commencing  with  the 
lowest  number;  the  interest  on  all  said  bonds  so  called  shall 
cease  from  the  date  of  the  redemption  thereof  and  said  bonds 
when  paid  shall  be  cancelled. 

If  at  any  time  after  the  issue  of  said  boiids  and  before  they 
are  payable  or  called  in,  any  holder  or  holder^'' of  any  such  bond 
or  bonds  shall  offer  the  same  for  redemption,  the  Ccmimissioners 
of  Lewes  may,  if  they  deem  it  expedient,  redeem  and  pay  the 
bond  or  bonds  so  offered  and  cancel  the  same,  the  interest  there- 
on ceasing  from  the  date  of  such  redemption. 

Printing  and  Section  2.     That  the  Commissioners  of  Lewes  shall  direct 

i6rmorbon<te^j^j  effect  the  preparation  and  printing  of  the  bonds  authorized 
by  this  Act,  and  shall  also  prescribe  the  form  of  said  bonds,  which 
shall  be  signed  by  the  Mayor  of  Lewes  and  countersigned  by  the 
Secretary  of  the  said  Commissioners,  and  shall  be  sealed  with  the 
corporate  seal  of  said  Commissioners,  and  be  exempt  from  all 
State,  County  and  Municipal  taxation.  As  the  said  bonds  and 
coupons  thereon  are  paid  the  same  shall  be  cancelled  in  such 
manner  as  the  said  Commissioners  shall  direct,  and  it  is  further 
provided  that  the  said  Commissioners  of  Lewes  shall  place  the 
bonds  in  the  hands  of  the  Board  of  Public  Works  of  said  town 
of  Lewes,  who  shall  negotiate  the  (seal)  and  delivery  of  the  same, 
and  the  moneys,  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  said  bonds,  shall  be 
deposited  with  the  Treasurer  of  the  said  Board  of  Public  Works 
to  be  used  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  into  effect  the  provisions 
of  this  Act. 

Special  tax  Section  3.    That  the  Commissioners  of  Lewes  are  author-

ized  and  required  to  levy  upon  all  the  assessable  real  estate  and 
the  improvements  upon  public  lands  within  the  limits  of  or  vested 
in  said  town,  annually,  a  special  tax  sufficient  to  pay  all  the  inter- 
est accruing  on  said  bonds,  which  the  rents  and  revenues  derived 
from  said  Water  Works  and  Electric  Light  Plant  may  be  inade- 
quate to  meet;  provided  that  this  special  tax  shall  not  exceed  two 
thousand  dollars  ($2000)  in  any  one  year. 

The  said  Commissioners  of  Lewes  are  further  authorized  Additional 
and  empowered  at  their  discretion  to  levy  a  further  special  tax  ■J*^***  *•* 
upon  the  said  real  estate  and  improvements  upon  public  lands, 
annually,  for  the  purpose  of  establishing  a  sinking  fund  adequate 
to  the  redemption,  at  or  before  maturity,  as  prescribed  in  this 
Act  of  all  the  bonds  which  may  be  issued  under  the  provisions  of 
this  Act;  provided  that  the  amount  to  be  raised  for  the  purpose  of 
shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars  ($1000)  in  any 
one  year.  The  special  taxes  provided  for  in  this  Section  shall  be 
collected  from  the  owners  of  real  estate  and  improvements  on 
public  lands  in  the  same  manner  as  the  other  taxes  levied  by 
the  said  Commissioners  of  Lewes  are  collected.  The  sinking 
fund  provided  for  by  this  Act  shall  be  deposited  in  a  bank  or 
tr4jst  company  in  Sussex  County,  or  may  be  invested  by  the 
Commissioners  of  Lewes,  until  such  time  as  it  may  be  needed  for 
the  redemption  of  the  bonds,  on  such  surety  as  the  Board  of 
Public  Works  may  by  resolution  approve  of.  The  Treasurer  of 
the  town  shall  give  additional  bond,  with  sufficient  surety,  for 
such  sum  as  the  Commissioners  of  Lewes  may  determine  and 
approve. 

Section  4.    That  before  the  provisions  of  this  Act  shall  go  Provteions  or 
into  effect  the  borrowing  of  a  sum  of  money  not  exceeding  fifty  approved  by 
thousand  dollars  ($50,000)  as  aforesaid  shall  be  submitted  to  and SS eiSstiom^ 
approved  by  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast  at  a  special  election 
which  the  said  Commissioners  of  Lewes  are  hereby  authorized 
and  directed  to  call  within  thirty  days  after  the  approval  of  this 
Act  by  the  Governor.    At  such  special  election  every  male  citizen 
of  the  town  who  has  paid  his  town  taxes  for  the  two  years  preced-  voten. 
ing  such  election  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote,  and  each  resident 
freeholder  shall  in  addition  be  entitled  to  one  vote  for  every  dol- 
lar and  fractional  part  of  a  dollar  of  town  tax  assessed  upon  his 
or  her  real  estate.     Both  male  and  female  voters,  qualified  as 
aforesaid,  shall  be  entitled  to  vote.    The  said  election  shall  be 
called  by  the  Commissioners  of  Lewes  and  shall  be  held,  certified 
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to  and  recorded  in  the  same  manner  as  the  election  of  the  Mayor 
of  said  town.  If  the  borrowing  of  the  said  sum  of  money  shall  not 
be  approved  by  a  majority  of  the  said  votes  at  said  special  elec- 
tion, the  said  Commissioners  of  Lewes  are  authorized  and  di- 
rected to  call  another  special  election  not  less  than  ninety  days 
or  more  than  four  months  thereafter  to  be  held  in  like  manner 
and  for  the  same  purpose.  If  at  the  second  special  election  the 
borrowing  of  the  said  sum  of  money  shall  not  be  approved  by  a 
majority  of  the  said  votes,  then  the  said  Commissioners  of  Lewes 
are  authorized  and  directed  to  submit  the  question  to  the  voters, 
qualified  as  aforesaid,  at  the  annual  election  for  Mayor  in  1902. 

Section  5.  That  the  faith  of  the  said  town  of  Lewes  is  here- 
by pledged  for  the  payment  of  the  bonds  authorized  to  be  issued 
under  this  Act

CHAPTER  198.

An  Act  to  authorize  the  Commissioners  of  Lewes  to  levy  a 
Special  Tax  for  the  support  of  the  Water  Works,  Elec- 
tric Light  Plant,  and  Sewer  System  of  the  Town  of  Lewes. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  Hou4se  of  Repreitentatires  of  the  State  of 
Delaware  in  General  Assembly  met,  {two-thlrdu  of  the  inemberM  of 
each  branch  thereof  concurring  therein)  : 

Section  i.    That  the  Commissioners  of  Lewes  are  authorized  commiision. 
and  required  to  levy  upon  all  the  assessable  real  estate  and  the  aiithoriied\o 
improvements  upon  public  lands  within  the  limits  of  the  town  of  uxT  ■'*^*' 
Lewes  or  vested  in  said  town,  annually,  a  special  tax  sufficient 
to  pay  all  the  expenses  of  properly  keeping  up  and  operating  the 
Water  Works,  Electric  Light  Plant,  and  Sewer  System  of  said 
town  which  the  rents    and    revenues    derived  from  said  W^ater 
Works  and  Electric  Light  Plant     may  be  inadequate  to  meet; 
provided  that  this  special  tax  shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  one 
thousand  dollars  in  any  one  year. 

Section  2.  The  special  tax  provided  for  in  this  Act  shall  be 
collected  from  the  owners  of  real  estate  and  improvements  on 
public  lands  in  the  same  manner  as  the  other  taxes  levied  by  the 
said  Commissioners  of  Lewes  are  collected.

An  Act  to  re-incorporate  the  Town  of  Lewes. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Repreaentativee  of  the  Stale  of 
Delaware  in  General  Assembly  mety  (tivo-thirds  of  each  branch 
of  the  Legislature  concurring^: 

Corporate  Section  I.    That  the  limits  and  bounds  of  Lewes  shall  be  as 

umlu  follows:  Beginning  at  a  point  on  the  Bay  shore  opposite  Canary 

Creek,  thence  crossing  the  beach  until  it  reaches  the  mouth  of 
Canary  Creek,  thence  following  Canary  Creek  until  it  intersects 
a  line  drawn  from  Greenhill  Light  House  to  a  point  on  the  south- 
west side  side  of  Block  House  Pond  and  Market  Street,  thence 
following  said  line  to  northwest  side  of  Market  Street,  thence 
following  said  Market  Street  until  it  strikes  a  division  line  be- 
tween the  lands  of  Sarah  C.  Wright  and  Eliza  Metcalf,  thence 
following  said  division  line  to  South  Street,  thence  running  the 
same  course  between  the  lands  of  Dr.  H.  R.  Burton  and  Virginia 
L.  Mustard  across  King  Street  to  a  point  in  George  Robinson's 
field  about  five  hundred  feet  from  King  Street;  thence  in  an  east- 
erly direction  4antil  it  strikes  the  division  line  between  the  land* 
of  Robert  Arnell  and  Dr.  David  Hall;  thence  following  said 
course  until  it  strikes  a  ditch  through  Miss  Mcllvaine's  land  fol- 
lowing said  ditch  to  Lewes  Creek;  thence  following  said  Creek 
in  a  southeasterly  direction  until  it  strikes  the  former  corpora- 
tion line;  thence  following  said  line  to  the  Bay  shore;  thence  fol- 
lowing the  low  water  mark  along  said  Bay  shore  to  the  place  of 
the  beginning. 

To  make  plot,  The  Board  of  Commissioners  of  Lewes  may,  at  any  time^ 
hereafter,  cause  a  survey  and  plot  to  be  made  of  the  said  town, 
and  the  said  plot,  when  so  made,  and  approved  by  the  said  Board 
of  Commissioners,  shall  be  recorded  in  the  office  of  the  Recorder 
of  Deeds  in  and  for  Sussex  County,  and  shall  be  evidence  in  all 
courts  of  law  and  equity  in  the  State. 
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Section  z.  That  the  Mayor,  Commissioners,  Assessor  and  cooUDuance 
Treasurer  elected  at  the  last  election,  the  first  Saturday  in  Janu-  ScSlT""*  ''^' 
ary,  last  past,  be  continued  in  office  for  the  terms  for  which  they 
were  elected  respectively,  and  that  James  T.  Thompson,  the 
Mayor-elect,  be  invested  and  clothed,  from  and  after  the  passage 
of  this  Act  with  all  the  rights,  duties  and  powers  of  Mayor  as  pro- 
vided elsewhere  in  this  Act- 
That  an  election  shall  be  held  in  Lew^s,  Sussex  County,  on  Annual  «i«c- 
the  first  Saturday  of  January  next  at  the  Town  Hall  or  Engine 
House,  from  one  o'clock  to  three  in  the  afternoon,  and  thereafter 
on  the  first  Saturday  of  every  January  at  such  time  and  place  as 
shall  be  determined  by  the  Board  of  Commissioners,  due  notice 
whereof  shall  be  given  by  the  said  Board  of  Commissioners  at 
least  five  days  before  said  subsequent  election  for  a  Mayor,  two 
Commissioners,  and  an  Assessor  and  Treasurer.  The  said  Mayor 
and  Commissioners  and  the  Assessor  and  Treasurer  shall  be 
residents  of  and  freeholders  in  said  town.  The  Mayor,  Assessor 
and  Treasurer  shall  be  elected  annually  by  a  plurality  of  the  votes 
cast  at  any  such  town  election.  The  Mayor,  Assessor  and  Treas- 
urer shall  be  elected  from  any  of  the  four  school  districts  herein- 
after named  and  the  eligibility  in  the  cases  of  said  Mayor,  As- 
sessor and  Treasurer  shall  be  dependent  upon  their  citizenship 
and  freeholdership  respectively,  and  not  from  the  location  of  their 
residence  in  said  town.  The  Mayor  shall  be  a  member  of  the 
Board  of  Commissioners  and  President  of  the  same  and  be  en- 
titled to  all  the  rights,  functions,  privileges,  liberties  and  vote  the 
same  as  any  of  the  other  four  Commissioners  hereinafter  de- 
scribed. One  Commissioner  shall  be  chosen  by  the  qualified 
voters  of  School  District  No.  14  to  serve  for  a  term  of  two  years 
and  until  his  successor  shall  be  elected;  and  one  Commissioner 
shall  be  chosen  by  the  qualified  voters  of  School  District  No.  112 
to  serve  for  a  term  of  two  years  and  until  his  successor  shall  be 
elected;  and  on  the  first  Saturday  of  January,  A.  D.  1903,  another 
election  shall  be  held  in  Lewes,  Sussex  County,  at  the  Town 
Hall  or  Engine  House  from  one  o'clock  to  three  in  the  afternoon. 
or  at  such  time  and  place  as  shall  be  determined  by  the  Board  of 
Commissioners,  due  notice  whereof  shall  be  given  by  the  said- 
Board  of  Commissioners  at  least  five  days  before  said  subsequent 
election  for  a  Mayor,  two  Commissioners  and  an  Assessor  and 
Treasurer.  One  of  the  said  Commissioners  shall  be  chosen  by  quft?iflc*!au>n 
the  qualified  voters  of  School  District  Xo.  15  to  serve  for  a  term  JionerH™*"' 
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of  two  years  and  until  his  successor  shall  be  elected;  one  Com- 
missioner shall  be  chosen  by  the  qualified  voters  of  School  Dis- 
trict No.  I  lo  to  serve  for  a  term  of  two  years  and  until  his  suc- 
cessor shall  be  elected;  and  on  the  first  Saturday  of  January  an- 
nually thereafter  successors  to  the  Commissioners  whose  terms 
of  office  shall  then  expire  shall  be  chosen  by  the  qualified  voters 
of  their  respective  districts  to  serve  for  the  term  of  two  years  and 
until  their  successors  shall  be  elected.  At  each  annual  election 
the  qualified  voters  of  their  respective  districts  shall  in  like  man- 
ner elect  a  member  or  members  of  the  Board  of  Commissioners 
to  serve  for  the  unexpired  term  or  terms  of  any  member  or  mem- 
bers of  the  Board  of  Commissioners  whose  office  shall  have  been 
rendered  vacant,  in  any  manner  whatsoever.  Each  member  of 
the  Board  of  Commissioners  shall  be,  at  the  time  of  his  election 
and  during  his  term  of  office  a  resident  of  the  school  district  for 
which  he  is  chosen;  and  the  removal  from  his  district  during  h:s 
term  shall,  ipso  facto,  vacate  his  office.  In  the  event  of  a  vacancy 
in  the  office  of  Mayor,  Board  of  Commissioners,  Assessor  or 
Treasurer,  a  majority  of  the  Board  of  Commissioners  for  the  time 
being  shall  appoint  some  freeholder  of  the  town  to  fill  such  va- 
cancy until  the  annual  election;  and  the  qualifications  and  eligi- 
bility of  said  appointed  Mayor,  Member  of  the  Board  of  Com- 
missioners, Assessor  or  Treasurer  as  to  residence  shall  be  the 
same  as  in  the  case  of  an  election.  The  votes  of  said  annual  elec- 
of^votero  ^^  tion  shall  be  received  by  the  State's  Justice  of  the  Peace  in  said 
town  or  by  the  Mayor  as  the  Board  of  Commissioners  shall 
choose,  and  the  result  of  the  balloting  shall  be  ascertained  by 
himself  and  two  citizens  of  said  town  selected  by  him  to  assist  in 
holding  said  election.  At  such  election  every  male  citizen  of  said 
town  who  shall  have  attained  the  age  of  twenty-one  years  and  is 
a  taxable  of  said  town  and  who  shall  have  paid  all  town  taxes 
levied  against  him  shall  have  the  right  to  vote.  The  Justice  of  the 
Peace  or  the  Mayor  and  the  two  citizens  aforesaid  shall  be  the 
Judges  of  the  Election  and  shall  decide  on  the  legality  of  the 
votes  offered.  Immediately  after  the  election  is  closed  the  votes 
shall  be  read  and  counted  and  the  person  having  the  plurality  of 
votes  shall  be  declared  elected.  In  the  case  of  a  tie  of  the  per- 
sons voted  for  under  this  Act  the  Justice  of  the  Peace  or  the 
Mayor  shall  give  the  casting  vote.  Immediately  after  such  elec- 
tion the  person  or  persons  under  whose  superintendence  the  elec- 
tion is'  held  shall  enter  in  a  book  to  be  provided  for  that  purpose 
a  minute  of  such  election,  containing  the  names  of  the  persons 
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chosen  Mayor,  Commissioners,  Assessor  and  Treasurer  and  sub- 
scribe to  the  same,  and  shall  give  to  the  Mayor,  Commissioners, 
Assessor  and  Treasurer  elect  certificates  of  their  election. 

The  book  containing  such  minutes  shall  be  preserved  by  the  Book  of  mm- 
members  of  the  Board  of  Commissioners  and  shall  be  evidence. 

Section  3.  That  the  present  Commissioners  and  the  ones  created  a  cor- 
to  be  elected  as  hereinbefore  prescribed  and  their  successors  in  ^  * 
office,  shall  be  and  they  are  hereby  created  a  body  politic  and  cor- 
porate in  law  and  equity,  and  the  said  Commissioners  of  Lewes, 
and  their  successors,  shall  be  able  and  capable  to  sue  and  be- 
sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  answer  and  be  answered,  defend 
and  be  defended,  in  all  courts  of  judicature  whatsoever  in  this 
State  by  the  corporate  name  of  "Commissioners  of  Lewes,"  and 
may  have  and  use  a  common  seal  with  device  or  devices  as  they 
shall  think  proper,  with  power  to  alter  or  change  the  same  as 
may  be  deemed  expedient,  to  purchase,  take,  hold,  receive  and 
enjoy  any  messuage,  lands,  tenements,  or  hereditaments,  in  fee 
simple,  or  otherwise,  and  also  goods  and  chattels,  rights  and 
credits,  and  to  alien,  grant,  devise,  sell  and  dispose  of  the  same 
in  such  manner  and  form  as  they  may  deem  expedient ;  provided, 
nevertheless,  that  there  is  hereby  reserved  to  the  Legislature  the 
power  and  authority  to  repeal  this  Act,  or  any  part  thereof,  or 
any  other  law  which  may  hereafter  be  enacted  respecting  the  said 
town. 

Section  4.  That  the  person  elected  Mayor,  as  aforesaid,  of  Mayor 
said  town  shall  have,  within  the  limits  of  said  town,  all  the  pow-  powem  of 
ers,  authority,  jurisdiction  and  cognizance  of  a  Justice  of  the 
Peace  of  and  over  all  breaches  of  the  peace  and  other  offenses 
within  said  town,  to  arrest  and  to  hold  to  bail,  of  fine  and  im- 
prison all  oflfenders;  and  of  and  over  all  fines,  forfeitures  and 
penalties  which  may  be  prescribed  by  any  law  of  the  State,  or  by 
ordinances  of  the  Board  of  Commissioners  regularly  passed,  pub- 
lished and  established  for  the  government  of  the  said  town;  and 
of  and  over  all  neglects,  omissions  or  defaults  of  the  Town  Con- 
stable or  Bailiff,  Assessor  or  Treasurer,  or  any  other  person  or 
officer  whose  duty  it  may  be  to  collect,  receive,  pay  over  or  ac- 
count for  any  money  belonging  to  said  town,  or  to  execute  or 
obey  any  law  or  ordinance  thereof;  provided  that  he  shall  not  im- 
pose any  fine  exceeding  ten  dollars,  nor  have  jurisdiction  in  any 
civil  ftiatter  other  than  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  this  Act 
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or  the  rules  and  regulations  for  the  government  of  the  said  town, 
by  the  persons  authorized  to  adopt  the  same  under  this  Act.  The 
*'«•»  fees  of  said  Mayor  shall  be  the  same  as  are  allowed  Justices  of 

the  Peace  for  similar  services  under  the  la\y  of  this  State.  It 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Mayor  to  keep  a  book  of  record  or  docket, 
to  be  called  the  "Mayor's  Docket  of  Lewes,"  to  be  provided  by 
the  Board  of  Commissioners,  aforesaid,  in  which  all  his  official 
acts  shall  be  entered ;  and  he  shall,  upon  the  expiration  of  his  term 
of  office,  deliver  over  to  his  successor  all  the  books,  papers,  etc., 
pertaining  to  his  office  within  ten  days  after  the  election  and 
qualification  of  his  successor,  and  in  default  of  so  doing  he  shall 
forfeit  and  pay,  for  the  use  of  the  said  town,  the  sum  of  ten  dol- 
lars, to  be  recovered  before  the  succeeding  Mayor  or  any  Justice 
of  the  Peace  residing  in  said  town. 

Oath  of  office  Section  5.  That  the  Mayor,  Board  of  Commissioners,  As- 
sessor and  Treasurer  aforesaid  so  elected,  shall,  before  one  of 
the  Justices  of  the  Peace  in  the  said  town  be  duly  qualified  by 
oath  or  affirmation  to  perform  the  duties  of  their  offices  respec- 
tively to  the  best  of  their  knowledge  and  without  favor  or  par- 
tiality and  after  being  so  qualified  the  said  Board  of  Commission- 
secretary  ers  at  their  first  meeting  after  each  election,  shall  choose  a  Sec- 
retary who  may  or  may  not  be  a  member  of  said  Board  who  shall 
continue  from  year  to  year;  and  if,  by  death  or  otherwise,  the 
place  of  Secretary  shall  become  vacant,  the  Board  of  Commis- 
sioners, or  a  majority  of  them,  at  their  meeting  thereafter  are 
hereby  authorized  to  fill  the  said  vacancy. 

The  officers  so  appointed  as  Secretary,  if  not  a  member  of 
the  Board  of  Commissioners,  shall  not  have  the  right  of  a  vote 
in  the  deliberations  of  said  Board  of  Commissioners.  All  the 
Board  of  Commissioners  shall  act,  but  the  decision  of  a  majority 
shall  govern. 

That  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Commissioners  of  Lewes, 
the  Mayor,  shall  preside  at  all  its  meetings,  appoint  all  commit- 
tees, receive  complaints  of  nuisances,  and  other  complaints  of 
citizens  of  violation  of  law  and  ordinances  and  to  present  the 
same  to  the  Board  of  Commissioners,  aforesaid,  at  their  first 
meeting  for  their,  action.  Any  such  infraction  or  violation  of  the 
*  law  or  ordinances  as  requires  immediate  action  to  cause  the  same 
to  be  proceeded  on  at  once.  • 
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It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  to  record  all  the  pro-outyofsecre- 
ceedings  of  the  said  Board  of  Commissioners  and  keep  a  correct  ^^^ 
journal  of  the  same  in  a  book  or  books  provided  for  the  purpose, 
and  also  the  papers  relative  to  the  said  town,  all  of  which  are  to 
be  carefully  preserved  and  delivered  to  his  successor  in  office.  He 
shall  issue  and  sign  all  licenses  for  every  exhibition  within  the 
town  of  Lewes,  which  by  Section  i,  Chapter  51,  of  the  Revised 
Code  of  1874,  a  license  therefor  is  required;  he  shall  sign  all  war- 
rants on  the  Treasurer  for  the  payment  of  any  money,  and  shall 
perform  soch  other  duties  as  may  be  prescribed  by  any  ordinance 
or  ordinances  of  the  Board  of  Commissioners  aforesaid. 

Section  6.    That  the  Board  of  Commissioners  for  the  time  JJJJJjJ^^'^^^™- 
being,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  have  the  superintendence  and  Powere  and 
oversight  of  all  roads  and  streets,  lanes,  alleys,  squares  and  gut-  *^"^***  ® 
ters  in  said  town  to  be  repaired,  supported,  regulated,  removed 
and  amended  in  any  manner  they  may  deem  most  proper  for  the 
convenience  and  interest  of  the  citizens  of  said  town,  and  shall 
cause  a  fund,  not  to  exceed  fifteen  hundred  dollars  ($1500)  in  any 
one  year  to  be  raised  by  way  of  tax  upon  persons  authorized  to 
vote  for  the  Board  of  Commissioners  by  this  Act,  and  upon  all 
lands  and  tenements  and  interests  in  said  lands  and  tenements 
within  the  limits  of  the  said  town,  to  discharge  the  expenses  of 
repairing  the  said  streets,  lanes,  alleys,  bridges,  squares  and  gut- 
ters or  for  any  other  purpose  that  will  contribute  to  the  safety, 
convenience  and  prosperity  of  said  town. 

That  the  Levy  Court  of  Sussex  County  be  and  they  are  i^^y^ji"^^ 
hereby  directed,  in  making  the  appropriation  of  the  sum  of  theSSK 
road  tax  to  be  paid  to  the  overseers  of  road  annually,  to  make 
an  order  for  the  payment  to  the  Board  of  Commissioners  of 
Lewes  of  the  sum  of  six  hundred  dollars  ($600),  to  be  by  them 
expended  in  repairing  and  maintaining  in  proper  order  the  roads, 
streets,  lanes,  alleys,  bridges  and  squares  within  the  limits  of  said 
town;  and  the  said  Board  of  Commissioners  shall  have  the  sole 
supervision  of  said  roads,  streets,  lanes,  alleys,  bridges  and 
squares,  provided  that  the  said  Levy  Court  shall  not  make  the 
appropriation  of  said  sum  until  the  Board  of  Commissioners  of 
Lewes  shall  have  certified  that  an  equal  sum  has  been  expended 
during  the  preceding  year  for  the  purpose  aforesaid. 

That  the  Board  of  Commissioners  for  the  time  being,  or  af^rdtoio- 
majorify  of  them,  shall  have  the  power,  upon  the  application  of  ^^  streets, 
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five  or  more  citizens  of  said  town  by  petition  to  them  for  that 
purpose  to  locate,  lay  out  and  open  any  new  street  or  streets, 
which  five  or  more  citizens  of  said  to\vn  may  desire  to  be  located, 
laid  out  and  opened  or  re-opened,  allowing  to  the  persons  respec- 
tively through  or  oyer  whose  grounds  such  new  street  or  streets 
or  old  street  or  streets  may  run,  such  compensation  or  damages 
therefor  as  they  shall  deem  just  and  reasonable  under  all  circum- 
stances, which  compensation,  if  any  be  allowed,  shall  be  paid  by 
the  Treasurer  of  the  town  out  of  the  moneys  of  said  town  on  war- 
rant drawn  on  him  by  the  Board  of  Commissioners  aforesaid. 

Hnb««equ6nt  Section  7.     That  the  Board  of  Commissioners  shall  have 

?ate'^n«w  *^  power,  upon  the  application  of  five  citizens  of  the  town,  by  peti- 
tion for  the  purpose,  to  locate,  lay  out  and  open,  any  new  street 
or  streets,  lane  or  lanes,  alley  or  alleys,  which  five  or  more  citi- 
zens may  desire  to  be  located,  laid  out  and  opened,  allowing  to  the 
persons  respectively  through  or  over  whose  land  such  street  or 
streets,  lane  or  lanes,  alley  or  alleys  may  pass,  such  compensa- 
tion therefor  as  they  shall  deem  just  and  reasonable  imder  all  cir- 
cumstances, which  compensation,  if  any  be  allowed,  shall  be  paid 
by  the  Treasurer  of  the  town  out  of  the  moneys  of  said  town,  upon 
warrants  drawn  upon  him  by  order  of  the  Board  of  Commissioners 
aforesaid. 

That  in  opening  any  new  street  or  streets  or  re-opening  any 
old  street  or  streets,  in  the  straightening  or  widening  or  making 
narrower  any  street  or  streets,  or  in  removing  nuisances  or  ob- 
structions this  Act  shall  confer  authority  on  the  Commissioners 
of  Lewes  to  remove  any  nuisance  or  obstruction,  building  or  im- 
provement already  on  the  public  lands  within  the  limits  of  said 
town. 

Section  8.  And  be  it  further  enacted  that  the  Commission-i 
ers  shall  have  the  right,  power  and  authority  upon  the  presenta- 
tion of  a  petition  to  that  effect  signed  by  five  or  more  substan- 
tial freeholders  of  said  town  to  locate  or  lay  out  and  open  street 
or  streets  or  re-open  any  old  street  or  streets,  to  widen  or  make 
narrower  or  straighten  any  of  said  streets  already  opened  in 
said  town  and  to  establish  the  new  courses,  limits  and  widths 
thereof  as  may  be  deemed  expedient  and  in  the  manner  and  in 
all  respects  the  same  as  is  provided  for  and  prescribed  in  one  of 
the  sections  of  this  Act  in  relation  to  the  opening  of  new  streets. 
And  in  the  event  of  a  decision  of  the  Board  of  Commissioners  to 
locate  or  lay  out  and  open  any  new  street  or  streets  any  part. 
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piece  or  parcel  of  land  which  may  be  vacated  shall  revert  to  the 
former  owner  of  said  land  or  to  those  holding  under  them  in  fee 
simple  and  without  any  deed,  and  if  for  such  purpose  they  shall 
not  be  able  to  contract  with  the  owner  or  owners  of  the  lands  to 
be  applied  and  appropriated  to  the  public  use  in  the  re-opening 
any  old  street  or  streets,  straightening,  or  widening,  or  reducing 
the  width  of  any  such  streets  then  the  proceeding  on  the  part  of 
the  said  Board  of  Commissioners  to  obtain  the  right  thereto  for 
the  purposes  aforesaid  shall  be  in  all  respects  the  same  as  is  pro- 
vided for  and  prescribed  in  one  of  the  Sections  of  this  Act  in 
relation  to  the  opening  of  new  streets. 

Section  9.  That  whenever  the  Board  of  Commissioners  shall 
have  proceeded  to  locate  and  lay  out  any  new  street  or  re-open 
old  street  or  widen  or  make  narrower  or  to  straighten  any  of 
said  streets  already  opened  in  said  town,  and  shall  have  fixed  the 
compensation  therefor,  it  shall  be  their  duty  immediately,  after  g^^penaa- 
the  survey  and  location  of  said  street,  or  re-opening  old  street, 
to  notify,  in  writing,  the  owner  or  owners  of  the  real  estate  Nouoe 
through  or  over  which  such  new  or  old  street  may  run,  of  their 
determination  to  open  or  change  the  same,  and  to  furnish  a  gen- 
eral description  of  the  location  thereof,  and  also  the  amount  of 
such  damages  or  compensation  allowed  to  each,  and  if  such 
owner  or  owners  be  not  a  resident  within  the  said  town  to  notify 
the  holder  of  said  real  estate,  but  if  there  be  no  holder  or  tenant 
resident  in  said  town  the  said  notice  may  be  affixed  to  any  part 
of  the  premises. 

Section  10.  Whenever  the  Board  of  Commissioners  shall 
have  determined  to  locate  and  lay  out,  or  widen,  or  straighten 
any  street,  lane,  or  alley,  and  shall  have  fixed  the  compensation 
therefor,  it  shall  be  their  duty,  immediately  after  the  survey  and 
location  of  the  said  street,  lane,  or  alley,  to  notify,  in  writing,  the 
owner  or  owners  of  the  real  estate  through  or  over  which  such 
street,  lane  or  alley  may  run,  of  their  determination  to  open  and 
widen  or  straighten  the  same,  and  to  furnish  a  general  descrip- 
tion of  the  location  thereof,  also  the  amount  of  the  damages  or 
compensation  allowed  to  each,  and  if  such  owner  be  not  a  resi- 
dent within  the  said  town  to  notify  the  holder  or  tenant  of  said 
real  estate;  but  if  there  be  no  holder  or  tenant  resident  in  said 
town,  the  said  notice  may  be  affixed  to  any  part  of  the  premises. 
If  the  owner  be  dissatisfied  with  the  amount  of  compensation  or  uon*wHt^' 
damages  allowed  by  the  Board  of  Commissioners  as  aforesaid.  heSJ,™'^'***" 
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may  appeal  from  the  said  assessment  of  compensation  or  damages 
by  serving  written  notice  to  that  effect  to  the  President  of  the 
said  Board  of  Commissioners.  In  order  to  prosecute  said  appeal, 
such  owner  or  owners  shall,  within  ten  days  after  the  expiration 
of  the  ten  days  allowed  for  appeals,  and  upon  ten  days'  notice  to 
said  President  of  the  Board  of  Commissioners,  make  written 
application  to  the  Associate  Judge  of  the  Superior  Court,  of  this 
State,  residing  in  Sussex  County,  for  the  appointment  of  a  Com- 
mission to  hear  and  determine  the  matter  in  controversy,  and 
thereupon  the  said  Associate  Judge  shall  issue  a  Commission, 
under  his  hand,  directed  to  five  freeholders  of  the  said  County, 
three  of  whom  shall  be  residents  of  said  town  of  Lewes  and  two 
of  whom  shall  be  non-residents  of  said  town,  commanding  them 
to  assess  the  damages  which  the  owner  of  the  real  estate  through 
or  over  whose  land  said  street,  lane,  or  alley  shall  pass,  who  shall 
have  notified  the  said  Board  of  Commissioners  of  their  intention 
to  appeal,  may  incur  by  reason  thereof,  and  to  make  return  on 
their  proceedings  to  the  Associate  Judge  at  a  time  herein  ap- 
pointed. The  freeholders  named  in  such  Commission,  being  first 
sworn  or  affirmed  as  in  said  Commission  shall  be  directed, 
shall  view  the  premises,  and  they,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall 
assess  the  damages  as  aforesaid,  and  shall  make  return,  in  writing, 
of  their  proceedings  in  the  premises  to  the  said  Associate  Judge, 
who  shall  deliver  said  return  to  said  Board  of  Commissioners, 
which  shall  be  final  and  conckisive.  The  Associate  Judge  shall 
have  power  to  fill  any  vacancy  in  the  Commission.  The  amount 
of  damages  being  so  ascertained,  the  Board  of  Commissioners 
may  pay  or  tender  the  same  to  the  person  or  persons  entitled 
thereto  within  one  month  after  the  same  shall  be  finally  ascer- 
tained, or  if  the  person  or  persons  so  entitled  resides  out  of  or  is 
absent  from  the  town  during  the  said  period  of  one  month,  then 
the  same  may  be  deposited,  to  his  or  her  credit,  in  any  bank  of 
the  town  of  Lewes,  within  said  time,  and  thereupon  said  property 
or  land  may  be  taken  or  occupied  for  the  uses  aforesaid.  In  the 
ascertainment  and  assessment  of  damages  by  freeholders  appoint- 
ed by  the  Associate  Judge  aforesaid,  if  the  damages  shall  be  in- 
creased, the  cost  of  the  appeal  shall  be  paid  by  the  Treasurer  of 
the  town  out  of  any  money  in  his  hands  belonging  to  the  town; 
but  if  said  damages  shall  not  be  increased  the  cost  of  the  appeal 
shall  be  paid  by  the  party  appealing.  The  fees  to  the  freeholders 
shall  be  two  dollars  per  day  to  each,  which  shall  be  taxed  as  part 
of  the  costs.    After  the  damages  shall  be  fixed  and  ascertained  by 
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the  freeholders,  the  Board  of  Commissipners  shall  have  the  op- 
tion to  pay  the  damages  assessed  within  the  time  aforesaid  and  to 
proceed  with  the  said  improvements,  or,  upon  the  payments  oT 
the  costs  only,  may  abandon  the  proposed  improvements. 

Section  ii.  And  be  it  further  enacted  as  aforesaid,  That  all 
the  pubic  and  vacant  lands  lying  within  the  corporate  limits  of  vacant  iand« 
the  said  town  shall,  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  Act,  be 
vested  in  the  town  of  Lewes,  and  the  Commissioners  of  said 
town  shall  have  jurisdiction  over  the  same,  and  are  hereby  au- 
thorized to  lease  (to  persons  who  will  improve  or  agree  to  im- 
prove the  same)  such  portions  of  said  lands  upon  such  time  and 
terms  as  they  may  deem  proper  for  the' interest  and  benefit  of 
said  town;  and  if  hereafter  any  person  or  persons  shall,  without 
the  permission  and  consent  of  the  Commissioners  of  the  said 
town,  build  «pon  or  inclose  any  of  the  said  public  lands,  he  or 
they  shall  forfeit  such  improvements  or  buildings  to  the  said 
town;  and  the  said  Commissioners  may  assess  a  ground  rent  oh 
persons  having  buildings  now  erected  on  any  of  the  public  lands, 
which  shall  not  exceed  two  dollars  on  the  one  hundred  dollars 
of  the  assessed  value  of  the  said  buildings,  and  may  assess  any 
person  or  persons  having  inclosed  or  claiming  the  use  or  privi- 
lege of  any  of  the  said  public  grounds  a  tax  not  exceeding  six 
per  cent,  of  the  assessed  value  of  said  lot  or  lots  so  inclosed  or 
claimed. 

The  said  Commissioners  of  the  town  of  Lewes  are  hereby  control  of 
invested  with  full  and  exclusive  authority  and  control  over  the  Beach  ^'^^ 
Great  and  Beach  Marshes,  Cape  and  Cape  Marshes,  near  Lewes,  "»*"'*>«••  **^ 
and  may  sell  and  dispose,  of  the  grass  and  hay  thereof  in  the 
month  of  July,  iri  each  and  every  year,  at  public  sale,  giving  notice 
by  printed  advertisements,  posted  in  five  of  the  most  public 
places  in  Lewes  and  Rehoboth  hundred  ten  days  before  the  day 
of  sale,  to  the  highest  bidder  or  bidders  for  the  same ;  the  notices 
shall  specify  the  place  when  and  where  the  grass  or  hay  will  be 
sold;  and  are  further  authorized  to  sell  the  wood  and  timber  on 
the  Cape  and  Cape  Marshes  at  any  time  that  it  may  be  necessary 
or  desired  for  any  improvement  made  in  or  near  said  town  by 
and  with   the   conc^irrence  of   a  majority  of   said  Commission- 
ers: and  the  proceeds  arising  from  the  sale  of  the  grass,  hay,       » 
wood  and  timber  shall  be  paid  over  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  town, 
to  be  applied  by  the  said  Commissioners  to  such  improvements 
of  the  town  of  Lewes  as  they  may  deem  proper.    If  any  person 
or  persons,  without  first  obtaining  permission  from  the  Corn- 
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missioners,  shall  fall,  cut,  cart  or  convey  any  green  timber  or 
wood,  or  any  timber  on  or  from  said  Cape  for  any  private  use 
whatsoever,  except  wood  cut  from  dead  timber  for  fuel,  he  or 
they  shall  forfeit  and  pay  any  sum  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars, 
with  costs,  to  be  recovered  by  the  Commissioners,  for  the  use  ot 
the  town,  in  the  same  manner  as  debts  of  that  amount  are  re- 
coverable; or  the  said  Commissioners  may  seize  any  timber  or 
wood  so  cut  from  any  person  or  persons  so  offending,  and  may 
dispose  of  the  same  to  the  highest  bidder  for  the  use  of  said  town, 
and  may  pass  any  rules,  regulations  and  ordinances  regarding 
the  cutting  the  said  timber  as  they  may  deem  proper  for  the  inter- 
est of  said  town;  provided  that  nothing  in  this  Section  or  Act 
shall  authorize  the  said  Commissioners  to  pass  any  ordinances  to 
prevent  any  citizen  of  said  town  of  Lewes  or  State  of  Delaware 
from  fishing  along  said  Delaware  Bay  shore,  or  from  grazing 
cattle  on  said  Cape,  or  Beach  or  Cape  Marshes  (except  that  the 
said  Commissioners  of  Lewes  shall  have  authority  to  prievent,  by 
ordinance  to  that  effect,  cattle  or  other  animals  from  running  at 
large  within  certain  limits  to  be  specified  by  said  ordinance  op- 
posite to  and  in  front  of  said  town  and  by  building  fences,  pro- 
viding gates,  stiles  and  crossings  as  may  be  necessary  for  public 
convenience).  All  the  public  or  vacant  lands  contiguous  to  but 
outside  of  the  corporate  limits  of  said  town  and  fronting  on  the 
Bay,  to  the  extent  of  one  mile  along  the  beach,  shall,  from  and 
after  the  passing  of  this  Act,  continue  to  be  vested  in  the  town 
of  Lewes,  and  the  Commissioners  of  said  town  shall  have  the 
same  jurisdiction  and  authority  over  them,  with  the  same  inter- 
ests in,  and  rights  and  powers  in  relation  to  them  as  are  now 
vested  in  and  conferred  upon  them  in  regard  to  all  the  public 
and  vacant  lands  lying  within  the  corporate  limits  of  the  said 
town;  and  if  hereafter  any  person  or  persons  shall,  without  the 
permission  and  consent  of  the  Commissioners  of  the  said  town, 
build  upon  or  inclose  any  of  the  said  public  lands  hereinbefore 
first  mentioned  and  referred  to,  he  or  they  shall  forfeit  such 
buildings  and  improvements  to  the  said  town ;  and  the  said  Com- 
missioners may  assess  a  ground  rent  on  persons  having  buildings 
now  erected  on  any  of  the  public  grounds  hereinbefore  first  men- 
tioned and  referred  to  as  aforesaid  without  the  sanction  and  au- 
thority of  the  Legislature,  or  of  any  law  of  this  State  or  the 
United  States,  which  shall  not  exceed  two  dollars  on  the  one  hun- 
dred dollars  of  the  assessed  value  of  said  buildings,  and  may 
assess  any  person  or  persons  having  inclosed  or  claiming  the  use 
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or  privilege,  without  authority  as  aforesaid,  on  any  of  the  said 
public  lands  hereinbefore  first  mentioned,  a  tax  not  exceeding 
six  per  cent,  of  the  assessed  value  of  said  lot  or  lots  so  inclosed, 
or  claimed  by  him  or  them. 

Section  12.  That  the  Commissioners  of  the  town  of  Lewes  TenMiu  of 
may  assess  any  person  or  persons  occupying,  inclosing  or  claim-  to  be  taxed 
ing  the  uses  or  privileges  of  any  of  the  public  lands  (within  or 
without  the  limits)  vested  in  the  town  of  Lewes  by  the  Legislature 
and  not  held  under  a  lease  from  the  Commissioners  at  a  certain 
rent,  a  tax  not  exceeding  six  per  cent,  of  the  assessed  actual 
value  of  the  land  so  inclosed,  occupied  or  claimed  and  two  per 
cent,  of  the  actual  value  of  the  improvements  thereon.  A  tax 
upon  persons  holding  such  public  land  under  a  lease  from  the 
said  Commissioners  at  a  certain  rent  may  be  assessed  at  the  same 
rate  in  the  present  value  thereof  and  the  improvements  thereon, 
after  deducting  the  value  of  the  ground  at  the  period  of  the  re- 
servation of  the  rent  which  value  shall  be  estimated  at  one  hun- 
dred dollars  for  every  six  dollars  reserved,  and  so  far  a  greater 
or  less  sum  of  rent.  Such  parts  of  Section  9  of  the  Act  entitled 
"An  Act  to  Incorporate  the  Town  of  Lewes,  and  for  other  pur- 
poses," as  amended  by  Chapter  535  of  Volume  14,  of  the  Laws  of 
Delaware,  and  as  republished  in  Chapter  536  of  the  same  Volume 
as  provided  for  a  ground  rent  on  persons  having  erected  build- 
ings on  the  public  lands  and  a  tax  on  persons  having  inclosed  or 
claiming  the  use  or  privilege  of  any  of  the  said  public  lands  in- 
consistent with  this  Act,  are  hereby  repealed;  provided  that  noth- 
ing herein  contained  shall  be  construed  to  authorize  any  per- 
son or  persons  to  build  upon  or  inclose  any  of  the  said  public 
lands  without  the  permission  and  consent  of  the  Commissioners 
of  the  said  town,  nor  to  authorize  the  said  Commissioners  to  as- 
sess a  tax  upon  persons  excluded  from  the  provisions  of  said 
Section  9  of  the  Act  hereby  supplemented  and  amended. 

Section  13.  That  the  said  Board  of  Commissioners  shall  ordinances 
have  authority  to  make  such  regulations  and  ordinances  for  the 
government  of  the  town  as  they  shall  deem  proper  and  necessary, 
and  they  are  hereby  authorized  and  required  to  provide  sanitary 
measures  for  the  health  of  the  citizens,  and  to  prevent  the  intro- 
duction of  infectious  or  contagious  diseases,  for  which  purpose 
their  jurisdiction  shall  extend  at  any  distance  within  one  mile 
of  the  limits  of  said  town,  and  cause  all  obstructions  and  nuisances 
that  may  at  any  time  be  and  exist  within  the  limits  of  said  town. 
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whether  in  tht  ^tfeets,  lanes,  alleys,  or  gutters,  on  the  sidewalks, 
or  in  any  other  place  within  the  limits  aforesaid,  to  be  removed 
and  abated.  The  Board  of  Commissioners,  or  a  majority  of  them, 
may  proceed,  either  upon  their  own  view  or  upon  complaint  ol 
any  other  citizen,  in  writing,  stating  the  character  of  the  nuisance 
and  where  the  same  exists.  If  the  said  Board  of  Commissioners, 
or  a  majority  of  them,  either  upon  such  information  or  upon 
view,  shall  determine  that  an  obstruction  or  nuisance  exists  and 
ought  to  be  removed,  they  shall  give  notice,  in  writing,  to  the 
person  causing  such  obstruction  or  nuisance,  or  who  is  respon- 
sible for  its  existence  or  continuance,  to  remove  or  abate  the 
same,  and  if  such  person  shall  refuse  or  neglect,  for  the  space  of 
two  days  after  such  notice,  to  remove  or  abate  the  said  obstruc- 
tion or  nuisance,  he  shall  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  t^n  dollars 
with  costs,  to  be  recovered  by  the  Board  of  Commissioners  of 
Lewes,  for  the  use  of  the  town,  in  the  same  manner  as  debts  of 
that  amount  are  recoverable;  and  for  every  additional  day  the 
same  shall  remain  unremoved  and  abated  he  or  she  shall  forfeit 
the  further  sum  of  ten  dollars,  to  be  recovered,  with  costs,  in  the 
same  manner.  The  Board  of  Commissioners  aforesaid  may  also 
pass  ordinances  to  protect  shade  trees  planted  along  the  streets, 
laneS  or  alleys,  or  upon  any  square  within  the  town  limits;  to 
ascertain  and  fix  the  boundaries  of  streets,  squares,  lanes  and  al- 
leys, or  to  repair  arid  improve  the  same,  or  to  alter,  extend  or 
widen  or  straighten  any  street,  square,  lane  or  alley,  or  open  or 
lay  out  new  ones,  subject  to  the  provisions  in  that  behalf  herein 
contained;  to  regulate  and  fix  the  ascents  and  descents  of  all 
streets,  lanes  and  alleys,  and  the  drainage  thereof;  and  to  direct 
the  paving  and  graveling  of  footpaths  and  prescribe  the  width 
thereof;  to  regulate  and  provide  for  the  making  of  gutters  and 
the  placing  of  gutter  stones  or  plates  therein,  and  for  curbing, 
wherever  in  their  opinion  such  paving  or  graveling,  making  of 
gutters  and  the  placing  of  gutter  stones  or  plates  therein,  and 
curbs  may  be  necessary  and  proper;  to  prescribe  the  extent  of 
steps,  porches,  cellar  doors  and  other  inlets  to  lots  and  buildings. 

Section  14.  That  the  Board  of  Commissioners,  or  a  majority 

of  them,  be  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  and  required,  upon 

the  written  petition  of  five  or  more  freeholders,  to  direct,  in 

writing,  the  owner  or  owners  of  any  house  or  land  in  Lewes  be- 

Pavement,      fore  or  in  front  of  which  they  may  deem  proper  that  a  pavement 

**^'  should  be  made,  to  curb  and  lay  a  pavement,  or  either,  or  both. 
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of  brick  or  smooth  stones  or  cement,  of  such  length  and  width 
as  the  said  Board  of  Commissioners  may  specify. 

In  the  event  of  any  owner  neglecting  to  comiply  with  said 
notice  for  the  space  of  three  months,  the  said  Board  of  Commis- 
sioners may  proceed  to  have  the  same  done,  and  wlien  done,  Penalty  for 
the  Treasurer  of  the  said  town  shall,  as  soon  as  convenient  there- 
after, present  to  the  owner  or  owners  of  such  lands  a  bill,  show- 
ing the  expense  of  such  paving  or  curbing,  or  either,  or  both;  if 
such  owner  or  owners  be  riot  a  resident  in  the  town  of  Lewes, 
such  bill  may  be  presented  to  the  occupior  or  tenant  of  such  land, 
or,  if  there  be  no  occupior  or  resident  of  siiid  town  of  Lewes, 
such  bill  may  be  sent  by  mail  to  such  owner  or' owners,  directed 
to  him  or  them  at  the  postofllice  nearest  his  or  their  residence. 
If  such  bill  be  not  paid  by  the  owner  or  owners  of  such  lands 
within  thirty  days  after  the  presentation  of  the  same,  as  afore- 
said, then  it  shall  be  the  d4ity  of  said  Board  of  Commissioners  to 
issue  a  warrant,  in  the  name  of  the  Commissioners  of  Lewes, 
under  the  hand  of  the  President,  attested  by  the  Secretary  of  .^aid 
Board  of  Commissioners,  and  umler  the  seal  of  the  said  Corpora- 
tion, directed  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Commissioners  of  Lewes, 
commanding  him  that  of  the  goods  and  chattels,  lands  and  tene- 
ments of  such  owner  or  owners  he  shall  cause  to  be  levied  and 
made  the  amount  of  said  bill,  together  with  all  costs.  It  shall 
be  the  duty  of  said  Treasurer,  as  soon  as  convenient  after  the 
said  warrant  shall  be  delivered  to  him,  and  after  ten  days'  notice 
to  the  owner  or  owners  of  such  lands,  and  after  posting  five  or 
more  notices  of  sale  in  at  least  five  public  places  in  the  town  of 
Lewes  at  least  ten  days  before  the  day  of  sale,  to  sell  the  goods 
and  chattels  of  such  owner  or  owners  at  public  auction,  or  so 
much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary  to  pay  the  amount  of  said  bill, 
with  all  costs.  If  no  goods  and  chattels  of  such  owner  or  owners  Proceedingn 
can  be  found  within  said  town  sufficient  to  satisfy  the  amount  of 
said  bill,  with  all  costs,  then  it  shall  '^e  the  duty  of  the  said  Treas- 
urer, after  ten  days'  notice  to  such  owner  or  owners  aforesaid, 
and  after  posting  five  or  more  notices  of  sale  in  at  least  five 
public  places  in  the  town  of  Lewes  for  at  least  ten  days  before  the 
day  of  sale,  and  after  causing  such  notice  of  sale  to  be  published 
twice  in  a  newspaper  of  the  said  town  of  Lewes,  to  sell  the  lands 
and  tenements  of  such  owner  or  owners  in  front  of  which  such 
paving  and  curbing,  or  either  or  both,  have  been  done,  or  so 
much  of  said  lands  and  tenements  as  may  be  sufficient  to  satisfy 
the  amount  of  said  bill,  with  costs,  and  a  deed  from  the  Board 
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of  Commissioners,  signed  by  the  President  and  attested  by  the 
Secretary  under  the  seal  of  the  Board  of  Commissioners,  shall 
convey  to  the  purchaser  or  purchasers  of  such  lands  and  tene- 
ments as  full  and  complete  title,  in  fee  simple  or  otherwise,  as 
if  the  same  were  executed  by  the  owner  or  owners  thereoL  The 
claim  for  paving-  or  curbing,  or  either,  or  both,  shall  be  a  lien  on 
the  premises  in  front  of  which  the  said  work  was  done,  and  shall 
have  priority  over  any  lien,  incumbrance  or  conveyance  suffered 
or  made  by  the  said  owner  or  owners  after  the  completion  of  the 
said  improvements.  From  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  said  goods 
and  chattels,  or  lands  and  tenements,  sold  as  aforesaid,  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  as  aforesaid,  to  pay  all  costs  arising 
from  the  sale  to  the  parties  entitled  thereto,  and  to  retain  for  the 
use  of  the  said  town  the  amount  of  the  said  bill  as  afcM'esaid,  and 
the  residue  thereof,  if  any,  shall  be  deposited  in  any  bank  of  said 
town  of  Lewes  to  the  credit  of  the  said  owner  or  owners. 
compeoM-  The  Treasurer  aforesaid  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  two  dol- 

Nvrer.  lars  for  every  sale  of  personal  property  under  this  Section,  and 

ten  dollars  for  every  sale  of  real  estate  under  this  Section,  to- 
gether with  such  additional  sum  as  may  be  reasonable  and  proper 
for  the  keeping,  taking  care  of  such  personal  property,  for  selling 
the  same,  and  for  advertising,  all  of  which  shall  be  part  of  the 
cost  to  be  ,paid  out  of  the  purchase  money  as  aforesaid.  Any 
notice  required  by  this  Section  to  one  co-owner  shall  be  notice 
to  all,  and  in  case  no  owner  shall  reside  in  the  said  town,  notice 
served  upon  the  occupier  or  tenant  shall  be  sufficient,  or  if  there 
be  no  owner  or  occupier  or  tenant  of  said  premises  resident  in 
said  town,  it  shall  be  sufficient  to  send  notice  by  mail  to  any 
owner  of  said  premises  directed  to  him  or  her  at  the  nearest  post- 
office  nearest  his  or  her  place  of  residence;  the  provisions  herein 
contained  in  this  Section  shall  apply  to  any  order  made  by  the 
Board  of  Commissioners  of  said  town  in  respect  to  any  pave- 
ment, sidewalk  or  curb  heretofore  made  or  done  which  the  said 
Board  of  Commissioners  may  deem  insufficient  or  to  need  repair- 
ing. 

If  any  lot  or  lots,  house  or  houses,  on  any  of  the  streets  of 
said  town  of  Lewes  shall  be  held  or  owned  by  any  widow  or  wi- 
dows as  and  for  her  dower  or  any  tenant  for  life,  such  expenses 
incurring  as  aforesaid,  for  the  lot  or  lots,  house  or  houses,  so 
held  shall  be  paid  by  the  owner  or  owners  of  the  reversion  in  fee 
simple;  and  if  such  owner  or  owners  be  minors  at  the  time  of 
such  expense  being  incurred,  then  to  be  paid  by  the  guardian  or 
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agent  acting  for  such  minor  or  minors,  out  of  any  money  or  ef- 
fects of  such  minor  or  minors,  and  receipt  therefor  to  such 
guardian  or  agent  sha^l  be  sufficient  evidence  of  such  payment 
and  be  allowed  in  his  or  her  guardian  or  agents  account,  and  if 
not  paid  by  the  guardian  or  agent  as  aforesaid,  on  the  presenta* 
tion  of  the  bill,  the  same  to  remain  on  interest  from  the  day  of 
presentation  and  be  a  lieu  against  such  lot  and  improvements 
until  paid.  All  subsequent  repairs  named  in  this  Act  to  be  kept 
up  at  the  expense  of  the  said  tenant  in  dower  01  other  life  inter- 
est. The  said  Board  of  Commissioners  of  Lewes,  in  addition  to 
the  provisions  of  this  Section  hereinbefore  contained,  shall  have 
the  power  and  authority  to  enforce  by  ordinance  all  the  require- 
ments of  this  Section  by  imposing  such  fines  and  penalties  as 
shall,  in  the  judgment  of  said  Board  of  Commissioners,  be  neces- 
sary and  proper. 

That  whenever  a  pavement  shall  be  laid  before  or  in  front  of 
any  house  or  land  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this  Section,  the 
Board  of  Commissioners,  if  satisfied  that  such  pavement  has  been 
made  in  accordance  with  their  directions,  may  allow  to  the  own- 
er or  owners  of  such  house  or  land  a  sum  not  exceeding  one- 
third  of  the  cost  of  said  pavement. 

Section  15.  That  the  Board  of  Commissioners  of  Lewes  ordinancen 
shall  liave  power  and  atithority  to  make,  establish  and  publish 
such  ordinances  as  they  may  deem  beneficial  for  the  good  govern- 
ment of  the  said  town  at  any  meetmg.  There  shall  be  six  or 
more  stated  meetings  in  every  year  of  the  said  Board  of  Com- 
missioners, to  wit:  On  the  first  Monday  of  each  alternate  month. 
They  shall  have  and  are  hereby  vested  with  power  and  authority 
to  prescribe  the  fines  and  penalties  for  violations  of  any  of  the 
provisionts  of  this  Act,  or  of  the  ordinances  which  they  may 
enact  in  pursuance  thereof,  and  which  are  not  specially  provided 
for  in  this  Act.  All  such  fines  and  penalties  which  may  be  im- 
posed either  by  this  Act  or  the  ordinances  enacted  as  aforesaid 
may  be  collected  before  the  Mayor  of  said  town  or  any  Justice 
of  the  Peace  of  said  town,  and  in  default  of  payment,  said  Mayor 
or  Justice  of  the  Peace  may  commit  to  the  town  lock-up  or  the 
pubHc  jail  of  the  County  for  any  time  not  exceeding  thirty  days. 
The  said  Board  of  Commissioners  shall  be  allowed  for  their  at- 
tendance at  each  of  said  meetings  a  sum  not  exceeding  One. 
dollar. 
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Section  16.  That  the  Board  of  Commissioners  of  Lewes 
shall  have  .power  to  appoint  such  number  of  town  Constables  or 
bailiffs  as  shall  be  deemed  necessary  who  shall  constitute  the 
town  police,  with  power  to  remove  any  such  constables  or  bailiffs 
and  appoint  others  if  it  be  deemed  necessary,  and  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  constable  or  constables  or  bailiffs  aforesaid  to  arrest 
any  drunken  or  disorderly  person  they  may  see  on  the  streets  of 
said  town,  without  a  warrant,  and  take  such  person  so  arrested 
before  the  Mayor  of  said  town,  who  shall  hear  and  determine  the 
case  within  a  reasonable  time,  and  upon  conviction  before  him  he 
shall  sentence  such  person  or  persons  so  convicted  to  pay  a  fine 
not  exceeding  Ten  dollars,  and  may  commit  the  party  or  parties 
to  the  town  lock-up  or  the  public  jail  of  the  County  for  a  period 
not  exceeding  thirty  days,  or  until  such  fine  and  costs  shall  be 
paid. 

Section  17.  That  if  any  constable  or  bailiff  shall  neglect  or 
refuse  to  perform  any  of  the  duties  required  of  him  by  this  Act 
he  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  Board  of  Commissioners  aforesaid  to  present  him  to 
the  Grand  Jury  of  Sussex  County,  and  upon  conviction  thereof 
by  indictment  he  shall  be  fined  in  a  sum  not  less  than  Ten  or 
more  than  One  hundred  dollars,  and  may  be  imprisoned,  in  the 
discretion  of  the  court,  for  any  term  not  exceeding  one  year,  and 
upon  such  conviction  he  shall  ipso  facto  forfeit  his  office. 

Section  18.  That  the  assessor  of  the  town  for  the  time  be- 
ing shall  annually  within  one  month  after  the  annual  election  of 
Commissioners,  make  a  true,  just  and  impartial  valuation  or  as- 
sessment of  all  the  real  estate  within  said  town,  and  also  an  as- 
sessment of  all  the  male  citizens  residing  in  said  town  above  the 
age  of  twenty-one  years,  as  well  as  those  owning  or  those  not 
owning  real  estate  within  its  limits;  and  the  said  assessor  shall 
forthwith,  after  making  such  assessment,  deliver  to  the  Board  of 
Commissioners  for  the  time  being  a  duplicate  containing  the 
names  of  all  the  persons  assessed  and  the  amount  of  their  assess- 
ment, distinguishing  the  real  and  personal  assessment  of  each. 
The  Board  of  Commissioners  shall  assess  the  real  estate  and  per- 
son of  the  assessor.  The  Board  of  Commissioners  shall,  between 
the  first  and  fifteenth  days  of  February,  cause  a  complete  and  full 
transcript  of  said  duplicate  to  be  hung  up  in  a  public  place  in  the 
postoffice  in  said  town,  there  to  remain  for  a  space  of  twenty  days 
thereafter  for  public  inspection;  and  the  said  Board  .of  Commis- 
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sioners  shall,  on  the  Wednesday  next  after  the  expiration  of  the 
said  twenty  days,  hold  a  Court  of  Appeals,  which  shall  continue 
()l)en  from  nine  o'clock  A.  M.  until  five  o'clock  P.  M.  of  the  said 
day,  when  they  shall  hear  and  determine  appeals  from  said  as- 
sessment. Notice  of  the  hanging  up  of  the  list,  and  also,  at  the 
same  time,  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  appeals,  shall  be  given  Appeals 
hy  notices  posted  in  at  least  six  j)ublic  places  in  said  town.  The 
decision  of  the  Board  of  Commissioners  upon  any  appeals  shall 
be  final  and  concliLsive.  Xo  Commissioner  shall  sit  upon  his  own 
appeal,  but  the  same  shall  be  heard  and  detennined  by  the 
others. 

After  the  valuation  and  assessment  shall  be  examined  and 
adjusted  by  the  8:iid  Board  of  Conmiiesioners,  all  taxes  shall  be 
lened,  assessed  and  raised  on  the  real  estate,  and  persons  thus 
valued  and  assessed  in  just  and  equal  proporations  and  rates.  The 
a.«sessor,  immediately  after  his  election  and  before  entering  upon 
the  duties  of  his  office,  shall  be  sworn  or  affirmed  by  some  judgeo«thof  a»- 
or  Justice  of  the  Peace,  diligently,  faithfully  and  impartially  to *^**^'^ 
jierform  the  duties  of  his  office  to  the  best  of  his  ability,  knowl- 
edge and  judgment,  and  a  certificate  shall  be  made  by  the  person 
administering  the  oath  or  afiirmation,  in  the  record  book  of  the 
Board  of  Commissioners  containing  the  certificates  of  the  elec- 
tion of  the  Mayor,  Board  of  Commissioners,  assessor  and  treasurer 
aforesaid. 

Section  19.  '  That  the  Board  of  Commissioners,  after  having  Apportion- 
ascertained  the  sum  necessary  to  be  raised  on  the  said  town  for  "*°*  ^ 
th(?  purpose  of  this  Act,  and  ha^dng  apportioned  the  sflme  on  the 
assessment  and  valuation  aforesaid  shall,  yearly,  in  the  month  of 
March,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  convenient,  furnish  the  treasurer  ^^^  ^j^^  ^^^ 
of  said  town  with  a  list  containing  the  names  of  the  taxables,  as  xrcnsurcr 
well  as  the  owners  of  real  estate  as  those  not  owning  real  estate, 
and  opposite  the  names  of  each  the  amount  of  the  real  estate  and 
his  personal  assessment,   distinguishing  between  them,  and  also 
the  tax  levied  on  each  j)erson,  and  also  the  tax  on  the  whole  val- 
uation, and  the  rate  per  hundred  dollars.     The  list  shall  be  signed 
by  the   Board   of   Commissioners,  or   a  majority  of  theuL     The 
treasurer,  immediately  after  receiving  the  siiid  list  shall  ])roc€^ed 
to  collect  the  taxes  mentioned  in  the  said  list,  and  in  collecting 
the  same  shall  have  the  same  ]>owers  as  are  given  by  law  to  the 
collector   of   the   county   rates  and  levies.     The  treasurer,  before 
he  enters  cm  the  duties  of  his  office,  skall  give  bond,  with  suffi-  ^^^^^ 
cient  surety,  in  the  penal  sum  of  Three  thousand  dollars,  to  the 
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Commissioners  of  Lewes,  conditioned  for  the  faithful  discharge 
of  the  trust  imposed  in  him  and  the  payment  over  to  his  suc- 
cessor in  office  of  all  such  sums  of  money  as  may  remain  in  his 
hands  upon  the  settlement  of  his  accounts.  The  said  treasurer 
shall  pay  all  orders  drawn  on  him  by  the  said  Board  of  Commis- 
sioners, or  a  majority  of  them,  and  shall  settle  his  accounts  with 
the  said  Board  of  Commissioners  annually  before  the  fifth  day  of 
December,  and  as  often  and  at  such  times  as  they,  or  a  majority 
of  them,  shall  recjuire.  The  said  assessor  and  treasurer  shall  each 
receive  a  reasonable  compensation,  to  be  determined  by  the 
Board  of  Commissioners. 

7iX?s^at"  Section  20.     That  it  shall   be   the  duty  of  the  said  Mayor, 

scmbiages  Board  of  Commissioners  ahd  Constable  or  bailiff,  or  any  Justice 
of  the  Peace  residing  in  said  town,  to  suppress  all  riotous,  turbu- 
lent, disorderly  or  noisy  conduct  of  any  person  or  persons,  or  dis- 
orderly or  noisy  assemblages  or  gatherings  of  any  person  or  per- 
sons in  the  streets,  lanes,  or  alleys  or  squares  of  said  town,  or  in 
any  house  situated  therein,  after  night,  or  on  the  Sabl)ath  day, 
or  at  any  other  time  or  season  whatever,  and  for  this  duty  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  constable  or  bailiff,  upon  the  requisi- 
tion of  the  Mayor,  or  any  one  of  the  Board  of  Commissioners, 
and  without  further  warmnt,  forthwith  to  seize  and  arrest  any 
such  person  or  persons  so  offending  and  carry  him  or  them  be- 
fore the  said  Mayor,  or  Justice  of  the  Peace,  as  aforesaid  (whose 
duty  it  shall  be  to  hear  and  determine  the  case),  the  said  Mayor 
or  Justice  of  the  Peace  shall  sentence  any  such  person  so  con- 
Finc  for  offen- yictcd  to  pay  a  fine  not  exceeding  Ten  dollars  and  to  commit  the 
party  to  the  town  lock-up  or  the  public  jail  of  Sussex  County  for 
a  period  not  more  than  thirty  days,  or  until  said  fine  and  costs  be 
paid.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  Mayor  or  Justice  of  the 
Peace,  upon  complaint  made  before  him  of  any  riotous,  turbulent 
conduct  as  aforesaid,  or  noisy  assemblages,  to  issue  his  warrant 
to  the  said  constable,  commanding  him  to  bring  any  such  [)erson 
or  persons  so  offending  as  aforesaid  before  him  for  trial.  The 
fees  and  emoluments  of  the  said  town  constable  shall  be  the  same 
as  a  con.stable  of  the  county  for  like  service,  provided  that  he 
shall  not  serve  any  civil  process  except  to  cany  out  the  provisions 
of  this  Act. 

Additional  Scctiou  21.     That  it  shall   be   the  duty  of  the  said  Mayor, 

duties  Board  of  Commissioners,   constable   or   bailiff,  or  Justice   of  the 

Peace,  to  suppress,  extinguish  and  prevent  all  bonfires  on  any  of 
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the  streets,  lanes  or  alleys  of  the  said  town,  and  to  suppress  or 
prevent  the  firing  of  guns,  pistols  or  the  letting  off  of  fireworks, 
or  the  making  or  throwing  fire  balls  within  the  limits  of  the  sai(l 
town  ;  and  the  said  Board  of  Commissioners  may  enact  and  pub- 
lish ordinances  with  reasonable  penalties  for  preventing  the  same, 
and  punishing  persons  guilty  of  their  \dolaticm.  Any  fine  im- 
posed by  any  such  ordinance  may  be  collected  before  the  Mayor 
or  Justice  of  the  Peace  within  the  said  town,  and  in  default  of 
payment  the  said  Mayor  or  Justice  of  the  Peace  may  commit  to 
the  town  lock-up  or  the  public  jail  of  the  County  for  any  time 
not  exceeding  thirty  days  or  until  said  fine  and  costs  be  paid.  All 
fines  and  forfeitures  realized  under  the  pro\4sions  of  this  Act  by 
the  Mayor  or  Justice  of  the  Peace  as  aforesaid  shall  be  paid  over 
to  the  treasurer  for  the  uj^e  of  the  said  town. 

Section  22.  That  the  Board  of  Commissioners  of  Lewes  control  over 
shall  have  full  power  and  control  over  all  ditches  and  gutters  in  guue"  ""'* 
said  town,  and  all  ditch  companies,  whether  created  under  the 
laws  of  the  State,  or  corporations,  shall  not  and  they  are  hereby 
prohibited  from  taxing  any  individual  for  any  real  estate  within 
said  corporate  limits,  but  shall  tax  the  corporation  of  Lewes  only 
for  the  privilege  of  venting  the  water  from  said  town  into  said 
ditch  companies'  ditches  or  canals.

That  the   Mayor  of  siiid  town  in  hearing  the  ^^.J^gnw'foT 
cases  which  may  come  before  him  shall  have  the  power  and  au- vioiaiionK  of 
thority  in  all  violations  of  the  charter  or  ordinances  of  the  town  o«^*>*"«"*^^»* 
of  Lewes  to  impose  in  each  and  every  case  a  fine  not  exceeding 
Ten  dollars  and  shall  have  the  power  and  authority  to  conmiit  all 
offenders  and  violators  of  said  al)Ovc  named  charter  or  ordinances 
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either  to  the  town  lock-up  or  the  public  jail  of  Sussex  County 
according  as  he  may  deem  best  for  the  good  government  of  said 
town  for  a  period  not  exceeding  thirty  days,  or  until  the  said 
fine  and  costs  be  paid.  And  the  Board  of  Conmiissioners  of 
Lewes  shall  pay  for  the  board  (and  conmiitment  fee)  of  all  persons 
committed  to  said  public  jail  of  Sussex  County,  for  violations  of 
the  charter  and  ordinances  of  said  town  at  the  same  rate  as  is 
paid  the  SheriflF  of  said  county  by  the  Levy  Court  for  the  board  of 
prisoners. 

Auditorft  Scctiou  25.     And  be  it  further  enacted  as  aforesaid,  That  it 

shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Mayor  for  the  time  being  and  he  is  re- 
quired to  appoint  annually  not  later  tjian  the  month  of  October 
two  competent  and  suitable  persons,  who  shall  be  residents  in  and 
freeholders  of  said  town  of  Lewes,  auditors  of  the  accounts  of 
said  town  of  Lewes,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  examine  all  the 
accounts  of  said  towTi,  those  of  the  Mayor,  Board  of  Commis- 
sioners, Treasurer  or  any  other  persons  who  have  an  account 
with  said  town,  for  the  current  year  and  to  audit  the  same  ;  the 
said  auditors  shall  on  or  before  the  fifth  day  of  December  next 
ensuing  their  appointment,  publish  a  report  ot  siiid  accounts  so 
examined  and  audited,  in  any  newspaper  published  in  said  town 
of  Lewes.

Section  26.  And  be  it  further  enacted  as  aforesaid,  that  the 
Board  of  Commissioners  of  Lewes  and  their  successors  in  office 
are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  make  such  regulations 
as  they  may  deem  proper  for  the  safetv  of  the  people  of  the  town 
in  relation  to  the  running  at  large  01  dogs  within  the  limits  of 
siiid  town  and  may  enforce  the  same  by  proceedings  before  the 
Mayor,  who  shall  fine  the  guilty  parties,  if  con\dcted  before  him, 
in  a  sum  not  exceeding  Ten  dollars  for  each  and  every  violation 
of  said  regulations.  The  word  ^^dog"  in  this  Section  shall  be  held 
to  include  the  female  as  well  as  the  male.

Section  27.     That  an  Act  entitled  '*An  Act  to  re-incorporate 

the  Town  of  Lewes,''  passed  at  Dover 

and  the  several  acts  amending  the  same 

which  are  inconsistent  with  this  Act,  be  and  the  same  are  hereby 
repealed  and  made  null  and  void,  saving  and  excepting,  however, 
from  the  efifect  of  such  repeal,  and  hereby  expressly  declaring, 
that  all  the  ordinances  of  the  town  of  Lewes  heretofore  enacted  or 
adopted,  and  now  in  force  in  pursuance  of  any  law  of  this  State, 
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shall  continue  in  full  force  and  effect  until  repealed,  altered  or 
amended  by  the  Board  of  Commissioners  of  said  town  ;  that  all 
the  acts  and  doings  of  the  Board  of  Commissioners  of  said  town 
or  of  any  officer  of  said  town,  lawfully  done  or  performed  under 
the  provisions  of  any  law  of  this  State,  or  of  any  ordinance  of 
the  Board  of  Commissioners  of  said  town,  are  hereby  ratified  and 
confirmed ;  that  all  debts,  fines  and  penalties  and  forfeiture?  due 
said  town  of  Lewes,  and  all  debts  due  from  said  town  of  Lewes 
to  any  person  or  persons  whatsoever,  or  to  any  corporations,  are 
hereby  declared  to  be  unaffected  and  unimpaired. by  this  repeal, 
and  all  the  laws  of  this  State  for  the  collection  and  enforcement 
thereof  shall  continue  in  full  force  and  effect  until  the  same  shall 
be  fully  paid  and  discharged  ;  that  all  the  powers  now  conferred 
by  law  upon  the  treasurer  for  the  collection  and  enforcement  of 
all  taxes  in  said  town  heretofore  assessed  and  uncollected  shall 
continue  in  full  force  and  effect  until  the  said  taxes  shall  be  fully 
collected  and  paid  ;  that  the  official  bond  of  the  treasurer  of  said 
town  shall  not  be  affected  or  impaired  by  this  repeal,  and  that  he 
and  his  sureties  therein  shall  continue  liable  for  any  breaches  of 
any  of  the  conditions  of  the  said  bond  ;  that  all  proceedings  here- 
tofore commenced  for  the  collection  of  any  penalty,  fine,  forfeit- 
ure or  debt  due  said  town,  under  any  law  or  ordinance,  shall  not 
be  affected  or  impaired  by  this  repeal,  but  the  same  may  be  prose- 
cuted to  judgment  and  execution  until  the  same  be  fully  paid, 
liquidated  and  discharged. 

Section  28.     That  this  Act  shall  be  deemed  and  taken  to  be 
a  public  Act.

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CHAPTER  200 


OF  CITIES   AND  TOWNS. 


An  Act  to  re-incorporate  the  Commissioners  of  Rehoboth. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  Hoiise  of  Representatives  of  the  State  of 
Delaware  in  General  Assembly  met,  (two-thirds  of  the  members  of 
ea/:h  branch  thereof  concurring  therein) :

Section  i.  That  all  the  lands  lying  and  situated  within  the 
limits  of  what  was  formerly  the  limits  of  what  was  formerly  the 
Rehoboth  Beach  Association,  situated  in  Lewes  and  Rehoboth 
Hundred,  Sussex  County  and  State  of  Delaware,  shall  be  known 
as  The  Town  of  Rehoboth  and  by  that  name  shall  hereafter  be 
called  and  designated. 


Create  a  cor- 
porate body 


Section  2.  That  the  Commissioners  of  Rehoboth  now  in 
office  and  their  successors  hereafter  chosen  under  the  provisions 
of  this  Act,  shall  be  a  body  politic  and  corporate  in  fact  and  in 
law,  by  name,  style  and  title  of  The  Commissioners  of  Rehoboth 
and  by  that  name  may  sue  and  be  sued,  implead  and  be  implead- 
ed in  all  courts  of  law  or  equity  in  this  State  and  elsewhere,  and 
shall  have  power  to  make  and  use  a  common  seal  and  alter  and 
renew  the  same  at  pleasure,  and  for  the  purposes  of  this  Act  re- 
new the  same  at  pleasure,  and  for  the  purposes  of  this  Act  herein- 
after set  forth  to  take,  hold,  receive  and  enjoy  any  lands,  tene- 
ments and  hereditaments  in  fee  simple  or  otherwise,  and  also 
goods,  chattels,  rights  and  credits,  and  to  alien,  grant  and  dis- 
pose of  the  same  in  such  manner  as  they  may  deem  expedient 
and  proper  for  the  purposes  hereinafter  expressed ;  and  also 
to  appoint  such  officers  and  agents  as  shall  be  deemed  necessary 
or  convenient  for  the  management  of  the  affairs  of  said  Town ; 
to  fix  and  determine  the  compensation  of  such  officers  and  agents, 
and  generally  to  do  all  such  acts  and  things  as  are  or  shall  be 
necessary  to  carry  into  effect  the  provisions  of  this  Aft,  and  to 
provide  for  the  welfare  of  the  town  and  the  maintenance  of  a 
permanent  seaside  resort,  furnish  the  proper  conveniences  and  at- 
tractions requisite  to  the  success  of  the  same ;  provided  that  noth- 
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in^  in  this  Act  shall  be  construed  as  conferring  any  banking 
power. 

Section  3.     That  the  Commissioners  of  Rehoboth  shall  con-  ^^"^emhSrs 
sist  of  seven   members,  to  be  chosen  as  hereinafter  provided,  of ' 
The  Commissioners  of  Rehoboth  and  other  oflScers  now  serving 
shall  continue  in  office  until  the  expiration  of  the  term  for  which 
they  were  elected  or  appointed  and  until  their  successors  are 
chosen 

Section  4.     That  on  the  last  Saturday  of  July  in  each  and  Election 
every  year,  election  shall  be  held  in  the  said  Town  of  Rehoboth 
at  the  usual  place  of  voting  or  at  such  place  as  may  be  designated  commission- 
by  the  Commissioners,  between  the  hours  of  one  o'clock  and  fourc" 
o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  at  which  election  the  voters  of  the  town 
qualified  as  hereinafter  provided,  shall  elect  successors  to  the 
Commissioners  whose  term  of  office  shall  then  expire,  to  serve  Term^  of 
the  term  of  three  years,  that  is  to  say.  until  the  annual  election  °'''*^^ 
three  years  thereafter  and  until  their  successors  shall  be  elected, 
qualified  as  aforesaid.     Shall  also  elect  three  auditors  of  accounts  Auditors 
to  serve  for  one  year  and  until  their  successors  are  elected.   The 
said  voters  shall  in  like  manner  elect  a  Commissiofter  or  Commis- 
sioners to  serve  for  the  unexpired  term  or  terms  of  any  Commis- 
sioner or  Commissioners,  whose  office  shall  have  been  rendered 
vacant  in  any  manner  whatsoever.     Shall  also  elect  from  among 
the  freeholders  of  Rehoboth  two  judges  to  serve  as  such  at  the 
next  annual  election.     Each  Commissioner  shall  be  at  the  time  of  Jj^jy^J*" 
his  election  and  during  his  term  of  office  a  freeholder  of  the  town 
and  his  ceasing  to  be  a  freeholder  durins:  his  term  shall  ipso  facto 
vacate  his  office.     In  the  event  of  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  a  Com-  vacancy 
missioner  during  his  term  of  office  the  Board  of  Commissioners 
or  a  majority  of  them  for  the  time  being  shall  appoint  some  free- 
holder of  the  town  to  fill  such  vacancy  until  the  next  annual  elec- 
tion.    It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  Commissioners  at  least  twenty 
days  before  the  day  of  holding  any  such  election  to  give  public 
notice  of  the  fact  by  not  less  than  five  printed  notices  posted  in 
five  or  more  of  the  most  conspicuous  places  in  said  town,  but 
failure  to  do  so  will  not  prevent  said  election  from  being  held,  but 
shall  render  the  commissioners  then  in  office  ineligible  for  re- 
election at  the  next  election  at  which  they  would  be  voted  for. 
At  all  annual  elections  a  plurality  of  votes  shall  elect. 

Section  5.     The  ^aid  election  shall  be  held  by  the  president Sw*''"'  *'°'' 
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of  the  Commissioners,  who  shall  act  as  inspector,  and  by  two 
judges,  who  shall  be  elected  from  among  the  freeholders  at  the 
annual  election  preceding ;  but  if  one  or  more  of  the  said  judges 
be  not  present  the  President  may  appoint  one  or  two,  as  may  be 
necessary,  from  among  the  freeholders  who  are  present  to  act  as 
judg:e  or  judges  for  that  election.  The  judges  for  the  election  to 
be  held  in  1901  shall  be  chosen  as  heretofore.  The  said  persons 
so  chosen  shall  be  judges  of  said  electior  a  id  s-hall  decide  legalty 
of  the  voters  offered  and  all  other  manners  of  dispute.  The  said 
president  shall  act  as  inspector  of  the  election  and  shall  receive 
and  deposit  in  a  box  provided  for  that  purpose  the  votes  cast  at 
such  election,  and  whenever  the  said  judges  are  unable  to  agree 
concerning  any  matter  of  dispute  the  said  president  shall  decide 
the  same  when  any  such  election  shall  be  closed.  The  said  officers 
shall  publicly  ascertain  the  results  of  the  same  and  certify  thereto 
on  the  book  of  the  Commissioners  kept  for  that  purpose  ;  (if)  the 
services  of  the  president  cannot  be  procured,  then  the  persons 
present  and  entitled  to  vote  may  proceed  and  elect  any  freeholder 
of  said  town  who  may  be  present,  in  his  stead.

Section  6.  The  Commissioners  of  Rehoboth  at  the  first 
meeting  after  each  election  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  may  be,  shall 
choose  a  president  and  secretary  from  their  own  number,  to  serve 
until  the  first  meeting  of  the  Commissioners  after  the  next  an- 
nual election.  They  shall  also  choose  an  as«^istant  secretary  to 
serve  as  aforesaid.  The  assistant  secretary,  who  may  or  may  not 
be  chosen  by  the  Commissioners  from  among  their  own  number, 
shall  receive  such  compensation  for  his  services  as  the  Commis- 
sioners shall  determine.  The  said  Commissioners  shall  also  ap- 
point a  Treasurer  for  said  town,  who  shall  be  a  substantial  free- 
holder of  Lewes  and  Rehoboth  Hundred  or  a  corporation  doing 
business  in  said  Hundred.  The  said  Treasurer  shall  give  such 
bond  as  shall  be  determined  and  approved  by  said  Commission- 
ers. The  said  Commissioners  shall  appoint  a  collector  to  collect 
the  taxes  that  shall  be  assessed  during  the  current  \  ear.  The  said 
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collector  shall  be  a  permanent  resident  of  Lewes  and  Rehoboth 
Hundred.  If  a  vacancy  shall  occur  in  the  office  of  collector  the  vacancy 
Commissioners  shall  appoint  some  person  qualified  as  aforesaid 
to  collect  the  uncollected  taxes,  and  if  a  vacancy  shall  occur  in 
the  office  of  any  officer  appointed  by  the  Commissioners,  the  said 
Commissioners  shall  fill  such  vacancy  for  the  unexpired  term. 
It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  president  to  preside  at  the  meet- 
ings of  the  said  Commissioners  and  to  have  the  general  supervis- 
ion of  the  affairs  of  said  Rehoboth  and  of  the  persons  who  may 
be  employed  by  the  said  Commissioners;  to  receive  the  com- x)utie8 of 
plaints  of  nuisances  and  violation  of  laws  and  ordinances  and  pre-  officers 
sent  the  same  to  the  said  Commissioners  .at  their  next  meeting 
for  their  action;  he  shall  sign  all  warrants  on  the  treasurer  for  the 
payment  of  any  moneys  ,and  shall  perform  such  other  duties  a> 
may  be  prescribed  by  any  ordinance  or  the  by-laws  adopted  by 
said  Commissioners.  The  duties  of  said  secretary  shall  be  such  as 
are  prescribed  by  the  by-laws,  but  in  conjunction  with  the  said 
treasurer,  an  annual  report  of  the  financial  condition  of  said  town 
shall  be  prepared,  showing  the  receipts  and  expenditures,  and 
submitted  to  the  said  Commissioners,  which  said  report  shall  be 
open  to  the  inspection  of  any  freeholder  of  said  town.

The  said  Commissioners  shall  provide  for  regular  ReKuiar  and 
and  special  meetings  of  the  Board  and  shall  prescribe  the  time  ingK  "  "^^ 
and  place  of  such  meetings,  and  the  manner  of  calling:  the  same, 
provided  that  there  shall  be  a  stated  meeting  of  the  Commission- 
ers on  the  first  Saturday  in  June,  July,  August  and  September  of 
each  year  from  one  o'clock  to  three  o'clock  in  the  afternoon.  All 
meetings  of  the  Board  during  the  months  of  June,  July,  August 
and  September  shall  be  held  at  Rehoboth.  During  the  remainder 
of  the  year  meetings  may  be  held  at  Rehoboth,  the  City  of  Wil- 
mington, in  this  State,  or  the  City  of  Baltimore,  Maryland;  the 
Commissioners  shall  each  receive  one  dollar  for  each  day's  at- 
tendance at  a  regular  or  special  meeting  of  the  Board.  They  shall 
a!so  be  paid  their  actual  traveling  and  hotel  expenses  for  attend- 
ance at  any  regular  or  special  meeting  held  in  Wilmington  or 
Baltimore.  The  auditors  of  accounts  shall  receive  one  dollar 
each  for  their  services  if  performed  at  Rehoboth,  and  actual  trav- 
eling and  hotel  expenses  in  addition  if  performed  in  Wilmington 
or  Baltimore.

Section  8.  That  the  unsold  real  estate  within  the  limits  of 
said  Rehoboth  shall  continue  to  be  vested  in  the  Commissioners 
of  said  town,  subject,  however,  to  the  lines  thereon  already  exist- 
ing, and  the  said  Commissioners  shall  control  and  take  charge 
of  the  same,  and  are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  sell 
and  dispose  of  the  said  unsold  real  estate  in  such  manner  and 
upon  such  terms  as  they  may  deem  advisable  and  advantageous, 
and  to  execute  a  good  and  sufHcient  deed  or  deeds  in  fee  simple 
to  the  purchaser  or  purchasers  for  the  same. 

Section  9.  That  the  said  Commissioners  of  Rehoboth  for 
the  good  government  and  welfare  of  said  town,  shall  have  power 
to  make,  establish,  publish  and  modify,  amend  or  repeal  ordi- 
nances, rules,  regulations  and  by-laws  for  the  following  purposes: 
To  prevent  vice,  drunkenness  and  immorality;  to  preserve  peace 
and  good  order;  to  prevent  and  quell  riots,  disturbances,  and 
disorderly  assemblages;  to  restrain  and  suppress  disorderly  and 
gaming  houses,  and  houses  of  ill  fame;  all  instruments  and  de- 
vices for  gaming;  and  to  prohibit  all  gaming  and  fraudulent  de- 
vices; to  prohibit,  restrain  and  regulate  all  sports,  exhibitions  of 
natural  or  artificial  curiosities,  caravans  of  animals,  theatrical  ex- 
hibitions,, circuses  or  other  public  performances  and  exhibitions 
for  money,  and  fix  the  sum  to  be  paid  for  such  licenses  to  the 
town;  to  ascertain  and  establish  the  boundaries  of  all  streets, 
avenues,  highways,  lanes  and  alleys  in  said  town  and  the  beach 
or  beach  strand  in  or  contiguous  to  said  town,  and  prevent  and 
remove  all  encroachments  on  said  streets,  avenues,  highways, 
lanes,  alleys,  beach  or  beach  strand;  To  regulate,  clean  and  keej^ 
in  repair  the  streets,  highways,  lanes  and  alleys,  wharves  and 
docks  in  said  town,  and  to  prevent  and  remove  obstructions  jnd 
incumbrances  in  and  upon  all  streets,  highways,  sidewalks,  cross- 
walks, sewers,  drains,  aqueducts,  water  courses,  wharves  or  dock^ 
in  any  manner  whatsoever;  to  prescribe  the  manner  in  which  cor- 
porations or  persons  shall  exercise  any  privikge  granted  to  them 
in  the  use  of  any  street,  avenue,  highway,  or  alley  in  said  town, 
or  in  digging  up  any  street,  avenue,  highway  or  alley  for  the  pur- 
pose of  laying  down  pipes,  or  any  other  purpose  whatsoever,  ri'-.l 
to  prohibit  and  prevent  any  such  use  or  work  at  such  times  and 
seasons  of  the  year  as  they  may  designate;  to  direct  and  regulate 
the  planting,  rearing,  trimming  and  preserving  of  ornamental 
shade  trees  in  the  streets,  avenues,  parks  and  grounds  of  satM 
town,  and  to  authorize  or  prohibit  the  removal  or  destruction  •){ 
such  shade  trees,  and  to  enforce  the  removal  of  snow,  ice  or  dirt 
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from  the  sidewalks  and  gutters  by  the  owner  or  occupants  of  the 
premises  fronting  thereon;  To  level,  grade,  flag  or  re-flag,  curb 
or  re-curb,  gutter  or  re-gutter,  pave  or  repave,  macadamize,  grav- 
el or  shell  the  streets,  highways  and  alleys  of  said  town,  and  the 
sidewalks  and  gutters  thereof,  or  any  of  them,  or  any  parts  or 
sections  of  the  same,  and  to  prescribe  the  manner  in  which  any

first  day  of  the  week,  commonly  called  Sunday,  and  to  regulate  the 
same  at  other  times;  To  regulate,  protect  and  improve  the  public 
grounds  of  said  town;  To  provide  lamps  and  to  light  the  streets 
and  public  places  of  every  description,  in  said  town;  To  make 
and  regulate  wells,  pumps,  aqueducts  and  cisterns  in  the  public 
streets;  To  establish  and  regulate  one  or  more  pounds,  and  to 
Tfstrain  the  running  at  large  of  horses,  cattle,  swine,  goats,  and 
other  animals,  geese  and  other  poultry,  and  to  authorize  the  im- 
pounding and  sale  of  the  same,  for  the  penalty  incurred,  and  the 
cost  of  keeping,  impounding  and  sale;  To  regulate  and  prevent 
the  running  at  large  of  dogs ;  to  authorize  the  destruction  of  dogs 
running  at  large,  and  to  impose  taxes  on  the  owners  of  dogs;  To 
locate,  regulate  and  remove  slaughter  houses  and  hog  pens,  privies 
and  water  closets;  To  prescribe  and  regulate  the  places  of  vend- 
ing or  exposing  for  sale  wood,  hay,  straw,  and  other  articles  from 
wagons  or  other  vehicles;  To  regulate  or  prohibit  any  practice 
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having  a  tendency  to  frighten  animals,  or  to  annoy  persons  passing 
in  the  streets,  or  on  the  sidewalks  in  said  town;  To  restrain  drunk- 
ards, vagrants,  mendicants  and  street  beggars;  To  prescribe  the 
manner  in  which  all  contracts  for  performing  work  or  furnishing 
materials  for  the  town  shall  be  made  and  executed ;  To  abate  or 
remove  nuisances  of  every  kind,  at  the  expense  of  those  main- 
taining the  same  and  to  compel  the  owner  or  occupant  of  lot, 
house,  building,  shed,  cellar,  or  place  wherein  may  be  carried  on 
any  business  or  calling,  or  in  or  upon  which  there  may  exist,  any 
matter  or  thing,  which  is  or  may  be  detrimental  in  the  opinion  of 
the  Commissioners  or  local  board  of  health,  to  the  health  of  the 
inhabitants  of  the  town,  to  cleanse,  remove  or  abate  the  same, 
under  the  directions  of  the  Commissioners,  as  often  as  the  said 
Commissioners  or  local  board  of  health  may  deem  necessary  for 
the  health  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  town;  or  in  a  summary  manner 
to  cause  the  same  to  be  done  at  the  expense  and  proper  cost  of 
such  owner  or  occupant ;  and  such  owner  or  occupant  is  hereby 
expressly  made  liable  for  said  cost  and  expenses,  to  be  collected 
in  such  m.anner  as  the  Commissioners  may  by  ordinance  direct, 
from  such  owner  or  occupant,  in  addition  to  any  fine  or  penalty, 
to  which  he  or  she  may  be  liable  for  maintaining  the  said  nui- 
sance. To  regulate  and  control  the  manner  of  building  or  re- 
moval of  dwelling  houses  or  other  buildings  and  to  provide  for 
granting  permits  for  the  same.  To  establish  a  building  Hne  lor 
buildings  hereafter  to  be  erected;  provided  that  such  building 
line  shall  not  be  established  more  than  ten  feet  back  from  the 
front  line  of  the  lots.  To  prohibit  within  certain  limits,  to  be 
from  time  to  time  prescribed  by  ordinance,  the  building  or  erect- 
ing of  stables;  to  regulate  the  construction  of  chimneys,  to  com- 
pel the  sweeping  thereof,  to  prevent  the  setting  up  or  construc- 
tion of  furnaces,  stoves,  boilers,  ovens  or  other  things  in  such 
manner  as  to  be  dangerous;  to  prohibit  the  deposit  of  ashes  in 
unsafe  places,  to  authorize  any  town  officer  or  constable  or  per- 
son whom  they  may  designate  for  that  purpose,  to  enter  upon 
and  inspect  any  place  or  places  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining 
whether  the  same  is  or  are  in  a  safe  condition,  and  if  not,  to  direct 
or  cause  the  same  to  be  made  so;  to  regulate  or  prohibit  the  car- 
rying on  of  manufactories  dangerous  in  causing  or  promclhig 
fires;  to  regulate  or  prohibit  the  manufacture,  sale  or  use  of  fire- 
works, and  the  use  of  firearms  in  said  town ;  to  regulate  or  pro- 
hibit the  use  of  candles  and  lights  in  bams,  stables  and  other 
buildings.     To  establish,  regulate  and  control  a  suitable  sewer 
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and  drainage  system  for  said  town;  "Provided,  however,  that  the 
Commissioners  shall  not  have  authority  to  bond  the  town  for  this 
or  any  other  purpose  without  an  act  of  the  General  Assembly 
and  a  majority  vote  of  the  freeholders  authorizing  the  same." 
To  regulate  or  prohibit  swimming  or  bathing  in  the  ocean  or  in 
the  waters  within  the  limits  of  the  town;  To  make  and  establish 
such  other  ordinances,  regulations,  rules  and  by-laws,  not  con- 
trary to  the  laws  of  the  State  or  of  the  United  States,  as  they, 
the  said  Commissioners,  may  deem  necessary  to  carry  into  effect 
the  powers  and  duties  conferred  and  imposed  upon  them  by  this 
Act  or  any  other  law  of  this  State,  and  such  also  as  they  may 
deem  necessary  and  proper  for  the  good  government,  order,  pro- 
tection of  persons  and  property,  and  for  the  preservation  of  the 
public  health  and  property  of  said  town  and  its  inhabitants. 

Section  lo.  The  said  Commissioners  may  fix  and  prescribe  Fines  and 
fines  and  penalties  not  over  Twenty  dollars,  for  the  violation  of 
any  authorized  town  ordinance  and  any  person  violating  any 
such  ordinance,  shall  upon  conviction  of  the  offense  before  the 
Alderman  or  any  Justice  of  the  Peace  within  the  county,  be  fined 
the  amount  so  prescribed,  and  upon  failure  to  pay  such  fine,  be 
committed  to  the  town  lock-up  or  county  jail  for  not  more  than 
five  days.  All  fines  and  penalties  when  collected  shall  be  paid  to 
the  treasurer  of  the  town. 

Section  ii.  That  the  Commissioners  of  Rehoboth  are  au- pavemenu, 
thorized  upon  the  written  petition  of  five  freeholders  of  the  said  ^^ 
town  of  Rehoboth  to  notify  and  direct,  in  writing,  the  owner  or 
owners  of  any  house  or  land  in  said  town  before,  along,  in  front 
of,  or  adjoining  which  they,  the  Commissioners,  deem  proper 
that  a  pavement  should  be  made,  to  curb  and  lay  a  pavement,  or 
either,  of  such  material  and  of  such  length  and  width  as  the  said 
Commissioners  shall  specify.  Notice  to  one  joint  owner  shall  be 
notice  to  all,  and  in  case  the  owner  shall  not  reside  in  the  town 
ar  the  time,  notice  to  the  occupant  or  tenant  shall  be  deemed  to 
be  a  sufficient  notice.  If  there  be  no  occupant  or  tenant  residing 
in  the  town  at  the  time,  such  notice  may  be  sent  by  mail  to  the 
owner,  directed  to  him  or  her  at  the  postoffice  nearest  hie  or  hei 
residence.  If  such  owner  shall  neglect  or  refuse,  for  the  space 
of  three  months,  after  being  directed  as  aforesaid,  to  lay  such 
pavement  and  curb,  or  either,  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the 
said  Commissioners  to  cause  such  pavement  and  curb,  or  either, 
to  be  made  and  to  recover  the  cost  of  making  the  same  by  the 
distress  and  sale  of  any  goods  and  chattels,  lands  and  tenements 
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belonging  to  siich  owner  within  the  limits  of  said  town;  and  for 
this  purpose  the  said  Commissioners  of  Rehoboth  shall  issue  a 
warrant  under  the  seal  of  the  corporation,  directed  to  the  treas- 
urer of  the  town  commanding  him  that  of  the  goods  and  chattels, 
lands  and  tenements  of  such  owner  he  shall  cause  to  be  levied 
and  made  the  amount  of  the  said  cost  of  pavement  and  curbing. 
In  collecting  the  said  amount  the  said  treasurer  shall  have  all  the 
powers  of  a  collector  of  county  taxes. 

The  claim  for  the  cost  of  paving  and  curbing,  or  either,  shall 
be  a  lien  on  the  premises  in  front  of,  along  or  adjoining  which 
the  work  was  done,  and  shall  have  priority  over  any  lien,  incum- 
brance, or  conveyance  suffered  or  made  by  such  owner  after  the 
completion  of  such  improvement.  If  any  pavement  or  curb  made 
prior  to  the  passage  of  this  Act  shall  be  deemed  by  the  said  Com- 
missioners to  be  insufficient,  they,  the  said  Commissioners,  shall 
have  power  to  direct  in  writing  the  owner  or  owners  in  front  of, 
along  or  adjoining  whose  premises  the  same  is  laid,  to  make  a 
sufficient  pavement  or  curb,  or  both,  and  upon  neglect  or  refusal 
so  to  do,  the  said  Commissioners  shall  cause  the  same  to  be  done, 
and  recover  the  costs  of  so  doing  in  like  manner  as  above  pre- 
scribed in  case  of  new  pavements.  If  the  premises  in  front  of, 
along  or  adjoining  which  a  pavement  or  curbing  is  directed  to  be 
laid,  are  held  or  owned  by  a  tenant  for  life,  the  expenses  incurred 
as  aforesaid  shall  be  paid  by  the  owner  or  owners  of  the  reversion 
in  fee.  Whenever  a  pavement  or  curb  shall  be  laid  by  the 
before  or  in  front  of,  along,  or  adjoining  his  house  or  land,  pur- 
suant to  the  direction  of  the  Commissioners,  the  said  Commis- 
sioners may  if  they  deem  it  proper  and  are  satisfied  that  the  work 
has  been  done  according  to  their  specifications,  allow  to  such 
owner,  out  of  the  funds  of  the  town,  a  sym  not  exceeding  one- 
third  of  the  cost  of  said  pavement  and  curbing. 

To  levy  tax  Section  12.    That  the  Commissioners  of  said  Rehobbth  be 

and  they  are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered,  for  the  purpose 
of  improvement  and  current  expenses  only,  to  levy  and  collect 
a  tax,  not  exceeding  Twenty-five  hundred  dollars  ($2500)  in  any 
one  year  on  all  the  real  estate  within  the  limits  of  said  corpora- 
tion, except  land  of  said  town.  All  taxes  shall  be  levied,  assessed 
and  raised  on  the  real  estate  in  just  and  equal  proportions.  Pro- 
vided, however,  that  nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  construed 
to  repeal  or  modify  the  provisions  of  Section  3  of  Chapter  767  of 
Volume  19  of  the  Laws  of  Delaware  as  amended  by  Chapter  no 
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of  Volume  20  of  said  Laws,  exempting  certain  buildings  and  im- 
provements from  taxation. 

Section  13.  That  the  said  Commissioners  after  having  as-  AHswBment 
certained  the  sum  necessary  to  be  raised  on  the  said  town  for 
each  year  for  the  purposes  mentioned  in  this  Act,  shall  make  a 
true,  just  and  impartial  valuation  or  assessment  of  the  real  estate 
within  said  town,  except  as  hereinbefore  exempted,  and  shall  as 
soon  as  possible,  cause  a  full  and  complete  transcript  of  said  as- 
sessment, containing  the  amount  assessed  to  each  freeholder,  to 
be  hung  up  in  a  public  place  in  said  town,  there  to  remain  for  the 
space  of  ten  days  for  public  inspection.  The  said  Commissioners 
shall,  within  three  days  after  the  expiration  of  the  said  ten  days, 
hold  a  court  of  appeal,  which  shall  continue  open  from  2  o'clock  Appeal 
P.  M.  to  5  o'clock  P.  M.  of  the  said  day,  when  tney  shall  hear  ap- 
peals from  said  assessments.  Notice  of  the  hanging  up  of  the  list 
and  also  at  the  same  time  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  hearing 
appeals  shall  be  given  by  notices  posted  in  at  least  five  public 
places  in  said  town.  The  decision  of  the  said  Commissioners  upon 
any  appeal  shall  be  final  and  conclusive.  No  Commissioner  shall 
sit  upon  his  own  appeal,  but  the  same  shall  be  heard  and  deter- 
mined by  the  others.  After  the  valuation  and  assessment  shall 
be  examined  and  adjudged  by  the  said  Commissioners,  all  taxes 
shall  be  levied,  assessed  and  raised  on  the  real  estate  thus  valued 
and  assessed  in  j-ust  and  equal  proportions.  The  said  Commis- 
sioners, before  commencing  to  make  said  assessment,  shall  be 
sworn  or  affirmed,  by  some  person  authorized  by  the  law  ol  this 
State  to  administer  oaths,  diligently,  faithfully,  and  impartially  to 
perform  the  duties  herein  imposed  to  the  best  of  their  ability, 
knowledge  and  judgment. 

Section  14.  That  the  said  Commissioners,  after  having  re- 
vised and  completed  the  said  assessment  as  aforesaid,  and  ascer- 
tained and  determined,  according  to  their  best  judgment  the 
amount  necessary  and  proper  to  be  assessed  to  each  freeholder 
of  said  town,  and  also  the  tax  levied  on  the  whole  valuation  and 
assessment,  and  the  rate  per  hundred  dollars,  they,  or  a  majority 
of  them,  shall  sign  said  perfected  list  and  immediately  place  the 
same  or  a  duplicate  thereof  in  the  hands  of  the  said  collector,  who 
shall  at  once  proceed  to  collect  the  taxes  mentioned  and  contain- 
ed in  said  list,  and  in  collecting  the  same  shall  have  the  same  taxes 
powers  as  are  given  by  law  to  the  collector  of  the  county  taxes 
in  the  collection  of  said  taxes  the  said  collector  shall  deduct  five 
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per  cent,  from  the  amount  of  the  tax  assessed  against  the  person 
or  property  of  any  one  who  will  pay  such  tax  by  the  first  day  of 
September  in  any  year  following  the  assessment  of  the  said  tax. 
and  shall  deduct  four  per  cent,  from  the  amount  of  tax  assessed 
against  the  person  or  property  of  any  one  who  will  pay  such  tax 
by  the  first  day  of  October  in  any  year  following  the  assessment 
of  said  tax.  The  said  collector  before  entering  upon  the  duties 
of  his  office  shall  give  bond  with  sufficient  surety  to  vhe  said  Com- 
missioners, to  be  approved  by  them,  in  a  sum  at  least  double 'the 
amount  of  the  list  or  duplicate  of  taxes  placed  in  his  hands,  condi- 
tioned for  the  faithful  discharge  of  the  trusts  imposed  in  him 
and  for  the  collection  of  all  taxes  committed  to  him  and  for  the 
payment  by  him  of  the  amount  of  all  such  taxes,  excepting  only 
so  far  as  allowances  shall  be  made  to  him  by  the  said  Commis- 
sioners for  delinquencies,  commissions  or  otherwise,  to  the  offi- 
cer or  officers  authorized  or  appointed  by  the  said  Commissioners 
for  the  purpose,  at  such  times  as  the  Commissioners  shall  appoint. 
The  said  collector  shall  receive  such  reasonable  compensation  or 
commissions  for  his  services  as  shall  be  determined  by  the  said 
Commissioners. 


Duty  of  Audi-  Section  15.     It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  auditors  of  said  town 

*®"  to  meet  the  Commissioners  and  treasurer  on  the  second  Monday 

in  July,  annually,  and  then  and  there  to  audit  and  examine  the 
accounts^  vouchers,  and  books  of  the  said  Commissioners,  and 
treasurer  and  collector,  and  record  the  result  of  said  exaniinatioat 
in  a  book  to  be  furnished  by  the  said  Commissioners  for  that 
purpose,  and  shall  make  and  exhibit  a  report  of  the  financial  condi- 
tion and  status  of  said  town,  to  be  hung  up  in  some  public  place 
in  said  town  within  ten  days  after  said  meeting. 

Alderman  Section  '16.     The  said  Commissioners  at  the  meeting  next 

after  each  annual  election,  as  hereinbefore  provided  for,  or  as 
soon  thereafter  as  convenient,  shall  elect  some  suitable  person 
to  be  Alderman  of  Rehoboth,  who  may  or  may  not  be  a  Justice 
of  the  Peace  resident  in  said  town,  to  serve  as  such  for  one  year, 
or  until  his  successor  shall  be  duly  elected,  subject,  however,  to 
be  removed  from  office  at  any  time  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  all 
the  said  Commissioners.  Before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  this 
office  he  shall  be  sworn  or  affirmed,  by  the  president  or  by  any 
one.  of  the  Commissioners,  to  perform  the  duties  of  his  office 
honestly,  faithfully  and  diligently.    It  shall  be  his  duty  to  execute 
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all  laws  enacted  for  the  government  of  said  town  of  Rehobotb 
and  to  carry  into  effect  all  the  orders,  and  directions  of  the  said 
Commissioners  made  in  pursuance  of  any  law  of  this  State  or  of 
any  ordinance  that  the  saM  Commissioners  may  legally  make  and 
establish. 

He  shall  have  all  the  powers  of  ajustice  of  the  Peace  ^^ithin  Powers  of 
the  said  town,  and  shall  have  jurisdiction  and  cognizance  of  all 
breaches  of  the  peace  and  other  offenses  in  said  town  of  Reho- 
both,  so  far  as  to  arrest  and  hold  to  bail,  or  fine  and  imprison  of- 
fenders, and  also  of  all  fines,  forefeitures  and  penalties  which  may 
be  prescribed  by  any  law  of  this  State  or  by  any  ordinance  of  the 
said  Commissioners  regularly  passed  and  established  for  the  gov- 
ernment of  the  town;  provided  that  he  shall  not  impose  any  fine 
exceeding  Twenty  dollars,  or  have  jurisdiction  in  civil  matters  ex- 
ceeding One  hundred  dollars,  exclusive  of  cost. 

His  fees  for  any  service  under  this  section  shall  be  the  same  Fees 
as  those  of  a  Justice  of  the  Peace  for  a  like  service,  and  for  any 
service  or  duty  for  which  no  fee  may  be  provided  by  law  the  fee 
may  be  established  by  ordinance  of  the  Commissioners. 

If  any  vacancy  shall  occur  in  the  oflftce  of  Alderman  of  Re-  vacanev  in 
hoboth  by  death,  resignation,  removal  from  office  or  otherwise,**  ^^ 
such  vacancy  may  be  supplied  by  the  Commissioners  at  any  meet- 
ing thereof  for  the  residue  of  the  term.  At  the  expiration  or 
other  termination  of  his  term  of  office,  within  nvo  days  after  the 
election  of  his  successor,  all  the  books  and  papers  belonging  to 
his  office,  and  shall  pay  over  to  the  treasurer  all  moneys  in  his 
hands  belonging  to  the  said  town  of  Rehoboth  within  five  days 
after  the  expiration  or  other  termination  of  his  term  of  office. 

Upon  his  neglect  or  failure  to  deliver  to  his  successor  in  Neglect  to 
office,  within  the  time  aforesaid,  all  the  books  and  papers  belong- 
ing to  his  office,  or  upon  his  neglect  or  failure  to  pay  over  to  the 
treasurer  within  the  time  aforesaid,  all  moneys  belonging  to  the 
town  of  Rehoboth,  he  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor, 
and  upon  conviction  thereof,  by  indictment,  shall  be  fined  not  penalty 
less  than  Twenty  nor  more  than  One  hundred  dollars.  The  Al- 
derman shall  report  to  the  Commissioners  all  fines  and  penalt-e; 
and  pay  the  same  to  the  treasurer  at  such  times  as  the  Commis- 
sioners may  order  or  direct. 

The  said  Commissioners  may  appoint  such  number  of  local  comtabien 
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constables  as  shall  be  deemed  necessary,  who  shall  constitute 
the  town  police. 

Look-up  And  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  said  Commissioners 

to  keep  and  maintain  a  suitable  place  as  a  lock-up  or  jail  for  the 
use  of  said  town  of  Rehoboth,  and  the  Alderman  or  Justice  of  the 
Peace  acting  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  or  carrying  into 
effect  any  judgment  or  sentence  pronounced  under  its  authority 
or  by  virtue  of  any  ordinance  or  regulation  adopted  by  virtue  of 
the  power  conferred  by  this  Act  may  commit  to  the  lock-up  or 
jail  for  any  time  not  exceeding  five  days. 

Oontroiof  Section  17.    That  the  said  Commissioners,  or  a  majority  of 

them,  shall  have  the  authority  to  use  the  money  in  the  treasury'  of 
said  tdwn,  for  the  general  improvement,  benefit  and  ornament  of 
said  town,  as  they,  or  a  majority  of  them,  may  deem  advisable 
and  proper,  but  the  said  treasurer  shall  pay  out  no  money  except 
upon  the  written  order  of  the  Commissioners  or  a  majority  of 
them.  If  any  person  or  persons  shall  willfully  cut  and  tear  down 
any  wire  or  wire  fence  belonging  to  the  said  town  of  Rehoboth, 
or  shall  maliciously  injure  or  destroy  any  of  the  property  of  the 
said  town,  he  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  upon 
conviction  thereof  shall  be  fined  not  less  than  Ten  nor  more  than 
One  hundred  dollars. 

Section  18.  This  act  shall  not  be  construed  to  repeal  any 
former  acts  in  relation  to  the  town  or  Commissioners  of  Rehoboth 
unless  the  same  are  manifestly  inconsistent  with  this  Act;  and  all 
existing  by-laws,  ordinances,  rules,  regulations  and  resolutions 
of  the  Commissioners  of  Rehoboth  not  inconsistent  with  the  pro- 
visions of  this  Act  shall  remain  in  force  until  repealed  or  modified 
by  the  Commissioners  of  Rehoboth.

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or  any  other  matter  dangerous  to  the  town,  and  if  adjudged  dan- 
gerous to  require  and  compel  it  to  be  repaired,  remedied  or  re- 
moved. To  prevent  or  remove  nuisances  therein,  to  prohibit  the 
firing  of  guns  or  pistols,  the  making  of  bonfires  or  setting  off 
fireworks  or  any  dangerous  sport  or  practice,  and  to  prevent  or 
suppress  any  noisy  or  turbulent  assemblages  of  negroes,  boys  or 
other  persons  within  the  town  and  generally  they  shall  have  all 
the  powers  which  by  any  law  of  this  State  are  conferred  on  the 
Commissioners  of  the  Town  of  Dover.

Section  3.  Be  it  further  enacted  as  aforesaid  that  the  Com-

The  said  elecLion  n:ay  be  held  by  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  Town  Council  or  any  voter  and  two  citizens  chosen 
by  the  people  present  entitled  to  a  vote  who  shall  be  judges  of 
said  election  and  shall  decide  the  legality  of  the  votes  offered. 
They  shall  receive  the  ballots,  ascertain  the  result  and  (certify)  the 
same  on  the  books  of  the  Commissioners.  At  such  election  every 
male  taxable  of  said  town  above  the  age  of  twenty-one  years  and 
who  shall  have  paid  the  town  tax  last  assessed  to  him  shall  be  en- 
titled to  a  vote,  and  the  husbands  of  women  freeholders  in  said 
town  shall  be  entitled  to  a  vote  at  said  election  provided  that 
town  tax  last  assessed  to  them  shall  first  have  been  paid.  At  said 
election  each  person  entitled  to  vote  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote 
at  the  said  election  to  be  held  on  the  first  Saturday  in  March, 
A.  D.  1901,  aforesaid.  Three  of  the  Commissioners  to  be  elected 
shall  serve  for  the  term  of  one  year  or  until  their  successors  shall 
be  elected,  and  two  of  the  Commissioners  to  be  elected  shall  serve 
for  the  term  of  two  years  or  -until  their  successors  shall  be  elected, 
and  at  each  subsequent  annual  election  the  successors  of  the 
Commissioners  whose  term  shall  have  expired  shall  be  chosen 
to  serve  for  the  term  of  two  years  or  until  their  successors  shall 
be  elected,  and  if  any  vacancies  shall  occur  in  said  Board  of  Com- 
missioners by  death,  resignation,  refusal  to  serve  or  otherwise 
of  any  member  thereof  the  remaining  Commissioners  shall  have 
the  power  to  fill  such  vacancy  or  vacancies  until  the  ensuing  an- 
nual election,  at  which  time  said  vancancies  shall  be  filled  by 
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election  of  Commissioners  to  fill  out  the  whole  of  the  unex,pirec] 
terms  of  the  Commissioners  in  whose  stead  they  shall  be  elected. 

Section  4.  Be  it  further  enacted  as  aforesaid  that  there  shall  Meetings 
be  four  stated  meetings  in  every  year  of  the  said  Commissioners, 
viz.:  On  the  second  Wednesday  in  March,  June,  September  and 
December,  at  which  meetings  they  may  pass  all  such  ordinances  ordioancen 
or  rules  for  the  good  government  of  the  said  town,  the  improve- 
ment of  the  streets,  the  paving  or  other  improving  of  the  side- 
walks, the  planting  and  protection  of  ornamental  trees,  the  repairs 
and  making  of  public  pumps  and  for  all  other  matters  relating  to 
the  general  welfare  of  said  town  as  said  Commissioners  may 
deem  proper,  provided  the  same  be  not  repugnant  to  the  Consti- 
tution and  laws  of  the  State  and  of  the  United  States.  By  such 
ordinances  they  may  impose  fines,  penalties  and  forfeitures  and 
provide  for  their  collection,  also  the  President  shall  have  at  the 
request  of  two  or  more  Commissioners  call  a  special  meeting  of 
the  Commissioners  whenever  they  may  deem  such  meeting  neces- 
sary, and  at  such  meeting  they  shall  have  the  right  to  transact 
any  business  that  they  may  have  power  to  transact  at  regular 
meetings.  The  said  Commissioners  shall  at  their  first  meeting 
after  the  election  elect  one  of  their  number  as  President  of  said 
Board,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  preside  at  the  meetings  of  the 
Board,  have  the  general  supervision  of  all  streets  in  said  town 
and  of  the  persons  w^ho  may  be  employed  by  the  Town  Com- 
missioners, receive  complaints  of  nuisance  and  other  complaints 
of  nuisance  and  other  complaints  of  citizens  of  violation  of  the 
laws  and  ordinances  and  present  the  same  to  the  Commissioners 
at  the  first  stated  meeting  for  action,  and  violations  or  infractions 
of  the  laws  or  ordinances  as  require  immediate  action  to  cause 
the  same  to  be  proceeded  on  before  the  alderman.  He  shall 
sign  all  w^arrants  on  the  treasurer  for  the  payment  of  any  moiey 
and  shall  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be  prescribed  by  any 
ordinance  or  ordinances  of  the  Town  Commissioners. 

Section  5.  Be  it  further  enacted  as  aforesaid,  That  the  Com-  Tax 
missioners  herein  named  and  their  successors  in  office  shall,  at 
their  first  stated  meeting  in  every  year,  determine  the  amount  of 
tax  to  be  raised  on  said  town  for  that  year,  not  exceeding  five 
hundred  dollars,  including  tax  on  real  and  personal  property  and 
poll  tax;  and  they  shall  appoint  an  assessor,  who  may  or  may 
not  be  one  of  their  number,  to  make  an  assessment  of  persons 
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and  property  in  said  town ;  and  shall  also  appoint  a  collector  and 
treasurer,  who  may  or  may  not  be  one  of  their  number.

The  collector  and  treasurer  may  be  the  same  person.  It 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  assessor  of  said  town,  within  two  weeks 
from  his  appointment,  to  make  a  true,  just  and  impartial  valua- 
tion and  assessment  of  all  the  real  estate  and  assessable  personal 
property  within  the  said  town,  and  also  an  assessment  of  all  the 
male  citizens  residing  in  said  town  above  the  age  of  twenty-one 
years,  as  well  as  those  owning  real  estate  as  those  not  owning 
real  estate,  at  least  fifty  cents  per  head  as  tax,  provided  that  all 
vacant  lots,  pieces  and  parcels  of  land  within  the  limits  of  the 
town,  as  the  limits  may  be  determined  and  designated,  exceeding 
one  acre  in  quantity,  shall  be  exempt  from  taxation  for  the  uses 
and  purposes  of  said  town  of  Selbyville,  but  all  such  lots,  and 
pieces  and  parcels  of  land  exceeding  an  acre  as  aforesaid,  having 
a  dwelling  thereon  shall  be  assessed  and  taxed  as  and  for  one 
town  lot,  and  the  said  assessor  shall  forthwith,  after  making  sucl; 
assessment,  deliver  to  the  Commissioners  for  the  time  being  a  du- 
plicate containing  the  names  of  all  persons  assessed  and  the  amount 
of  assessment,  distinguishing  the  real  and  personal  assess- 
ment of  each.  When  the  assessment  is  returned  and  the  Com- 
missioners shall  give  five  days'  public  notice  of  the  fact,  and  they

money  not  less  than  two  hundred  and  twenty-five  dollars,  and 
shall  make  an  order  for  the  payment  thereof  to  the  treasurer  of 
the  town  of  Selbyville  for  the  use  of  said  town. 

Section  9.     Be  it  further   enacted   as  aforesaid.   That  the 
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Treanurer and  treasurer  and  collector  shall  be  severally  sworn  or  affirmed  to 
discharge  their  respective  duties  with  fidelity;  such  oath  or  af- 
firmation may  be  administered  by  any  person  authorized  by  the 
laws  of  this  State  to  administer  oaths,  or  by  the  president  of  the 
Board  of  Commissioners.  They  shall  also,  before  entering  upon 
the  duties  of  their  office,  give  bond  to  the  town  of  Selbyville, 
with  sufficient  surety  to  be  approved  by  the  Commissioners  of 
said  town,  in  the  penal  sum  of  double  the  amount  of  what  may  be 
likely  to  come  into  their  hands,  conditioned  for  the  faithful  dis- 
charge of  the  duties  of  their  said  offices  and  for  the  payment  to 
their  successors  in  office  of  all  sums  of  money  belonging  to  said 
town  which  may  remain  in  their  hands  upon  the  settlement  of 
their  accounts,  to  which  said  bond  and  condition  there  shall  be 
annexed  a  warrant  of  attorney  for  the  confession  of  judgment 
for  said  penalty.  The  said  treasurer  shall  pay  all  orders  drawn 
on  him  by  order  of  said  Commissioners,  and  signed  by  the  presi- 
dent thereof,  out  of  any  moneys  in  his  hands  belonging  to  said 
town.  He  shall  settle  his  accounts  with  the  said  Commissioners 
annually  in  the  month  of  March,  and  at  such  other  times  as  the 
said  Commissioners  may  require.  The  treasurer,  clerk  and  as-

expenses  attending  the  granting  of  such  certificates;  and  must 
file  with  said  persons  or  officers  a  properly  executed  bond,  in  the 
sum  of  two  hundred  dollars,  signed  by  two  responsible  citizens 
of  the  State  as  sureties.  This  bond  shall  be  forfeited  to  the 
State,  and  the  certificate  become  void,  upon  proof  that  the  holder 
of  such  a  certificate  has  killed  any  bird,  or  taken  the  nest  or  eggs 
of  any  bird,  for  other  than  the  purposes  named  in  Sections  4  and 
5  of  this  Act,  and  shall  be  further  subject  for  each  such  offense 
to  the  penalties  provided  therefor  in  Section  3  of  this  Act.

Article xiii of  Scction  I.  Neither  slavery  nor  involuntary  servitude,  ex-

ARTICLE  XIV. 

Article XIV of  Sectiou  I.     All  pcrsons  born  or  naturalized  in  the  United 

of  United***"  States,  and  subject  to  the  jurisdiction  thereof,  are  citizens  of  the 
.states  United  States  and  of  the  State  wherein  they  reside.     No  State 

shall  make  or  enforce  any  law  which  shall  abridge  the  privileges 
or  immunities  of  citizens  of  the  United  States;  nor  shall  any  State 
deprive  any  person  of  life,  liberty,  or  property,  without  due 
process  of  law:  nor  deny  to  any  person  within  its  jurisdiction  the 
equal  protection  of  the  laws. 

Section  2.  Representatives  shall  be  apportioned  among  tne 
several  States  according  to  their  respective  numbers,  counting  the 
whole  number  of  persons  in  each  State,  excluding  Indians  not 
taxed.  But  when  the  right  to  vote  at  any  election  for  the  choice 
of  electors  for  President  and  Vice-President  of  the  United  States, 
Representatives  in  Congress,  the  Executive  and  Judicial  offi- 
ters  of  a  State,  or  the  members  of  the  Legislature  thereof,  is 
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denied  to  any  of  the  male  inhabitants  of  such  State,  being  twenty- 
one  years  of  age,  and  citizens  of  the  United  States,  or  in  any 
way  abridged,  except  for  participation  in  rebellion  or  other  crime, 
the  basis  of  representation  therein  shall  be  reduced  in  the  pro- 
portion which  the  number  of  such  male  citizens  shall  bear  to  the 
whole  number  of  male  citizens  twenty-one  years  of  age  in  such 
State. 

Section  3.  No  person  shall  be  a  Senator  or  Representative 
in  Congress,  or  elector  of  President  and  Vice-President,  or  hold 
any  office,  civil  or  military,  under  the  United  States,  or  under 
any  State,  who  having  previously  taken  an  oath,  as  a  member  of 
Congress,  or  as  an  officer  of  the  United  States,  or  as  a  member 
of  any  State  Legislature,  or  as  an  executive  or  judicial  officer  of 
any  State  to  support  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States  shall 
have  engaged  in  insurrection  or  rebellion  against  the  same,  or 
given  aid  or  comfort  to  the  enemies  thereof. 

But  Congress  may  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  each  House 
remove  such  disability. 

Section  4.  The  validity  of  the  public  debt  of  the  United 
States,  authorized  by  law,  including  debts  incurred  for  payment 
of  pensions  and  bounties  for  services  in  suppressing  insurrection 
or  rebellion,  shall  not  be  questioned.

Whereas,  by  an  Act  of  the  Legislatuie  approved  at  Dover, 
March  16,  A.  D.  1899,  the  Levy  Court  of  New  Castle  County 
was  authorized  to  borrow  upon  the  credit  of  said  County,  not 
exceeding  in  the  aggregate  one  hundred  thousand  dollars  for  the 
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use  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  New  Castle  County  Workhouse 
for  the  purpose  of  constructing  and  equipping  the  said  New  Cas- 
tle County  Workhouse;  and 

Whereas,  by  another  Act  of  the  Legislature,  approved  at  Preamble. 
Dover  March  2,  A.  D.  1901,  the  said  Levy  Court  was  authorized 
and  directed  to  borrow  upon  the  credit  of  said  County,  not  ex- 
ceeding in  the  aggregate,  seventy-five  thousand  dollars,  for  the 
purpose  of  completing  the  said  New  Castle  County  Workhouse; 
and 

Whereas,  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the  two  said  Acts,  Preamble, 
the  amount  of  one  hundred  and  seventy-five  thousand  dollars  was

Whereas,  The  agriculture  interests  of  this  State  are  regard- 
ed by  this  General  Assembly  as  of  primary  importance; 
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And  Whereas,  It  is  manifest  that  in  order  to  the  develop-  Preamble, 
ment  of  our  uncultivated  lands  and  the  fixed  and  permanent 
establishment  of  a  population  corresponding  with  the  capacity  of 
our  sparsely  populated  territory; 

And  Whereas,  The  agriculture  interests  of  Delaware  demand  Preamble, 
an  increase  of  labor  to  furnish  increased  facilities  to  plant  and 
harvest  the  various  crops  grown,  it  is  eminently  expedient  for 
us  at  this  time  to  invite  the  population  of  other  States,  both 
American  and  European,  to  fix  their  homes  and  invest  their  cap- 
ital with  us; 

And  Whereas,  It  is  necessary,  in  order  to  this  end,  that  the  preamble, 
inhabitants  of  distant  countries  shall  be  particularly  advised  and 
informed  of  our  form  of  government,  and  of  the  numerous  ad- 
vantages of  climate,  soil  and  production  which  are  here  offered 
to  foreigners  seeking  settlement  in  other  countries;

Fifth.  To  make  contracts  with  railroads,  steamboat  lines 
and  other  transportation  companies,  securing  a  low  rate  of  fare 
to  emigrants,  and  to  make  necessary  preparations  for  their 
reception  and  temporary  accommodation; 

Sixth.  To  encourage  the  formation  of,  and,  when  re- 
quested, advise  as  to  the  best  measures  of  establishing  local  agri- 
cultural societies  for  the  procuring  of  foreign  laboi,  and,  as  far 
as  in  their  power,  supply  the  wants  of  such  societies,  without 
partiality  or  favoritism,  when  made  through  their  proper  officers;

An  Act  Providing  for  the  Establishment  and  Mainten- 
ance OF  Free  Public  Libraries. 

Be  it  encLcted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the 
State  of  Delaware  in  General  Assembly  met,  ( three  fourtfis 
of  the  members  elected  to  each  House  concurring  therein) : 

^reaUon  of  Sectioii  I.     That  as  soon  as  may  be  after  the  adoption  of  this 

Commission.  Act,  there  shall  be  created  and  established  a  board  to  be  known 
as  "The  State  Library  Commission  for  the  State  of  Delaware." 

How  composed.  Said  Qommission  shall  be  composed  of  nine  persons  to  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  Governor,  who  shall  respectively  hold  office  for  the 
term  of  five  years  or  until  their  successors  are  duly  chosen ;  pro- 
vided, that  in  the  first  Commission  created  under  this  Act,  the

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the 
State  of  Delaware  in  General  Assembly  met  (two-thirds  of 
all  the  members  elected  to  each  House  of  the  General 
Assembly  concurring  therein)  : 

Section  i.  That  Chapter  637,  Volume  19,  of  the  Laws  of 
Delaware  be  amended  by  striking  out  all  of  Section  i  after  the 
word  "it"  in  the  eleventh  line  thereof,  and  inserting  in  lieu 
thereof  the  following:  "may  act  as  guardian  or  custodian  of

thereby  superseded;  and  may  make  such  by-laws,  rules  and  reg- 
ulations and  appoint  such  officers,  agents  and  committees  as 
may  be  deemed  necessary  or  proper  to  carry  out  the  purposes 
of  this  Corporation." 

Section  2.  That  Chapter  637,  Volume  19,  of  the  Laws  of 
Delaware  be  further  amended  by  striking  out  all  of  Section  3 
after  the  figure  three  in  the  first  line  of  said  Section  and  in- 
serting in  lieu  thereof  the  following :  "It  shall  be  lawful  for  the 
said  Corporation,  it  assenting  thereto,  to  receive  into  its  charge, 
custody  or  g-uardianship  any  girl  under  the  age  of  eighteen 
years,  when  committed  thereto  in  any  one  of  the  following 
modes: 

A  parent,  guardian  or  next  friend  of  any  girl  un- 
der the  age  of  eighteen  years,  or  any  constable  or  police  of- 
ficer, or  any  three  respectable  persons,  may  complain  to  the 
Judge  of  any  Municipal  Court  in  this  State,  or  to  any  Justice 
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of  the  Peace  of  any  County  in  this  State,  alleging  that  such 
girl,  by  reason  of  incorrigible  or  vicious  conduct,  cannot  be  con- 
trolled, or  that  she  is  leading  an  idle  and  immoral,  or  vicious 
life,  or  that  she  has  been  found  in  circumstances  of  manifest 
danger  of  falling  into  habits  of  vice  or  immorality,  and  request 
that  she  may  be  committed  to  the  charge,  custody  or  guardian- 
ship of  the  said  Corporation;  upon  due  proof  of  the  facts  al- 
leged in  such  complaint,  and  it  appearing  that  the  welfare  of 
such  girl  requires  it,  the  Judge  or  Justice  of  the  Peace,  may, 
with  the  assent  thereto  of  said  Corporation,  commit  such  girl 
to  its  charge,  custody  or  guardianship  until  discharged  by  the 
said  Corporation  according  to  its  rules  and  regulations." 

"Second.  When  it  shall  appear  to  the  Judge  of  any  Muni-

dian or  other  person  having  the  charge  or  custody  of  such  girl 
is,  from  moral  depravity  or  otherwise,  incapable  of  exercising  or 
neglects  to  exercise  the  proper  care  and  discipline  over  her,  such 
Judge  or  Justice  of  the  Peace  may,  with  its  assent,  commit  her

a  crime,  other  than  murder  or  arson,  is  charged  before  a  Grand 
Jury,  if  the  charge  is  supported  by  sufficient  evidence  to  put  her 
on  trial,  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Grand  Jury  and  with- 
out presenting  an  indictment,  may,  with  the  assent  of  said  Cor- 
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poration,  be  committed  by  the  Court  to  the  charge,  custody  or 
guardianship  of  said  Corporation  until  discharged  by  the  said 
Corporation  according  to  its  rules  and  regulations." 

"All  girls,  committed  to  the  charge,  custody  or  guardian- 
ship of  said  Corporation,  shall  remain  wholly  subject  to  such 
charge,  custody  or  guardianship  wheresoever  they  may  be  placed 
by  said  Corporation,  in  private  homes  or  elsewhere,  or  where- 
soever they  may  be  found,  until  discharged  by  it  according  to 
its  rules  and  regulations."

Section  4.  That  Chapter  637,  Volume  19,  of  the  Laws  of 
Delaware  be  further  amended  by  striking  out  all  of  Section  5 
after  the  figure  five  in  the  first  line  of  said  Section  and  inserting 
in  lieu  thereof  the  following:  '*If  any  girl  in  the  charge,  custody

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Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the 
State  of  Delaware  in  Genera/  Assembly  met : 

Section  i.  That  a  State  Board  of  Examiners,  known  as  the 
"State  Board  of  Veterinary  Medical  Examiners,"  is  hereby  estab- 
lished, to  consist  of  three  members,  each  of  whom  shall,  at  the 
time  of  his  appointment,  have  practiced  veterinary  medicine  for 
at  least  five  years  immediately  preceding  such  appointment,  shall 
be  a  graduate  of  a  reputable  veterinar\'  college  or  colleges  and 
shall  be  of  good  standing  in  the  veterinary  profession.  The  mem- 
bers of  the  said  board  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Governor  of  the 
State  of  Delaware  for  terms  of  three  years,  beginning  on  the  first 
Monday  in  June  after  their  appointment,  and  shall  continue  in 
office  until  their  successors  are  appointed  and  duly  qualified.  All 
vacancies  in  said  board,  however  happening,  shall  be  filled  by  ap- 
pointment by  the  Governor  for  a  full  three  years  term,  begin- 
ning with  the  date  of  such  appointment.

year,  one  member  in  two  years,  and  one  member  in  three  years 
from  the  first  day  of  January,  A.  D.  1903.

CHAPTER  394. 

general  provisions  respecting  corpor.ations. 

An  Act  Providing  a  General  Corporation  Law. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  Honsc  of  Representatives  of  the 
State  of  Delaware  in  General  Assembly  met,  (with  the  con- 
cutTefice  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  elected  to  each  House 
of  the  General  Assembly) : 

Section  i.  Any  number  of  persons,  not  less  than  three,  may 
associate  to  establish  a  corporation  for  the  transaction  of  any 
lawful  business,  or  to  promote  or  conduct  any  legitimate  object 
or  purpose  under  the  provisions  of  and  subject  to  the  require- 
ments of  this  Act  as  hereinafter  provided ;  excepting  for  such 
purposes  as  are  excluded  from  the  operation  of  a  general  law  by 
Section  i  of  Article  9,  of  the  Constitution  of  this  State,  upon 
making  and  filing  a  certificate  of  incorporation  in  w-riting  in  man- 
ner hereinafter  mentioned. 

Application  of  Corporations  for  constructing,    maintaining  and  operating 

specific  pro-  railroads,  railways,  telegraph  or  telephone  lines  oustide  of  this 
raiiroad^rau-  State  may  be  formed  under  the  general  provisions  of  this  Act, 
Tn^cf'teleplSSe^^but  Corporations  for  constructing,  maintaining  and  operating 
companies.       railroads  or  railways  within  this  State  shall  be  subject  to  the 
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special  provisions  and  requirements  of  this  Act  applicable  to  such 
corporations. 

Section  2.     Every  corporation  created  under  the  provisions  Powers, 
of  this  Act  shall  have  power: 

1.  To  have  succession,  by  its  corporate  name,  for  the  time  succession, 
stated  in  its  certificate  of  incorporation,  and  when  no  period  is 
limited,  it  shall  be  perpetual. 

2.  To  sue  and  be  sued,  complain  and  defend  in  any  Court  Suits, 
of  law  or  equity. 

3.  To  make  and  use  a  common  seal,  and  alter  the  same  atseai. 
pleasure. 

4.  To  hold,  purchase  and  convey  real  and  personal  estate,  Property, 
and  to  mortgage  any  such  real  and  personal  estate  with  its  fran- 
chises ;  the  power  to  hold  real  and  personal  estate,  except  in  the 

case  of  religious  corporations,  shall  include  the  power  to  take  the 
same  by  devise  or  bequest. 

5.  To  appoint  such  officers  and  agents  as  the  business  of  officers, 
the  corporation  shall  require  and  to  allow  them  suitable  compen- 
sation. 

6.  To  make  by-laws  not  inconsistent  with  the  constitution  By-iaws. 
or  laws  of  the  United  States  or  of  thi^  State;    fixing  and  altering 

the  number  of  its  directors,  for  the  management  of.  its  property, 
the  regulation  and  government  of  its  affairs,  and  for  the  cer- 
tification and  transfer  of  its  stock,  with  penalties  for  the  breach 
thereof  not  exceeding  twenty  dollars. 

"7.     To  wind  up  and  dissolve  itself,  or  to  be  wound  up  and  Dissolution. 
dis.solved  in  the  manner  hereinafter  mentioned. 

8.     To  conduct  business  in  this  State,  other  States,  the  Dis-To  conduct 
trict  of  Columbia,  the  territories  and  colonies  of  the  United  States  ^"**°®^* 
and  in  foreign  countries,  and  have  one  or  more  offices  out  of  this 
State,  and  to  hold, purchase,  mortgage  and  convey  real  and  personal 
property  out  of  the  State,  provided  such  powers  are  included 
within  the  object  set  forth  in  its  certificate  of  incorporation. 

Section  3.     In  addition  to  the  powers  enumerated  in  the  Additional 
Second  Section  of  this  Act,  every  corporation,  its  officers,  direc-  **°^^"- 
tors  and  stockholders,  shall  possess  and  exercise  all  the  powers 
and  privileges  contained  in  this  Act,  and  the  powers  expressly 
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given  in  its  charter  or  in  its  certificate  under  which  it  was  incor- 
porated, so  far  as  the  same  are  necessary  or  convenient  to  the  at- 
tainment of  the  objects  set  forth  in  such  charter  or  certificate  of 
incorporation ;  and  shall  be  governed  by  the  provisions  and  be 
subject  to  the  restrictions  and  liabilities  in  this  Act  contained,  so 
far  as  the  same  are  appropriate  to  and  not  inconsistent  with  such 
charter  or  Act  under  which  such  corporation  was  formed ;  and 
no  corporation  shall  possess  or  exercise  any  other  corporate 
powers,  except  such  incidental  powers  as  shall  be  necessary  to 
the  exercise  of  the  powers  so  given. 

Section  4.  No  corporation  created  under  the  provisions  of 
this  Act  shall,  by  any  implication  or  construction,  be  deemed  to 
possess  the  power  of  carrying  on  the  business  of  discounting 
bills,  notes  or  other  evidences  of  debt,  of  receiving  deposits  of 
money,  of  buying  gold  and  silver  bullion,  or  foreign  coins,  or 
buying  and  selling  bills  of  exchange,  or  of  issuing  bills,  notes  or 
other  evidences  of  debts  for  circulation  as  money. 

Section  5.     The  certificate  of  incorporation  shall  set  forth: 

1.  The  name  of  the  corporation,  which  name  shall  contain 
one  of  the  words  "association,"  ** company,"  *' corporation," 
"club,"  "incorporated,"  "society,"  "union"  or  "syndicate," 
and  shall  t>e  such  as  to  distinguish  it  from  any  other  corporation 
engaged  in  the  same  business,  or  promoting  or  carrying  on  the 
same  objects  or  purposes  in -this  State. 

2.  The  name  of  the  city  or  town,  county  or  place,  within 
the  county  in  which  its  principal  office  or  place  of  business  is  to 
be  located  in  this  State. 


Objects.  3.     The  nature  of  the  business,  or  objects  or  purposes  pro- 

posed to  be  transacted,  promoted  or  carried  on. 

Capital  stock.  ^^      Jhe  amount  of  the  total  authorized  capital  stock  of  the 

corporation,  which  shall  not  be  less  than  two  thousand  dollars, 
the  number  of  shares  into  which  the  same  is  divided  and  the  par 
value  of  each  share;  the  amount  of  capital  stock  with  which  it 
will  commence  business,  which  shall  not  be  less  than  one  thou- 
sand dollars ;  and  if  there  be  more  than  one  class  of  stock  created 
by  the  certificate  of  incorporation,  a  description  of  the  different 
classes  with  the  terms  on  which  the  respective  classes  of  stock 
are  created.  Provided,  however,  that  the  provisions  of  this  para- 
graph shall  not  apply  to  corporations   not  for  profit,  for  which 
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it  is  desired  to  have  no  capital  stock ;  in  case  any  such  corpora- 
tion desires  to  have  no  capital  stock  it  shall  be  so  stated,  and  the 
conditions  of  membership  shall  be  also  stated.

8.  The  certificate  of  incorporation  may  also  contain  any  other  pro- 
provision  which  the  incorporators  may  choose  to  insert  for  the  ^*^^°"®- 
regulation  of  the  business  and  for  the  conduct  of  the  affairs  of  the 
corporation,  and  any  provisions  creating,  defining,  limiting  and 
regulating  the  powers  of  the  corporation,  the  directors  and  the 
stockholders,  or  any  classes  of  the  stockholders ;  provided,  such 
provisions  are  not  contrary  to  the  laws  of  this  State. 

Section  6.     The  certificate  shall  be  signed  and  sealed  by  each  Execution  of

incorporation,  may  be  amended  as  provided  for  in  Section  26,  of  said  Chapter 
167,  of  Volume  22,  Laws  of  Delaware,  relating  to  Amendments 
of  certificates  of  corporations  having  no  capital  stock. 

Section  72.  Building  and  loan  associations  organized  under 
this  Act  shall,  in  addition  to  the  other  powers  herein  granted, 
have  power  to  sell  their  accumulated  funds  to  and  among  their 
stockholders  at  any  premium  which  may  be  obtained  for  the 
same,  and  when  such  funds  cannot  be  loaned  to  any  stockholder 
at  par  they  may  be  loaned  to  any  person  not  a  stockholder  at  any 
rate  of  interest  not  exceeding  six  per  cent,  and  every  such  asso- 
ciation may  take,  as  collateral  security  for  such  loans,  shares  of 
its  own  capital  stock. 

Section  73.  Any  number  of  persons,  not  less  than  nine, 
may  form  a  corporation  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  which 
corporation  so  formed  as  aforesaid,  shall  have  perpetual  succes- 
sion for  the  purpose  of  constructing,  maintaining  and  operating 
a  railroad  for  the  transportation  of  freight  and  passengers,  and 
shall  do  and  perform  the  several  matters  and  things  hereinafter 
stated  and  shall  have  and  exercise  all  the  rights,  powers  and 
privileges  hereinbefore  and  hereafter  conferred  and  be  subject 
to  all  the  duties,  limitations,  restrictions  and  liabilities  hereinaf- 
ter imposed  upon  such  corporation ;  and  for  that  purpose  may 
make  and  sign  articles  of  association,  in  lieu  of  the  articles  of  as- 
sociation hereinbefore  required  by  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  in 
which  shall  be  stated :

That  whenever  any  corporation  created  under 
this  Act  cannot  agree  with  the  owner  or  owners  of  any  land, 
sand,  earth,  gravel  or  other  materials  necessary  to  be  taken  and 
used  in  the  construction  of  the  said  railroad,  for  the  purchase 
thereof,  the  said  corporation  may  apply  to  the  Associate  Judge 
of  the  State  of  Delaware,  resident  in  the  county  where  the  land 
and  materials  necessary  to  be  taken  are  located,  first  giving  the 
other  party  or  owners,  at  least  five  days*  notice  in  writing  of  the 
intended  application  if  within  the  State;  and  if  said  other  party 
or  owner  be  unknown  or  without  the  State,  then  such  notice 
shall  be  published  in  some  newspaper  in  the  county  in  which  the 
land  proposed  to  be  taken  is  located,  at  least  five  days  prior  to  the 
intended  application,  and  the  said  Associate  Judge  shall  appoint 
five  judicious  and  impartial  freeholders,  to  view  the  premises  and 
assess  the  damages  which  the  owner  or  owners  will  sustain  by 
reason  of  the  said  railroad  passing  through,  taking  and  using 
the  same.  The  said  freeholders  shall  be  sworn  or  affirmed  before 
some  Judge,  Justice  of  the  Peace,  or  Notary  Public,  before  enter- 
ing on  the  premises,  faithfully  and  impartially  to  perform  the  du- 
ties assigned  them.  They  shall  give  ten  days'  notice,  in  writing, 
to  the  owner  or  owners  of  the  premises,  or  to  their  guardian  or 
guardians,  duly  appointed  according  to  law,  if  within  the  State, 
and  the  same  to  the  president  of  the  corporation  of  the  time  of 
their  meeting  to  view  the  premises;  and  the  said  commissioners 
shall  certify  their  finding  and  award  to  both  parties,  but  if  either 
party  is  dissatisfied  with,  the  damages  so  assessed,  such  partv' 
may,  on  application  to  the  Prothonotary  of  the  Superior  Court  of

such  corporation  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  specifically  perform 
such  duties  within  such  time,  the  Chancellor,  upon  proof  of  such 
•  neglect  or  refusal  may  in  his  discretion,  issue  a  writ  of  injunction 
to  restrain  said  corporation  from  the  exercise  of  any  franchise  or 
the  transaction  of  any  business  in  this  State  until  said  cor- 
poration shall  have  obeyed  the  command  of  said  decree  and  shall 
have  paid  the  costs  of  said  proceedings,  including  a  reasonable 
allowance  to  the  solicitor  of  such  city  or  town,  to  be  fixed  by  the 
Chancellor ;  and  further,  provided,  that  said  council  or  commis- 
sioners or  other  persons  aforesaid  in  the  event  of  the  failure  of 
such  corporation  to  construct  or  repair  such  bridges  or  passages 
within  a  reasonable  time  after  notification  as  aforesaid,  may  if 
they  deem  it  advisable  so  to  do,  proceed  themselves  to  construct 
or  repair  such  bridges  or  passages,  and  when  the  costs  thereof 
shall  have  been  ascertained,  the  same  may  be  collected  of  and 
from  said  corporation  by  said  Council  or  Commissioners  or  other 
persons  aforesaid  by  an  action  at  law  in  any  court  of  competent 
jurisdiction ;  provided,  further,  that  the  permission  of  the 
Council  of  any  city,  of  the  Commissioners  of  any  incorporated 
town  or  other  person  hereinbefore  referred  to,  shall  not  be 
necessary  for  the  purpose  of  crossing  any  street  or  streets,  high- 
way or  highways,  at  grade,  unless  said  street  or  streets,  highway 
or  highways,  at  the  point  where  said  railroad  shall  cross,  or  at 
some  point  between  the  crossing  of  said  railroad  and  the  nearest 
terminus  of  said  street  or  streets,  highway  or  highways,  shall  be 
in  actual  use  by  and  for  pedestrians  and  teams  at  the  time  of 
acquirement  of  the  right  of  way  of  said  railroad  across  such  street 
or  streets,  highway  or  highways. 

Crossing  Scction  84.     That  any  railroad   corporation   created   under 

streams,  &c.     ^j^.^  ^^^  which  shall  have  duly  located  the  route  of  its  railroad 

by  a  survey  deposited  ifi  the  oflfice  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  as 

required  by  Section  82  of  this  Act  as  amended,  shall  have  power 

in  the   construction    of   its  said  railroad  on  such  route,  to  cross 
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any  canal,  navigable  stream  or  watercourse  between  its  terminii, 
but  in  such  manner  as  not  unnecessarily  to   impede  the  naviga- 
tion and  use  thereof;  and  shall  also  have  power  to  cross  any  rail-  crossing  rau- 
road  or  railway  intervening  between  such  terminii  and  acquire  ^*^^®'*^- 
the  necessary   easement  for  such  crossing  either  by   agreement 
with  the  corporation  owner  thereof  or,  on  failure  to  agree,    by 
condemnation  proceedings  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  Section 
8 1  of  this  Act  as   amended.     Provided,  however,  that  whenever  Grade  crossing 
practicable  so  to  do,  the  crossing  at  grade  of  any  railroad  or  rail-*^®^^**^' 
way  shall  be  avoided,  but  if  not  practicable,  the  crossing  may  be 
at  grade  subject  to  the  further  provisions  made   by  this  section 
and  in  that  event  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  corporation  whose  rail-

ting the  railroad  or  railways  so  crossed  at  grade  shall  have   pre- 
cedence and  priority  of  movement  over  the  trains  of  the  compa- 
ny  constructing  the  crossing.     And,  provided  further,  that  no  Decision  of 
such  grade  crossing  shall  be  permitted  or  effected  until  the  ques- practiSbnity  of 
tion  of  the  practicability  of  an  overhead  or  undergrade  crossing  j?!"!^.*^  *^*^*'*®" 
shall  have  been  considered  and  determined  by  the   Chancellor, 
who  shall  upon  the  petition  or  bill  of  the   company  desiring   to 
effect  such  crossing  at  grade,  have  full  power  and  jurisdiction 
upon  notice  to  and  answer  by  the  company  whose  tracks  are  pro- 
posed to  be  crossed,  to  hear  and  determine  the  matter  by  an  ap- 
propriate decree,  either  refusing  or  permitting   the  crossing  at 
grade,  and  if  permitted  to  prescribe   and   regulate  by  such   de- 
cree the  manner  and  character  of  the  said  crossing,  together  with 
such  safeguards  against  collisions  thereat,  in   addition  to  those 
by  this  section  provided  as  he  may  deem  proper,  with  the  right 
of  appeal  from  the  Chancellor's  decree  to  the,  Supreme  Court   by  Appeal.

■Section  85.     That  any  corporation  created   under  this   Act  Time  of  com- 
for  the  purpose  of  constructing  a  railroad,  shall   commence   the  "onJptcS^*"^

furnish  all  necessary  engines  and  other  equipments  for  the 
uses  and  objects  of  said  corporation,  and  to  secure  the  repayment 
thereof  by  the  execution,  negotiation  and  sale  of  any  bond  or 
bonds,  and  secure  the  same  by  mortgage  on  said  lands,  privileges, 
franchises  and  appurtenances  of  and  belonging  to  said  corpo- 
ration ;  provided,  that  said  corporation  shall  not  plead  any  statute 
or  statutes  against  usury  in  any  court  of  law  or  equity,  in  any 
suit  instituted  to  enforce  the  payment  of  any  bond  or  mortgage 
executed  under  the  provisions  of  this  section;  and  provided, 
further,  that  said  bonds  and  mortgages  shall  constitute  a  first 
lien  on  the  railroad,  its  cars,  real  estate  and  franchises,  and  the 
proceeds  of  .said  bonds  shall  be  used  for  the  purpo.se  of  aiding  in 
the  construction  of  said  railroad  and  equipments;  and  provided, 
further,  that  if  any  person  or  persons,  shall  i.ssue  such  bonds  to  any 
greater  amount  than  double  the  amount,  at  the  time  of  such  issue, 
that  shall  have  been  actually  paid  up  on  the  capital  stock  of  such 
railroad,  he,  she  or  they  shall  |be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and 
shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  two  thousand 
dollars  or  by  imprisonment  for  not  more  than  three  years,  or  by 
both,  at  the  discretion  of  the  court. 

Section  87.  Every  corporation  created  under  this  Act. 
for  the  construction  of  a  railroad  shall  erect  and  maintain  fences 
on  both  sides  of  its  railroad,  of  the  heighth  and  strength  of  a  fence

required  by  law,  with  openings  or  gates  or  bars  therein,  at  farm 
crossings  or  the  road  for  the  use  of  proprietors  of  lands  adjoin- 
ing such  railroad;  and  shall  also  construct  and  maintain  cattle  catiie  guards, 
guards  at  all  the  road  crossings  suitable  and  sufficient  to  prevent 
cattle  and  other  animals  from  getting  on  the  railroad;  and  until 
such  fences  and  cattle  guards  shall  be  duly  made,  the  corporation 
shall  be  liable  for  all  damages  which  shall  be  done  by  their  engines  Damages, 
and  cars  to  cattle,  horses  or  other  animals  thereon;  and  after  such 
fences  and  guards  shall  be  duly  made  and  maintained  the  cor- 
poration shall  not  be  liable  for  any  such  damages,  unless  negli- 
gently or  willfully  done;  and  if  any  person  shall  ride,  lead  or  Trespass, 
drive  any  horse  or  other  animal  upon  such  railroad  and  within 
such  fences  and  guards  other  than  at  farm  crossings  without  the 
i  consent  of  the  corporation,  he  shall  for  every  such  offence  forfeit 
a  sum  not  exceeding  ten  dollars,  and  shall  also  pay  all  damages 
which  shall  be  sustained  thereby  to  the  party  aggrieved;  it  shall 
not  be  lawful  for  any  person  other  than  those  connected  with  or 
employed  upon  the  railroad  to  walk  along  the  track  or  tracks  of 
any  such  railroad,  except  when  the  same  be  laid  along  public 
roads  or  streets. 

Section  88.  Every  conductor,  baggage  master  or  brakeman  Badges  of  em- 
of  any  railroad  corporation,  formed  under  this  Act,  employed  in^*^^®*** 
a  passenger  train,  shall  wear  upon  his  hat  or  cap  a  badge  which 
shall  indicate  his  office,  and  the  initial  letters  of  the  name  of  the 
corporation  by  which  he  is  employed ;  no  conductor  or  collector 
of  fares  or  tickets,  without  such  badge  shall  be  entitled  to  demand 
or  receive  from  any  passenger  any  fare  or  ticket,  or  to  exercise 
-any  powers  of  his  office,  and  no  officer  without  such  badge  shall 
have  authority  to  meddle  or  interfere  with  any  passenger,  his 
baggage  or  property. 

Section  89.  Any  person  who  shall  willfully  impair,  injure,  Damaeesto 
destroy  or  obstruct  the  use  of  any  railroad  enjoyed  under  the™***' 
provisions  of  this  Act  or  any  of  its  necessary  works,  wharves, 
bridges,  carriages,  engines,  cars,  machines,  or  other  property, 
shall  forfeit  and  pay  to  the  corporation  th6  sum  of  fifty  dollars, 
to  be  by  it  recovered  in  any  court  having  competent  jurisdiction 
in  any  action  of  debt ;  and  further  shall  be  liable  for  all  damages 
sustained. 


Section  90.     It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  railroad  corpora-  Annual  reoort 
1  created  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  to  make  an  annual  ^°®'°*^**®" 
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report  to  the  stockholders  of  its  operations,  which  report  shall 
be  verified  by  the  affidavit  of  the  secretary,  treasurer,  superin- 
tendent or  directors  of  the  corporation  and  shall  state: 

The  entire  length  of  the  road  in  operation,  the  length  of  sin- 
gle track,  the  length  of  double  track,  and  the  weight  of  rail  per 
yard. 

The  full  amount  of  the  capital  stock  annually  subscribed 
and  the  full  amount  paid  thereon. 

The  entire  amount  of  the  actual  cost  of  the  road,  showing 
the  amount  expended  for  the  right  of  way,  bridging,  grading, 
iron  and  other  buildings  respectively,  and  for  all  other  purposes 
incidental  to  the  construction  of  such  road. 

The  nature  of  the  amount  of  its  indebtedness,  distinguishing 
the  first  or  other  mortgage  bonds,  and  the  unsecured  indebted- 
ness and  the  amount  due  the  corporation. 

The  amount  received  for  the  transportation  of  passengers, 
property  and  mails,  for  interest,  and  from  all  other  sources  re- 
spectively. 

The  amount  of  freight,  specifying  the  quantity  in  tons  or 
other  usual  mode  of  measurement. 

The  full  amount  paid  for  repairs  of  the  road,  buildings,  en- 
gines and  cars  respectively,  for  fuel,  taxes  and  interest,  specify- 
ing the  indebtedness  on  w^hich  the  same  is  paid ;  for  the  wages 
and  employees ;  the  aggregate  amount  paid  for  salaries  of  officers 
and  for  any  other  purpose  incidental  to  the  business  of  transpor- 
tation, so  as  to  give  a  complete  statement  of  the  entire  annual  ex- 
penses of  the  corporation. 

The  entire  amount  paid  for  loss  and  damage  to  freight  and 
injury  to  person  and  property. 

The  full  number  and  amount  of  dividends  and  when  made 
and  in  what  manner  such  dividends  have  been  paid. 

The  entire  amount  appropriated  to  sinking  fund,  and  the 
manner  in  which  the  same  has  been  applied,  and  the  total  amount 
then  held  by  such  sinking  fund. 

The  whole  number  of  persons  killed  or  injured,  the  causes 
thereof,  if  known,  and  whether  passengers  or  persons  employed 
by  the  corporation ;  and  the   secretary  of  each  railroad  corpora- 
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tion,  formed  as  aforesaid,  shall  mail  to  every  stockholder  thereof , 

whose  post  oflfice  address  is  known,  a  copy  of  said  annual  report 

and  shall  file  a  certified  copy  thereof  with  the  Secretary  of  State  Fiime  copy 

on  or  before  the  expiration  of  fifteen  days  from  the  making  of  o/sl^!^^^^**^ 

such  annual  report. 

Section  91.     It  shall  be  lawful  for  any  railroad  company  of  consolidation 
this  State,  whether  created  by  prior  special  Act,   or  under  this  ^ifrwds?'*"* 
Act,  to  consolidate  with  any  other  railroad  company  incorporated 
underthe  laws  of  this  State  or  any  other  state,  or  of  the  United 
States,  whose  railroad  within  or  without  this  State  shall  connect,  or 
form  a  continuous  line,  with  the  railroad  of  the  company  so  con- 
solidated. Such  consolidation  shall  be  made  in  the  manner  and  by  Manner  of.

Act  shall  cause  signal  boards,  well  supported  by  posts,  or  other- 
wise, at  such  heights  as  to  be  easily  seen  by  travelers,  and  not 
obstructing  travel,  containing  on  each  side,  in  capital  letters,  at 
least  five  inches  high,  the  following  inscription :  * '  Railroad  Cross- 
ing," to  be  placed  and  constantly  maintained,  at  such  public 
highway  where  it  is  crossed  by  the  railroad  at  the  same  level ;

No  passenger  car  on  any  railroad  of  any  cor- 
poration organized  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act  shall  be 
lighted  by  naptha  or  by  illuminating  oil  or  fluid  made  in  part  of 
naptha,  or  of  any  oil  or  fluid  which  will  ignite  at  a  temperature 
of  less  than  three  hundred  degrees  Fahrenheit. 

Section  95.  No  regular  or  other  passenger  train  on  any 
railroad  constructed  under  this  Act  shall  be  run  without  an  air 
brake,  or  some  equally  eff*ective  appliance  for  controlling  the 
speed  of  trains,  which  may  be  applied  by  the  engineer  to  each  car 
composing  the  train,  and  which  shall  at  all  times  be  kept  in  good 
condition  and  ready  for  use  at  the  discretion  of  the  engineer. 

Section  96.  Any  corporation  failing  to  comply  with  or 
violating  or  permitting  any  of  its  employees  or  agents  to  violate 
any  of  the  provisions  of  Sections  88,  92,  93,  94  and  95  of  this  Act 
as  amended,  shall  in  addition  to  subjecting  itself  to  any  damages 
that  may  be  caused  by  such  failure  or  violation  be  guilty  of  a 
misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  thereof  be  fined  for  failure  or 
violation,  not  less  than  one  hundred  dollars  nor  more  than  five 
hundred  dollars.

Section  102.  Every  such  corporation  is  authorized  and  em- 
powered to  lay  pipes  or  conduits  and  to  lay  wires  therein  beneath 
the  public  roads,  highways,  streets,  avenues  and  alleys  as  they 
may  deem  necessary ;  provided,; that  said  pipes  and  conduits  shall 
be  laid  at  least  two  feet  below  the  surface  of  the  same  and  shall 
not  in  anywise  unnecessarily  obstruct  or  interfere  with  public 
travel,  or  damage  public  or  private  property,  and  shall  not  be  laid 
nearer  than  three  feet,  except  as  is  hereinafter  excepted,  to  any

anywise  unnecessarily  obstruct  or  interfere  with  public  travel,  or 
damage  public  or  private  property;  and  provided,  also,  that  the 
consent  of  the  Council,  Town  Commissioners  or  other  persons 
having  control  over  the  public  roads,  highways,  streets,  avenues 
and  alleys  of  the  county,  city,  town  and  district  wherein  or 
through  which  it  is  contemplated  to  lay  such  pipes,  mains  and 
conduits  beneath  such  public  roads,  highways,  streets,  avenues 
or  alleys  shall  first  and  as  a  condition  precedent  be  obtained,  be-

the  costs  thereof  may  be  recovered  by  the  city  or  town  from  the 
corporation  in  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction.  Any  such 
company  mentioned  in  this  Section  may  take  lands,  easements,  -JJl^andsfSs^

ulet or  other  stream,  the  pipes,  tubes  and  conduits  shall  be 
laid  and  securely  suspended  above  flood  line,  or  laid  beneath  the 
bed  of  any  rivulet  or  other  stream  so  crossed.  Any  company 
occupying  any  lands  cleared  and  used  for  agricultural  purposes, 
by  laying  thereon,  or  thereunder  any  of  its  pipes,  tubes  or  con- 
duits, shall  bury  the  same  at  least  twenty-four  inches  below  the 
surface  if  so  required  by  the  owner  of  the  land.  In  case  any  cor- 
poration mentioned  in  this  Section  desiring  to  acquire,  occupy  or 
use  any  lands  in  this  State  for  its  corporate  use,  cannot  agree 
with  the  owner  or  owners  thereof  as  to  the  terms  and  conditions

track,  with  such  side  tracks,  turnouts,  offices,  stations  and  de- 
pots as  they  may  deem  necessary  at  and  between  the  places  named 
in  the  articles  of  association,  and  from  time  to  time,  either  before 
Construction  of  or  after  completion  of  the  main  line,  construct,  maintain  and 
operate  branches  within  the  limits  of  any  county  through  which 
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said  railway  may  pass,  lay  rails,  and  for  that  purpose  to  enter  upon, 
take  possession  of,  hold,  have,  use,  occupy  and  excavate  any 
lands,  and  erect  any  embankments,  bridges  and  all  other  necessary 
works,  and  to  do  all  other  things  which  may  be  suitable  for  the 
completion,  repairs  or  management  of  said  railway,  and  for  the 
conveyance  of  passengers  and  freight  to  and  from  the  terminii 
thereof  by  motive  power  other  than  steam;  provided,  always, 
that  the  payment  or  tender  of  payment  of  all  damages  for  the  oc- 
cupancy of  all  lands  through,  under  or  upon  which  the  said  rail- 
way and  its  conveniences,  appurtenances  and  appendages  may  be 
laid  out  or  located  be  made  before  the  said  corporation,  or  any 
person  under  its  direction  or  employ  shall  enter  upon  or  break 
ground  in  the  premises,  except  for  the  purpose  of  surveying  and 
laying  out  said  railway  and  its  conveniences,  appurtenances  and 
appendages  and  of  locating  the  same,  unless  the  consent  of  the 
owner  or  owners  of  such  lands  be  first  had  and  obtained ;  and 
provided  further,  that  the  survey  of  the  route  of  any  branch  shall 
not  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State  until  the  officers

passages.  ^.^^  organized  under  this  Act,  to  construct  and  keep  in  repair 
good  and  sufficient  bridges  and  passages  over,  under  or  across 
the  said  railway  or  right  of  way  where  any  public  or  other  road, 
street  or  avenue  now  or  hereafter  laid  out  shall  cross  the  same, 
so  that  public  travel  on  the  said  road  shall  not  be  impeded  there^ 
by ;  and  it  is  further  provided,  that  such  bridges  shall  be  of  such 
width  and  character,  as  shall  be  suitable  to  the  locality  in  which 
the  same  are  situated ;  and  also  where  the  said  railway  shall  inter- 
sect any  farm  or  lands  of  any  individual,  to  provide  and  keep  in 
Wagon  ways,  repair  suitable  and  convenient  wagonways  over,  under  and  across 
the  said  railway,  and  shall  also  construct  and  maintain  suitable 
and  proper  cattle  guards  at  all  road  crossings ;  provided  always, 
that  in  case  any  such  railway  shall  cross  any  street  or  streets,

occurs,  it  shall  be  construed  to  be  a  road,  the  cars,  carriages  and 
coaches  on  which  are  propelled  by  electricity,  by  cable,  motor  or 
by  any  improved  motive  power,  other  than  steam. 

Section  128.  That  a  copy  of  any  articles  of  association  for 
the  construction  of  railways  filed  and  recorded  in  pursuance  to 
the  provisions  of  this  Act,  or  of  the  record  thereof,  with  a  copy 
of  the  affidavit  aforesaid,  endorsed  thereon  or  annexed  thereto, 
and  duly  certified  to  be  a  copy  by  the  Secretary  of  State,  shall 
be  presumptive  evidence  of  the  incorporation  of  such  corpora- 
tion and  of  the  facts  therein  stated. 

Section  129.  On  filing  any  certificate  or  other  paper,  relat- 
ing to  corporations,  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  the 
following  fees  and  taxes  shall  be  paid  to  the  Secretary  of  State, 
for  the  use  of  the  State;  for  certificate  of  incorporation  fifteen 
cents  for  each  thousand  dollars  of  the  total  amount  of  capital 
stock  authorized,  but  in  no  case  less  than  twenty  dollars^  and 
when  any  certificate  of  increase  of  the  capital  stock  shall  be  filed 
as  required  by  this  Act,  the  Secretary  of  State  shall  demand  and 
receive  for  the  use  of  the  State,  fifteen  cents  on  each  one 
thousand  dollars  of  such  increase,  but  in  no  case  less  than 
twenty  dollars ;  and  when  two  or  more  corporations  sliall  consoli- 
date or  merge,  he  shall  demand  and  receive  for  the  use  of  the

dollars. 

Upon  receiving  and  filing  a  certificate  of  dissolution,  change 
of  name,  amended  certificates  of  organization,  or  decrease  of 
capital  stock,  or  decrease  of  the  number  of  shares  he  shall  de- 
mand and  receive  twenty  dollars.  All  other  certificates  five  dol- 
lars. Provided  that  in  case  of  corporations  solely  for  religious  Exemptions, 
or  charitable  purposes  the  tax  shall  not  be  charged  or  collected. 

The  fees  of  the  Secretary  of  State  under  this  Act  shall  be  as 
follows :

and  the  certificate  of  the  Secretary  of  State  under  his  seal  of 
office,  of  the  filing  of  such  charter,  shall  be  delivered  to  such 
agent  or  agents  upon  the  payment  to  said  Secretary  of  State  of 
the  usual  fees  for  making  certified  copies ;  the  said  certificate 
shall  be  prima  facie  evidence  of  such  company's  right  to  do 
business  in  this  State.

be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  upon  conviction  thereof  shall  be 
fined  not  less  than  Two  hundred  dollars  nor  more  than  five  hun- 
dred dollars  for  each  and  ever>'  offence.  Any  agent  of  any  for- 
eign corporation  that  shall  transact  any  business  within  the  lim-

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the 
State  of  Delaware  in  General  Assembly  met^  (two-thirds  of 
each  branch  concurring)  : 

Section  i.  That  in  addition  to  the  powers  now  conferred 
by  law,  the  collector  of  any  tax  or  taxes  within  the  City  of  New 
Castle,  may  sue  for  and  recover  the  amount  thereof  in  an  action 
of  debt  against  the  person  taxed  before  any  Justice  of  the  Peace 
of  New  Castle  County ;  provided,  the  amount  thereof  be  not  more 
than  Two  hundred  dollars ;  and  where  the  amount  of  the  taxes  is 
more  than  Two  hundred  dollars,  in  the  Superior  Court  for  New 
Castle  County,  and  it  shall  be  sufficient  to  set  forth  that  the  ac- 
tion is  to  recover  a  specified  sum  of  money,  being:  a  tax  or  taxes 
assessed  against  the  defendant,  and  the  time  of  assessing  the 
same.

If  judgment  be  rendered  in  favor  of  the  collec- 
tor, he  shall  have  an  allowance  for  his  reasonable  trouble  in  at- 
tending to  the  suit,  including  counsel  fees,  to  be  taxed  by  the 
Jusice  of  the  Court,  where  the  case  may  be  pending,  in  the  costs, 
and  execution  may  be  issued  against  the  resd  or  personal  estate 
of  the  defendant ;  Provided,  that  no  execution  against  the  real 
estate  shall  issue,  except  out  of  the  Superior  Court  of  New  Casde 
County.  Where  such  judgment  is  recovered  before  a  Justice  of 
the  Peace,  and  it  is  the  desire  of  the  collector  to  proceed  against 
the  real  estate  of  the  defendant,  the  collector  shall  take  a  tran- 
script of  the  judgment  from  the  Justice  of  the  Peace,  and  cause 
the  same  to  be  entered  as  in  other  civil  cases  on  the  dockets  of 
the  Superior  Court.

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the  benefit  of  the  town  of  Newport;   the  said  bailiff  shall  have 
full  power  and  authority  to  destroy  said  dog  or  dogs."

CHAPTER  421, 

of  cities  and  towns. 

An  Act  to  reincorporate  the  Town  of  Cheswold. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the 
State  of  Delaware  in  General  Assembly  met  (two-thirds  of 
each  branch  concurring  therein) : 

Section  i.     That  the  citizens  of    the  Town  of    Cheswold,  "The  town  of 
shall  be  a  body  politic  and  corporate,  in  fact  and  in  law,  by  the  collated.  ^^' 
name  of  **The  Town  of  Cheswold,"  and  by  that  name  shall   sue  Corporate 
and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  in  all  Courts  of  either  law^were" 
or  equity  in  this  State,  and  may  have  and  use  a  common  seal 
with  such  device  or  devices  as  they  shall  think  proper,  with  the 
power  to  alter  the  same  as  may  be  deemed  expedient,  to  pur- 
chase,  hold,   receive  and  enjoy  any  lands  and   tenements,  and 
also  personal  property,  and  to  alien,  grant,  sell,  and  dispose  of 
the  same  in  such  manner  and  form  as  they  may  deem   expedient 
for  the  uscj  of  said  town. 

Section  2.  The  limits  of  said  town  Cheswold  shall  be  as 
follows : — 

The  initial  point  shall  be  where  a  line  drawn  in  an  easterly  corporate 
and  westerly  direction  in  the  middle  of  the  public  road  leading  " 
from  Moore's  Corner  to  Leipsic,  would  intersect  a  line  drawn  in 
a  northerly  and  southerly  direction  in  the  middle  of  the  public 
road  running  oij  the  west  side  of  the  Delaware  Railroad,  and  par- 
allel therewith. 

From  this  initial  point,  the  town  shall  extend  North  three 
hundred  and  fifty  yards,  and,  from  the  same  point  South  four 
hundred  and  fifty  yards,  and  from  the  same  point  east  three  hun- 
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dred  yards,  and  from  the  same  point  West  four  hundred  yards, 
forming  a  parallelogram,  whose  east  and  west  sides  shall  be 
eight  hundred  yards  (800  yards)  long,  and  whose  north  and 
south  sides  shall  be  seven  hundred  yards  long,  and  the  commis- 
sioners may  at  any  time  have  the  same  surveyed  and  plotted  and 
may  have 'said  plot  recorded  in  the  Recorder's  Office  of  Kent 
County,  and  being  so  recorded,  it,  or  a  duly  certified  copy  there- 
of, shall  be  evidence  of  what  is  therein  properly  set  forth. 

The  said  Commissioners  may  also  have  the  streets,  lanes 
and  alleys  surveyed  and  designated  upon  said  plot. 

The  streets  as  now  known  and  established,  are  as  here  stated  ; 

The  public  road  leading  from  Moore's  Corner  to  Leipsic, 
and  within  the  above  limits  shall  be  called  Main  Street,  and  is 
forty  feet  wide ;  the  public  road  running  along  Delaware  Rail- 
road, on  the  west  side,  within  the  limits  above  given,  shall  be 
called  Commerce  Street,  and  is  thirty  feet  wide ;  the  street  run- 
ning from  Commerce  street  to  West  Street  shall  be  called  New 
Street,  and  is  thirty  feet  wide;  the  street  running  from  New 
Street  to  Main  Street  shall  be  called  West  Street,  and  is  thirt>^ 
feet  wide.

Section  3.  That  on  the  last  Saturday  in  March  A.  D.  1903, 
and  annually  thereafter,  from  two  until  four  o'clock  in  the  after- 
noon, there  shall  be  held  a  town  election  at  such  place  as  the  said 
Commissioners  shall  designate,  at  which  all  male  citizens  of 
twenty-one  years  of  age  and  np wards,  who  shall  have  paid  the 
town  tax  last  assessed  against  them,  or  who  shall  have  become 
residents  of  said  town  since  the  last  assessment  was  made  and 
thirty  days  prior  to  said  election,  or  who  shall  have  gained  their 
majority  since  the  last  assessment  was  made,  shall  have  the  right 
to  vote. 

The  election  to  be  held  on  the  last  Saturday  in  March,  A. 
D.  1903,  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  held  by  the  Alderman  and  two 
judges  of  election,  elected  at  the  town  election  for  the  year  A.  D. 
1902;  at  which  election  there  shall  be  chosen  by  ballot  five  Com- 
'^  missioners,  three  of  whom  shall  be  resident  freeholders  of  said 
town,  and  whose  term  of  office  shall  be  as  follows : 

Two  of  said  Commissioners  shall  be  chosen  for  a  term  of 
one  year,  or  until  their  successors  are  duly  elected  and  qualified, 
and  three  of  said  Commissioners  shall  be  chosen  for  a  term  of

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two  years,  or  until  their  successors  are  duly  elected  and  quali- 
fied, and  thereafter,  the  said  town  election  shall  be  held  by  thcmj^^^rofhoid- 
said  Alderman  and  two  citizens  of  said  town,  who  shall  be  ap-^«*«^<»»- 
pointed  for  that  purpose  by  the  Board  of  Commissioners  of  said 
town  and  who  shall  be  the  judges  of  the  election;  at  which  there 
shall  be  elected  suitable  persons  to  serve  as  Commissioners  for 
a  term  of  two  years,  or  until  their  successors  are  duly  elected  and 
qualified,  in  place  of  commissioners  whose  term  of  office  has 
expired : 

Provided,  That  at  all  times  three  of  said  Commissioners 
shall  be  freeholders,  as  aforesaid. 

The  persons  having  the  highest  number  of  votes  shall  be 
elected,  but  should  two  or  more  have  the  highest  and  equal  num- 
ber of  votes,  the  Alderman  shall  give  the  casting  vote. 

The  judges  of  election  shall  be  duly  sworn  to   discharge  judges  of  dec- 
their  duties  with   fidelity  and   impartiality,  and   the   Alderman  g*^^*^ 
or  any  Justice  of  the  Peace  or  Notary  Public   may  administer 
such  oath,  and  any  oath  required  by  this  Act  and  not  otherwise 
directed. 

The  said  judges  of  election  shall  keep  a  correct  ^ist  of  the 
names  of  the  voters,  which,  with  an  accurate  account  of  the  elec- J^*j[°'^^<>**"*o 
tion  returns,  shall  be  entered  in  a  book  procured  for  that  pur- 
pose, and  said  book  shall  be  deposited  with  the  Clerk  as   town 
property. 

Sec.  4.     That  there  shall  be  four  stated  meetings  in   every  Annual  meet- 
year  of  the  said  Commissioners,  viz :     On  the  last  Monday  in  Jan-  *"^' 
uary,  April,  July  and  October,  at  which  meetings  they  may  pass  Number  and 
all  such  ordinances,   or  rules,   for  the  good  government  of  said '""^  °'' 
town,    the  improvement  of  the  streets,  the  paving  or  other  im- rowers  of  Com- 
proving  of  the  sidewalks,  the  proper  lighting  of  the  streets;    ^he '"******"^" 
planting  and  protection  of  ornamental  trees;  the  repairs  and  mak- 
ing of  public  pumps,  and  for  all   other  matters  relating  to  said 
town,  its  police,  improvement,  ornaments,  and  general  welfare,  as 
said  Commissioners  may  deem  proper; 

Provided,  the  same  be  not  repugnant  to  the  Constitution  and 
Laws  of  this  State  and  of  the  United  states. 

By  such  ordinance  they  may  impose  fines,   penalties  and 

forfeitures,  and  provide  for  their  collection ;    also  the  Commis- 

ners  shall  have  authority  to  call  special  meetings  of  the  Com- 
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missioners  whenever  they  deem  such  meetings  necessary,  and  at 
all  such  meetings  they  shall  have  the  right  to  transact  any  busi- 
ness that  they  have  authority  to  transact  at  regular  meetings,  and 
the  Commissioners  shall  receive  for  their  services  no  compensa- 
tion. 

The  said  Commissioners  shall,  at  their  first  meeting  after 
their  election,  elect  one  of  their  members  as  President  of  said 
Board  of  Commissioners,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  preside  at 
the  meetings  of  Council,  have  the  general  supervision  of  all  the 
streets,  lanes,  and  alleys  in  said  town,  and  of  the  persons  who  may 
be  employed  by  the  Town  Commissioners ;  receive  complaints  of 
nuisances  and  other  complaints  of  citizens  of  violation  of  laws 
and  ordinances ;  and  present  the  same  to  the  Commissioners  at 
their  first  meeting  for  their  action  ;  and  such  infraction  or  viola- 
tion of  the  law  or  ordinances  as  require  immediate  action,  to 
cause  the  same  to  be  proceeded  on  before  the  Alderman.  He 
shall  sign  all  warrants  on  the  Treasurer  for  the  payment  of  any 
money,  and  shall  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be  prescribed 
by  any  ordinance  or  ordinances  of  the  Town  Commissioners. 

Sec.  >  That  the  Commissioners  herein  provided  for  and 
their  successors  in  office,  shall  at  their  first  stated  meeting  in 
each  year,  determine  the  amount  of  tax  to  be  raised  in  said  town 
for  that  year,  not  exceeding  One  Hundred  and  Fifty  Dollars, 
including  tax  on  real  and  personal  property  and  poll  tax,  but  ex- 
cluding exonerations  and  commissions  for  collections,  and  shall 
appoint  one  or  more  assessors  who  may  or  may  not  be  of  their 
number,  to  make  an  assessment  of  persons  and  property  in  said 
town,  and  shall  appoint  a  Collector  and  Treasurer. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Assessor  or  Assessors  of  said 
town,  within  two  weeks  from  his  or  their  appointment,  to  make 
a  true,  just  and  impartial  valuation  and  assessment  of  all  the  real 
estate  and  assessable  personal  property  within  said  town,  and 
also  an  assessment  of  all  the  male  citizens  residing  in  said  town, 
above  the  age  of  twenty-one  years,  as  well  as  those  owning  real 
estate  within  the  limits,  at  least  twenty-five  cents  per  head;  and 
the  said  Assessor  or  Assessors  shall  forthwith,  after  making  such 
assessments,  deliver  to  the  Commissioners  for  the  time  being,  a 
duplicate  containing  the  names  of  all  persons  assessed,  and  the 
amount  of  their  assessments,  distinguishing  the  real  and  personal 
assessments  of  each. 
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When  the  assessment  is  returned  the  Commissiners  shall  give  Appeals, 
five  days  public  notice  of  the  fact,  that  they  will  sit  together  at  a 
certain  place  and  on  a  certain  day,  to  be  designated  by  them, 
from  one  until  four  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  to  hear  appeals  from 
the  said  assessments. 

They  shall  have  power  on  such  day  to  add  to  or  decrease  any  Taxes  to  be 
assessment.     All  taxes  shall  be  paid  within  thirty  days  from  thethcreStS.  *^ 
appeal  day,   to  the  Treasurer  of  said  town  who  shall  receipt  for 
the  same. 

At  the  expiration  of  the  said- thirty  days  the  Commissioners 
shall  cause  a  transcript  of  the  assessment  list,   covering  all   un- 
paid taxes,  to  be  made  and  delivered  to  the  Collector,  who  shall 
thereupon  collect  from  each  taxable,  on  his  list,  his  proportion  of  ^^^^^'Jgjj^ 
the  tax  laid,  together  with  eight  per  centum  (8%)  thereof  addi- ^y^««hy)ej^ 
tional  for  the  costs  of  collecting  the  same,  and  shall  pay  over  the  Hvcred  to  coi- 
whole  of  the  tax  so  collected  to  the  said  Treasurer  by  the  first  icct?on!^*^*^°" 
day  of  October  next  after  the  receipt  of  his  duplicate. 

The  Collector  shall  have  the  same  power  for  the  collection  of  powcrofcoi- 
said  taxes  as  are  conferred  by  law  on  the  Collectors  of  county  ^^'°''' 
taxes. 

Sec.  6.     That  the  Commissioners,   or  a  "majority  of  them,  g^jp^ji^^^^Qf 
shall  have  authority  to  employ,  and  use  the  money  in  the  treasury  money- 
of  the  town,  for  the  general  improvement,  benefit  and  ornament 
of  said  town,  as  they  may  deem  advisable,   and  all    the  money 
paid  out  by  the  Treasurer  shall  be  paid   upon  the  order  of  the 
Commissioners,  or  a  majority  of  them. 

Sec.  7.     That  any  ordinance  for  the  paving  or  improving  of  ^    ikationof 
sidewalks  shall  apply  only  to  those  persons  owning  the  property  ordinance  for 
fronting  upon  them,  who,  and  who  alone,  shall  bear  the  expense  ^*^*"*' 
of  making  the  pavements,  or  other  improvements  ordered. 

If  such  ordinance  be  not  complied  with  within  one  month  Power  of  com- 
the  Commissioners  may  procure  the  materials  and   work  to  be  matteJ"o/lMJ?- 
found  and  done,  and  collect  the  expense  of  the  same  on  ten  days  *"*  ordinance, 
notice  by  advertisement  at  three  of  the  most  public  places  in  said 
town,  out  of  the  real  or  personal  estate  of  the  person   in  default, 
situate  in   said  town.     The  sale  may  be  made  by  any  person 
whom  the  Commissioners  may  depute  for  that  purpose,   and  if 
the  proper  notice  has  been  given  the  sale  shall  be  valid  and  shall 
transfer  all  the  title  of  the  person  in  default  in  such  property  to 
the  purchaser,  subject  to  prior  liens  and  encumbrances. 
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The  money  realized  from  the  sale  shall  be  paid  to  the  Treas- 
urer for  the  use  of  the  Town. 

The  Commissioners  shall  tax  and  allow  the  Officer  making 
the  sale  his  reasonable  costs,  and  the  surplus,  if  any,  shall  be 
paid  to  the  owner  of  the  property  sold. 

Sec.  8.     That  the  President  and  Commissioners  for  the  time 
Board  as  to      being  shall  have  the  superintendance  and  oversight  of  all  the 
*^  '  roads  and  streets  now  opened,  or  hereafter  to  be  opened,   within 

the  limits  of  said  town,  and  no  overseer  of  any  such  roads  or 
streets  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Levy  Court  of  Kent  County; 
but  the  said  Levy  Court  shall  annually  appropriate  for  the  repairs 
of  said  roads  and  streets,  a  sum  of  money  not  less  than  One  Hun- 
dred and  Twenty-Five  Dollars ;  and  shall  make  an  order  for  the 
payment  thereof  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Town  of  Cheswold,  for 
the  use  of  said  town. 

Treasurer  and  ^^^'  9'     That  the  Treasurer  and  Collector  shall  be  severally 

collector  to  be  swom  or  affirmed,  to  discharge  their  respective  duties  with  fidel- 
ity, such  oath  or  affirmation  may  be  administered  by  any  person 
authorized  by  the  Laws  of  this  State  to  administer  oaths,  or  by 
the  President  of  the  Board  of  Commissioners.  They  shall  also 
before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  their  office  give  bond  to  the 
Town  of  Cheswold,  with  sufficient  surety,  to  be  approved  by  the 
Commissioners  of  said  town,  in  the  penal  sum  of  double  the 
amount  of  what  may  be  likely  to  come  into  their  hands  condi- 
tioned for  the  faithful  discharge  of  the  duties  of  their  said  office, 
and  for  the  payment  to  their  successor  in  office  of  all  sums  of 
money  belonging  to  said  town,  which  may  remain  in  their  hands 
upon  the  settlement  of  their  accounts ;  to  which  said  bonds  and 
condition  there  shall  be  annexed  a  warrant  of  attorney  for  the 
confession  of  judgment  for  said  penalty. 

The  said  Treasurer  shall  pay  all  orders  drawn  on  him  by 
order  of  said  Commissioners,  and  signed  by  the  President  there- 
of, out  of  any  moneys  in  his  hands  belonging  to  the  said  town. 

He  shall  settle  his  accounts  with  the  said  Commissioners 
annually  in  the  month  of  February  and  after  and  at  such  other 
times  as  the  said  Commissioners  may  require. 

Compensation  The  Treasurer,  Clerk  and  Assessor  of  said  town  shall  each 

of  officers.  rcccive  a  reasonable  compensation  for  their  services,  to  be  de- 
termined by  the  Commissioners  of  said  town ; 
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Provided,  the  compensation  of  the  said  Treasurer,  as  such, 
shall  not  exceed  two  per  cent,  on  all  moneys  received  by  him 
belonging  to  said  town,  and  of  the  Treasurer  acting  as  Collector, 
shall  not  exceed  eight  per  centum  on  the  taxes  collected  by  him. 

Sec.  10.  That  the  Town  Commissioners,  at  their  first  meet-  commissioners 
ing,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  convenient,  shall  annually  proceed  man. 
to  elect  by  ballot  some  suitable  person,  resident  in  said  town,  to 
be  Alderman  of  the  Town  of  Cheswold,  who  may  or  may  not 
be  a  Justice  of  the  Peace,  resident  of  said  town,  to  serve  as  such 
for  the  term  of  one  year,  and  until  his  successor  shall  be  duly 
elected,  subject,  however,  to  be  removed  from  office  at  any  time, 
by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  all  the  members  of  the  Board  of 
Town  Commissioners.

The  Commissioners  of  said  town  shall  also  have  power  and 
authority,  to  remove  any  of  the  town  constables  at  any  time,  and 
appoint  others  in  the  place  of  those  removed,  if  it  shall  be 
deemed  necessary  to  make  such  appointment. 

Sec.  12.     That  the  Commissioners  shall   appoint  a  Town  commissioners 
Clerk,  who  may  or  may  not  be  one  of  their  number,  who  shall  S?;^  cfeSJ"* 
keep  a  record  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Commissioners,  and  the 
same  shall  be  evidence. 

Sec.  13.     The  said  Commissioners  shall  have  power  to  lo- Additional 
cate  and  lay  out  new  streets,  lanes  or  alleys,   or  to  straighten,  p°^*^"- 
widen,  or  extend  those  streets  now  existing,  and  to  fix  the  com- 
pensation for  the  land  so  taken. 

Whenever  land  is  wanted  for  any  of  these  purposes  it  shall  condemnation 
be  the  duty  of  said  Commissioners  as  soon  as  the  survey  and  stV4"s/°'^ 
plot  is  made,  to  notify  the  owner  or  owners  of  the  real  estate 
through  or  over  which  such  street,  lane  or  alley  may  run,  of 
their  determination  to  open,  widen  or  extend  the  same,  and  to 
furnish  a  general  description  of  the  location  thereof,  and  also  the 
amount   of  the  damages  or  compensation  allowed  to  each,  and

if  such  owner  be  not  resident  within  said  town,  to  notify  the 
holder  or  tenant  of  said  real  estate,  but  if  their  be  no  holder  or 
tenant  of  said  real  estate  resident  in  said  town,  the  said  notice 
may  be  affixed  to  any  part  of  the  premises ; 

If  any  owner  be  dissatisfied  with  the  amount  of  compensa- 
tion or  damage  allowed  by  the  said  Commissioners,  he  or  she 
may,  within  ten  days  after  such  notice  as  aforesaid,  appeal  from 
the  said  assessment  of  compensation  or  damages  by  serving  a 
written  notice  to  that  effect  ^n  the  President  of  the  Board  of 
Commissioners.  In  order  to  prosecute  said  appeal,  such  owner 
or  owners  shall  within  fifteen  days  after  the  expiration  of  the  ten 
days  allowed  for  appeals,  and  upon  ten  days  notice  to  the  said 
President  of  the  Board  of  Commissioners,  make  written  applica- 
tion to  the  associate  judge  of  the  Superior  Court  of  the  State  of 
Delaware,  in  and  for  Kent  County,  for  the  appointment  of  a 
commission  to  determine  the  amount  of  damages,  and  thereupon 
the  said  associate  judge  shall  issue  a  commission  under  his  hand, 
directing  five  freeholders  of  the  said  County,  three  of  whom 
shall  be  resident  of  the  said  Town  of  Cheswold,  and  two  of 
whom  shall  be  non-residents  of  the  said  town,  commanding  them 
to  assess  the  damage  which  the  owner  of  the  real  estate,  through 
or  over  whose  lands  the  said  street,  lane  or  alley  shall  pass,  who 
shall  have  notified  the  said  Commissioners  of  his  intention  to  ap- 
peal, may  incur  by  reason  thereof  and  to  make  return  of  their 
proceedings  to  the  said  associate  judge  at  a  time  therein  ap- 
pointed. 

The  freeholders  named  in  said  commission  being  first  sworn 
or  affirmed  as  in  said  commission  shall  be  directed,  shall  view 
the  premises,  and  they,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  assess  the 
damages  as  aforesaid,  and  shall  make  return  in  writing  of  their 
proceedings  in  the  premises  to  the  said  associate  judge,  who  shall 
deliver  said  return  to  the  said  Commissioners  of  the  said  Town  of 
Cheswold,  which  return  shall  be  final  and  conclusive. 

The  said  associate  judge  shall  have  power  to  fill  any  vacancy 
in  said  Commission. 

The  amount  of  damage  being  so  ascertained  the  Town 
Commissioners  may  pay  or  tender  the  same  to  the  person  or  per- 
sons entitled  thereto  within  one  month  after  the  same  shall  have 
been  finally  ascertained,  or,  if  the  person  or  persons  so  entitled 
reside  out  of  or  are  absent  from  the  Town  of   Cheswold  during 
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the  said  period  of  one  month,  or  are  minors,  then  the  same  may 
be  deposited  to  his  or  her  credit  in  the  Farmers'  Bank  of  the 
State  of  Delaware,  at  Dover,  within  said  time,  and  thereupon 
the  said  lands  or  property  may  be  taken  and  occupied  for  the 
uses  aforesaid. 

If  in  the  ascertainment  and  assessment  of  damages  by  the

The   said  Commissioners  shall  have  power  to  reg-^^^j^.^^^ 
ulate  the  streets,  lanes,  alleys  and  sidewalks   of   said  town,  and  powers, 
lighting  of  the  same,  and  may  direct  the  sidewalks,  or  any  part 
thereof,  to  be  paved  or  otherwise  improved,  at  the  expense   of 
the  owner  of  the  ground  adjacent. 

On  complaint  of  any  citizen,  to  examine  any  chimney, 
stove-pipe,  fixture,  or  any  other  matter  dangerous  to  the  town, 
and  if  adjudged  dangerous,  to  require  and  compel  it  to  be  re- 
paired, remedied  or  removed ;  to  prevent  and  remove  nuisances 
therein,  to  prohibit  the  firing  of  guns  or  pistols,  the  making  of 
bonfires,  or  setting  off  fireworks,  or  any  dangerous  sport  or 
practice;  and  to  prevent  or  suppress  any  noisy  or  turbulent  as- 
semblages within  the  town  and  generally  they  shall  have  all  the 
powers  necessary  to  preserve  and  maintain  peace  and  good  order 
in  said  town. 

Sec.  16.     The  said  Commissioners  shall  have  power    and 
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Power  to  enact  authority  to  enact  ordinances  to  preserve  the  health  of  citizens  of 
ordnances.  gg^j^  town,  and  to  prevent  the  introduction  of  infectious  or  con- 
tagious diseases ;  to  enact  ordinances  regulating  travel  over  and 
upon  the  streets,  lanes  and  alleys  of  said  town  and  the  use  there- 
of; to  enact  ordinances  regulating  the  running  at  large,  keeping 
or  harboring  of  dogs,  and  may  provide  for  the  registering  of 
same;  and  may  also  provide  suitable  penalties  for  the  violation 
of  any  of  said  ordinances. 

They  shall  also  have  full  power  and  authority  to  exempt 
from  town  taxation  any  manufacturing  plant  which  may  be  estab- 
lished within  the  limits  of  said  town,  for  any  term  not  exceeding 
ten  years. 

•Special  tax  for  Section  17.     The  Commissioners  shall  have  power  to  levy  a 

streets.  special  tax  to  pay  for  right  of  way,  charge  and  costs  incidental 

to  the  widening,   straightening,  extending  and  laying  out  and 

opening  new  streets,  lanes  or  alleys,  which  shall  be  collected  as 

other  town  taxes.

torbulent,  disorderly  or  noisy  assemblages,  or  gatherings  of  per- 
sons in  or  about  any  building  used  for  any  fair,  festival,  con- 
cert, or  any  social,  literary,  or  religious  meetings,  or  any  enter- 
tainment whatsoever,  or  in  the  streets,  lanes,  squares,  or  alleys 
of  said  town,  at  any  time  or  season  whatever;  to  prevent  all 
gatherings  whatever  which  may  obstruct  or  interfere  with  the 
free  use  of  the  streets,  lanes,  alleys,  sidewalks ;  and  for  this  pur- 
pose it  shall  be  the  duty  of  any  of  said  constables  to  seize  and 
arrest  any  such  person  so  offending,  and  take  him  or  them  before 
the  Alderman  of  said  town,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  hear  and 
determine  the  case,  and  upon  conviction  before  him,  the  Alder- 
man shall  sentence  any  such  person  so  convicted,  to  pay  a  fine 
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not  exceeding  ten  dollars  and  may  commit  the  party  or  parties 
to  prison  for  a  period  not  exceeding  thirty  days,  or  until  said 
fine  and  costs  shall  be  paid. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Alderman  of  said  town,  uponj^^l^^ 
complaint  made  before  him,  of  any  such  riotous,  turbulent  or 
noisy  assemblages  or  gatherings  as  aforesaid,  to  issue  his  warrant 
to  any  of  the  constables  aforesaid,  commanding  him  to  arrest  and 
bring  any  such  person  so  offending  as  aforesaid  before  him  for 
trial. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  constables  aforesaid,  or  any  one 
of  them,  to  arrest  any  drunken  or  disorderly  person  they  may 
see  on  the  streets  of  said  town,  and  to  take  such  person  so  ar- 
rested before  the  Alderman  of  said  town,  who  shall  proceed  forth- 
with to  hear^  and  determine  the  case  and  upon  conviction  before 
him  he  shall  sentence  such  person  in  the  same  manner  and  to 
the  same  punishment  provided  in  this  section  for  the  punishment 
of  persons  brought  before  him  for  the  offence  in  this  section  first 
enumerated. 

If  upon  view  of  the  person  or  persons  who  may  be  brought 
before  the  Alderman  of  said  town  for  violation  of  this  section,  it 
shall  appear  to  the  Alderman  that  in  his  judgment  such  person 
or  persons  are  not  in  a  condition  to  be  heard  or  tried,  he  may 
use  his  own  discretion  in  fixing  or  appointing  a  time  for  trial  for 
all  such  person  or  persons  brought  before  him  for  violating  this 
section.

In  case  of  commitment  the  constable  shall  receive  an  addi-Fecsofcon- 
tional  fee  of  two  dollars,  and  the  keeper  of  the  jail  shall  be  en-*^^'^' 
titled  to  a  fee  of  fifty  cents  for  each  commitment,   whether  by 
constable  or  by  the  Alderman  of  said  town,  and  he   shall  be  en- 
titled to  the  same  pay  for  board  of  the  person  so  committed  as  is 
allowed  by  the  Levy  Court  for  board  of  prisoners. 

In  cases  not  herein  provided  for,  the  fees  of  the  Alderman 
and  constables  shall  be  the  same  paid  to  Justices  of  the  Peace  and 
constables  in  like  cases.

CHAPTER  422.

Ax  Act  authorizing  the  construction,  extension  and  im- 
provement OF  SEWERS  IN  THE  ToWN  OF  DoVER,  AND  EM- 
POWERING THE  Town  Council  to  borrow  money  to  pay 

FOR    THE    same. 

Whereas,  it  is  apparent  that  the  town  of  Dover  stands  in  preamble, 
need  of  a  better  .system  of  sewers  providing  not  only  for  the  pres- 
ent, but  for  the  future;  and, 

Whereas,  a  proper  regard  for  the  health  of  the  inhabitants  preamble, 
of  the  town,  as  well  as  their  property  and  business  interests,   re- 
quire that  this  work  be  undertaken  as  soon  as  possible;  now, 
therefore. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the 
State  of  Delaware,  in  General  Assembly  met  (two-thirds  of 
each  Branch  thereof  herein  concurring ) : 

Section  i.     That  the  Town  Council  of  the  town  of  Dover  be 
and  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  construct  such  sewers  ^^^^^  council 
and  to  extend  and  improve  the  existing  sewers  as  may  seem  to '<>  construct 

^  sewers. 

them  necessary  to  meet  with  the  requirements  of  said  town,  and 
to  that  end  and  for  that  purpose  the  Town  Council  of  the  Town 
of  Dover  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  borrow  on  the 
credit  of  the  said  town  a  sum  of  money  not  exceeding  Thirty 
Thousand  Dollars  ($30,000),  and  said  sum  of  money,  or  as^^^jQ^^^^ 
much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  shall  be  used,  applied  and  money, 
expended  by  the  Town  Council  of  the  town  of  Dover  in  the  con- 
struction, extension  and  improvement  of  such  sewers  as  may 
seem  to  them  necessary  to  meet  with  the  requirements  of  said 
town. 
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To  issue  bonds.  Scction  2.  That  the  Town  Council  of  the  town  of  Dover, 
for  the  purposes  set  forth  in  "Section  i'*  of  this  Act,  shall  have 
full  power  and  authority  to  issue  Bonds  of  the  Town  of  Dover  to 
be  known  as  * '  Dover  Sewer  Bonds, "  to  an  amount  not  exceeding 
the  said  sum  of  Thirty  Thousand  Dollars  ($30,000). 

Section  3.  The  denomination  of  said  Bonds  shall  be  the 
sum  of  One  Thousand  Dollars  ($1,000)  each,  and  shall  be  num- 
Numbcr  of.  bered  from  one  to  thirty,  inclusive,  and  shall  bear  interest  at  the 
Ratcof  interest,  rate  of  Four  per  Centum  (4%)  per  annum,  payable  on  the  first 
day  of  January  and  July  in  each  and  every  year,  at  the  Far- 
mers' Bank  of  the  State  of  Delaware,  at  Dover,  on  the  presenta- 
tion of  the  coupons  attached  to  such  Bonds  representing  said 
semi-annual  interest.

Section  4.  The  said  Bonds  shall  bear  date  on  the  first  day

town  of  Dover,  published  for  the  space  of  thirty  days  in  one 
newspaper  published  in  the  City  of  Wilmington,  in  this  State; 
one  newspaper  published  in  the  town  of  Dover,  in  this  Stater 
and  one  newspaper  in  the  town  of  (Georgetown,  in  this  State: 

Such  notice  shall  indicate  the  Bonds  called,  and  in  making 
such  calls  the  Town  Council  shall  call  the  Bonds  according  to 
their  number,  beginning  with  the  lowest  number;  and  the  inter- 
est on  the  said  *' Dover  Sewer  Bonds"  shall  cease  from  the  date 
named  in  any  of  said  calls  for  redemption. 

Section  5.  The  Town  Council  of  the  town  of  Dover  shall 
direct  and  effect  the  preparation,  printing  and  sale  of  said  Bonds 
authorized  by  this  Act,  at  such  time  or  times  and  on  such  terms 
as  they  may  deem  expedient,  but  that  all  the  monies  arising  from 
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such  sale    shall  be  applied  to  carry  into  effect  the  provisions  of 
this  Act. 

Section  6.  The  form  of  said  Bonds  with  the  coupons  thereto  Form  of  bond*, 
attached  shall  be  prescribed  by  the  Town  Council  of  the  town  of 
Dover,  and  said  Bonds  shall  be  signed  by  the  president  of  the 
Town  Council  of  the  town  of  Dover  and  by  the  Treasurer  of  the 
said  town,  and  sealed  with  the  Corporate  Seal  of  the  said  Cor- 
poration, and  shall  be  exempt  from  State,  County  and  Municipal 
taxation.

There  shall  also  be  elected 
from  among  the  freeholders  of  Rehoboth  one  inspector  and  two 
judges  to  serve  as  such  at  the  next  annual  election.  Each  Com- 
missioner shall  be  at  the  time  of  his  election  and  during  his  term 
of  office  a  freeholder  of  the  town  and  his  ceasing  to  be  a  free- 
holder during  his  term  shall  ipso  facto  vacate  his  office.  Four 
of  said  Commissioners  shall  be  at  the  time  of  their  election  and 
during  the  terms  of  office  residents  of  the  State  of  Delaware, 
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two  of  whom  shall  reside  within  the  corporate  limits  of  the  town 
of  Rehoboth,  and  the  Commissioner  with  the  title  of  Mayor  and 
President  of  the  Commissioners  shall  be  a  resident  of  the  town 
Rehoboth.  Removal  from  the  State  of  any  Commissioner  re- 
quired by  the  provisions  of  this  Act  to  be  a  resident  of  the  State 
shall  ipso  facto  vacate  said  office.  In  the  event  of  a  vacancy  in  vacancies, 
the  office  of  a  Commissioner  during  his  term  of  office  the  Board 
of  Commissioners  or  a  majority  of  them  for  the  time  being  shall 
appoint  some  freeholder  of  the  town,  with  like  qualifications,  to 
fill  such  vacancy  until  the  next  annual  election.  It  shall  be  the  Notice  of 
-duty  of  said  Commissioners  at  least  ten  days  before  the  day  of  ***^'*^"*- 
holding  any  such  election  to  give  public  notice  of  the  fact  by  not 
less  than  five  notices  posted  in  five  or  more  of  the  most  con- 
spicuous places  in  said  town.  At  all  elections  a  plurality  of  votes 
shall  elect  and  in  the  event  of  a  tie  the  Inspector  shall  cast  the 
<leciding  vote. 

Section  5.  The  said  election  shall  be  held  by  the  Inspector  and  Manner  of  hoid- 
two  judges  who  shall  be  elected  from  among  the  freeholders  of  the  '"*  «*«^'*<>"»- 
town  of  Rehoboth  at  the  annual  election  preceding,  but  if  one  or 
both  of  said  judges  be  not  present,  then  and  in  that  event  the  In- 
spector shall  appoint  one  or  two  as  may  be  necessary  to  complete 
the  election  board,  from  among  the  freeholders  present  who  shall 
act  as  judges  for  such  election.      The  persons  so  chosen  and 
elected  as  inspector  and  Judges  of  election   under  the  provisions 
of  this  Act  shall  be  the  judges  of  such  election  and  shall  decide 
all  questions  as  to  the  legality  of  the  votes  offered  and  all  matters 
in  dispute.     The  said  inspector  shall  receive  and  deposit  in  a  box 
provided   for   that  purpose  the   votes    cast    at    such  •  election. 
Immediately  upon  the  close  of  the  said  election  the  said  officers  Manner  of 
shall  publicly  ascertain  the  result  of  said  election  and  certify  vSte!**"*^  *^*^ 
thereto  on  the  books  of  the  Commissioners  kept  for  that  purpose 
and  shall  make  and  execute  certificates  of  the  result  of  such  elec- 
tion, and  deliver  one  of  such  certificates  to  the  Commissioners 
and  one  to  each  of  the  Commissioners  and  officers  elected.       If 
for  any  reason,  the  inspector  cannot  serve,  then  and  in  that  event, 
the  legal  voters  there  present  shall  proceed  by  viva  voce  vote  and 
elect  any  freeholder  of  said  Town  of  Rehoboth,  who  may  be 
present,  to  be  the  inspector  to  hold  the  election.      At  any  such  voters, quaiifi- 
election  every  person,  male  or  female,  above  the  age  of  twenty- <^**^°"s°^- 
one  years,  who  shall  have  been  a  freeholder  in  the  said  town  of 
Rehoboth  for  a  period  of  three  months  immediately  preceding

said  election,  and  against  whose  property  there  shall  be  no  un- 
paid tax,  whether  a  resident  of  the  State  of  Delaware,  or  not, 
shall  have  one  vote ;  and  also  every  male  person  above  the  age,  of 
twenty-one  years  who  shall  have  been  a  resident  of  the  State  of 
Delaware  at  least  one  year  and  a  bona  fide  resident  within  the 
corporate  limits  of  the  town  of  Rehoboth  for  at  least  three  months 
immediately  preceding  any  such  election,  shall  have  one  vote,  if 
all  town  taxes  levied  against  such  person  shall  be  paid  at  the  time 
of  any  such  election.  All  votes  shall  be  offered  in  person.  In 
the  event  of  objection  to  the  vote  of  any  non-resident  being  re- 
ceived, the  production  of  a  duly  executed  deed  or  lease  bearing 
date  at  least  three  months  prior  to  the  date  of  any  such  election, 
shall  be  conclusive  evidence  that  the  person  offering  to  vote  is  a 
freeholder,  unless  evidence  is  produced  to  show  that  there  is  a 
subsequent  deed  or  that  the  person  so  attempting  to  vote  is  not 
the  person  named  in  the  deed  or  lease.

Section  6.  The  Commissioners  of  Rehoboth  at  the  first 
meeting  after  each  election  and  organization  of  the  Board  of 
Commissioners,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  may  be,  shall  choose  a 
Secretary  from  their  own  number  to  serve  until  the  first  meeting 
and  organization  of  the  Board  of  Commissioners  after  the  next 
succeeding  election.

The  said  Treasurer  shall  give  such  bond  as  shall  be  de- 
termined and  approved  by  the  Commissioners.  It  shall  be  the

The  Commissioner  elected  as  Secretary 
or  Assistant  Secretary  shall  receive  compensation  for  his  services 
as  such  in  addition  to  compensation  as  a  Commissioner.

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and  dispose  of  the  said  unsold  real  estate,  in  such  manner  and 
upon  such  terms  as  they  may  deem  advisable  and  advantageous, 
and  to  execute  a  good  and  sufficient  deed  or  deeds  in  fee  simple 
to  the  purchaser  or  purchasers  for  the  same.

Section  9.  That  the  .said  Commissioners  of  Rehoboth  for 
the  good  government  and  welfare  of  said  town,  shall  have  power 
to  make,  establish,  publish  and  modify,  amend  or  repeal  ordi- 
nances, rules,  regulations  and  by-laws  for  the  following  pur- 
poses :  To  prevent  vice,  drunkenness  and  immorality ;  to  pre- 
serve peace  and  good  order ;  to  prevent  and  quell  riots,  distur- 
bances and  disorderly  assemblages ;  to  restrain  and  suppress  dis- 
orderly and  gaming  houses,  and  houses  of  ill  fame;  all  instru- 
ments and  devices  for  gaming ;  and  to  prohibit  all  gaming  and 
fraudulent  devices;  to  prohibit,  restrain,  and  regulate  all  sports, 
exhibitions  of  natural  or  artificial  curiosities,  caravans  of  ani- 
mals, theatrical  exhibitions,  circu.ses  or  other  public  perform- 
ances and  exhibitions  for  money,  and  fix  the  sum  to  be  paid  for 
such  licenses  to  the  town ;  to  ascertain  and  establish  the  boun- 
daries of  all  streets,  avenues,  highways,  lanes  and  alleys,  in  said 
town  and  the  beach  or  beach  strand  in  or  contiguous  to  said 
town,  and  prevent  and  remove  all  encroachment  on  said  streets,ave- 
nues,  highways,  lanes,  alleys,  beach  or  beach  strand.  To  regulate, 
clean  and  keep  in  repair,  the  streets,  highways,  lanes,  and  alleys, 
wharves  and  docks  in  said  town,  and  to  prevent  and  remove  ob- 
structions and  incumbrances  in  and  upon  all  streets,  highways, 
sidewalks,  cross  walks,  sewers,  drains,  aqueducts,  water  courses, 
wharves  or  docks,  in  any  manner  whatsoever ;  to  prescribe  the 
manner  in  which  corporations  or  persons  shall  exercise  any  priv- 
ilege granted  to  them  in  the  use  of  any  street,  avenue,  highway, 
or  alley  in  said  town,  or  in  digging  up  any  street,  avenue",  high- 
way or  alley  for  the  purpose  of  laying  down  pipes,  or  any  other 
purpose  whatsoever,  and  to  prohibit  and  prevent  any  such  use  or 
work  at  such  times  and  seasons  of  the  year  as  they  may  desig- 
nate; to  direct  and  regulate  the  planting,  rearing,  trimming  and 
preserving  of  ornamental  shade  trees  in  the  streets,  avenues, 
parks,  and  grounds  of  .said  town,  and  to  authorize  or  prohibit 
the  removal  or  destruction  of  such  shade  trees,  and  to  enforce 
the  removal  of  snow,  ice  or  dirt  from  the  sidewalks  and  gutters 
by  the  owner  or  occupants  of  the  premises  fronting  thereon ;   to 
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level,  grade,  flag  or  reflag,   curb  or  recurb,   gutter  or  fegutter,  To  grade  or 
pave  or  repave,  macadamize,  gravel  or  shell  the  streets,  highways  and^idUraiks.

mendicants  and  street  beggars;  to  prescribe  the  manner 
in  which  all  conJ:racts  for  performing  work  or  furnishing 
materials  for  the  town  shall  be  made  and  executed ;  to  abate  or 
remove  nuisances  of  all  kinds,  at  the  expense  of  those  maintain- 
ing the  same  and  to  compel  the  owner  or  occupant  of  lot,  house, 
building,  shed,  cellar  or  place  wherein  may  be  carried  on  any 
business  or  calling,  or  in  or  upon  which  there  may  exist,  any 
matter  or  thing,  which  is  or  may  be  detrimental  in  the  opinion 
of  the  Commissioners  or  local  Board  of  Health  to  the  health  of 
the  inhabitants  of  thei  town,  to  cleanse,  remove  or  abate  the 
same,  under  the  direction  of  the  Commissioners,  as  often  as  the 
said  Commissioners  or  local  Board  of  Health  may  deem  neces- 
sary for  the  health  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  town ;  or  in  a  sum- 
mary manner  to  cause  the  same  to  be  done  at  the  expense  and

of  candles  and  lights  in  barns,  stables  and  other  buildings.  To

Provided,  however,  that  the  Com- 
missioners shall  not  have  the  authority  to  bond  the  town  for  this 
or  any  other  purpose,  without  an  Act  of  the  General  Assembly 
and  a  majority  vote  of  the  voters  of  the  town  authorizing  the 
same.

not  more  than  five  days ;  all  fines  and  penalties  shall  be  paid  to 
the  Treasurer  of  the  town.

Neglect  10  obey  or  her  residence.  If  such  owner  shall  neglect  or  refuse  for  the 
space  of  three  months,  after  being  directed  as  aforesaid,  to  lay 
such  pavement  or  curb,  or  either,  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the 
said  Commissioners  to  cause  such  pavement  or  curb,  or  either, 
to  be  made  and  to  recover  the  cost  of  making  the  same  by  the 
distress  and  sale  of  any  goods  and  Chattels,  lands  and  tenements 
belonging  to  such  owner  within  the  limits  of  said  town,  and 
for  this  purpose  the  said  Commissioners  of  Rehoboth  shall  issue 

To  sell  personal  a  Warrant  under  the  seal  of  the  corporation,  directed  to  the  Col- 
lector of  the  town  commanding  him  that  of  the  goods  and  chattels, 
lands  and  tenements  of  such  owner  he  shall  cause  to  be  levied  and 
made  the  amount  of  the  said  cost  of  pavement  and  curbing.  In 
collecting  the  said  amount  the  said  collector  shall  have  all  the 
powers  of  a  collector  of  county  taxes  and  collector  of  school 
taxes. 

CostofpavinK  Thc  claim  for  the  cost  of  paving  and  curbing,   or  either, 

preS?isS.^  *  shall  be  a  lien  on  the  premises  in  front  of,  along  or  adjoining 
which  the  work  was  done,  and  shall  have  priority  over  any  lien, 
incumbrance,  or  conveyance  suffered  or  made  by  such  owner 
after  the  completion  of  such  improvement.  If  any  pavement  or 
curb  made  prior  to  the  passage  of  this  Act  shall  be  deemed  by 
the  said  Commissioners  to  be  insufficient,  they,  the  said  Com- 
missioners, shall  have  power  to  direct  in  writing  the  owner  or 
owners  in  front  of,  along  or  adjoining  whose  premises  the  same 
is  laid,  to  make  a  sufficient  pavement  or  curb  or  both,  and  upon 
neglect  or  refusal  so  to  do,  the  said  Commissioners  shall  cause 
the  same  to  be  done,  and  recover  the  cost  of  so  doing  in  like 
manner  as  above  prescribed  in  case  of  new  pavements.  If  the 
premises  in  front  of,  along  or  adjoining  which  a  pavement  or 
curbing  is  directed  to  be  laid,  are  held  or  owned  by  a  tenant  for 
life,  the  expenses  incurred  as  aforesaid  shall  be  paid  by  the  owner 
or  owners  of  the  reversion  in  fee.  Whenever  a  pavement  or  curb 
shall  be  laid  by  the  owner  or  owners  before  or  in  front  of,  along, 
adjoining  his  house  or  land,  pursuant  to  the  direction  of  the 
Commissioners,  the  said  Commissioners  may  if  they  deem  it 
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proper  and  are  satisfied  that  the  work  has  been  done  according 
to  their  specifications,  allow  to  such  owner  or  owners,  out  of  the 
funds  of  the  town,  a  sum  not  exceeding  one  third  of  the  cost  of 
said  pavement  and  curbing. 

Section  12.  That  the  said  Commissioners  of  Rehoboth  be  J2?mSnidpai* 
and  they  are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered,  for  the  purpose  jJI{5*thcreof"** 
of  improvement  and  current  expenses  only,  to  levy  and  collect  a 
tax,  not  exceeding  in  any  one  year,  three  thousand  dollars  on 
the  assessed  valuation  of  all  the  real  estate  within  the  limits  of 
said  corporation,  except  land  of  said  town.  All  taxes  shall  be 
levied,  assessed  and  raised  on  the  real  estate  in  just  and  equal 
proportions.  Provided,  however,  that  nothing  herein  contained 
shall  be  construed  to  repeal  or  modify  the  provisions  of  Section 
3  of  Chapter  767  of  Volume  19,  of  the  Laws  of  Delaware  as 
amended  by  Chapter  1 10  of  Volume  20  of  said  Laws,  exempting 
certain  buildings  and  improvements  from  taxation.  There  shall  ^^'  ^p***  *"• 
also  be  levied  and  collected,  in  the  same  manner  as  taxes  against 
real  estate  a  per  capita  tax  upon  the  male  citizens  of  the  town 
above  the  age  of  twenty-one  years,  which  said  per  capita  tax 
shall  not  be  less  in  any  one  year  than  the  sum  of  one  dollar  for 
each  male  citizen  of  the  town. 

Section  13.  The  assessed  value  of  the  real  estate  as  ascer- 
tained by  the  present  Board  of  Commissioners  shall  and  is  here- 
by expressly  declared  to  be  the  assessment  for  the  year  1903. 

Thereafter  the  Assessor  who  shall  be  elected  as  provided  by  Gcnciai 
this  Act,  shall,  between  the  date  of  his  election,  and  the  first  "*"'* 
Monday  of  June  succeeding  his  said  election,  make  a  just,  truexi,„^of 
and  impartial  valuation  or  assessment  of  all  the  real  Estate  within 
said  town ;  also  an  assessment  of  all  the  male  citizens  of  said 
town  above  the  age  of  twenty-one  years  as  well  those  owning  as 
those  not  owning  real  estate  within  the  limits  of  said  town;  the 
said  Assessor  in  making  the  assessment  of  the  male  citizens  resi- 
dent of  the  said  town,  above  the  age  of  twenty-one  years,  shall 
assess  every  male  citizen  resident  of  the  said  town  above  the  age 
of  twenty-one  years  of  age,  not  exceeding  one  dollar  per  capita, 
the  amount  to  be  assessed  to  be  determined  by  the  Commission- 
ers and  certified  to  the  assessor;  the  said  Assessor,  after  making 
said  assessment,  shall,  on  the  first  Monday  of  June  aforesaid,  de- 
liver to  the  said  Commissioners  a  list  containing  the  names  of  all 
the  persons  assessed  and  the  amount  of  the  assessment  against 
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each,  distinguishing  the  real  and  personal  assessment  of  each. 
The  said  list  shall  be  so  arranged  that  the  land,  the  improvements 
thereon  and  the  per  capita  assessments  shall  appear  in  separate 
columns  or  spaces,  and  the  assessor  in  making  the  assessment 
shall  make  his  valuation  accordingly.  The  said  Commissioners 
shall  assess  the  real  estate  and  person  of  the  Assessor.  The  said 
Assessor  before  entering  upon  his  duties  shall  be  sworn  or 
affirmed  by  some  person  authorized  by  the  laws  of  this  State  to 
administer  oaths,  diligently,  faithfully  and  impartially  to  per- 
form the  duties  herein  prescribed,  to  the  best  of  his  knowledge, 
ability  and  judgment.

That  the  person  elected  Mayor  as  aforesaid  of  Mavor,  powers 
said  town  shall  have  within  its  limits  all  the  powers,  authority,  ana  a^^nority 
jurisdiction  and  cognizance  of  a  Justice  of  the  Peace  of  and  over 
all  breaches  of  the  peace  and  other  offences  within  said  town ;  to 
arrest  and  to  hold  to  bail,  or  fine  and  imprison  all  offenders ; 
and  of  and  over  all  fines,  forfeitures  and  penalties  which  may  be 
prescribed  by  any  law  of  the  State  or  by  any  ordinance  of  the 
Board  of  Commissioners,  regularly  passed,  published  and  estab- 
lished for  the  government  of  the  said  town ;  and  of  and  over  all 
neglects,  omissions  and  defaults  of  the  town  constables  or  bailiff, 
assessor,  collector  or  Treasurer  or  any  other  person  or  officer 
whose  duty  it  may  be  to  collect,  receive,  pay  over,  or  account 
for  any  moneys  belonging  to  said  town  or  to  execute  or  obey  any 
law  or  ordinance  thereof;  provided  that  he  shall  not  impose  any 
fine  exceeding  Twenty  dollars,  nor  have  jurisdiction  in  any  civil 
matter  other  than  to  carry  put  the  provisions  of  this  Act  or  the 
rules  and  regulations  of  said  town  by  the  officers  authorized  to 
adopt  the  same  under  this  act 

The  fees  of  said  Mayor  shall  be  the  same  as  are  allowed  Fees  of.

from  uzation.  ordinance  enacted  at  any  regular  monthly  meeting  thereof,  or  by 
a  special  resolution  adopted  release,  relieve  and  exonerate  for  a 
period  not  exceeding  ten  years,  the  building  or  buildings,  fix- 
tures, machinery,  implements,  tools  and  other  necessary  proper- 
ty of  any  person,  or  persons,  firm,  partnership  or  corporation, 
used  in  the  erection,  maintenance  or  operation  of  any  hotel, 
apartment  house  or  public  building  from  any  assessment  for  tax 
for  town  purposes  or  other  tax  over  which  the  said  Commission- 
ers have  jurisdiction  or  control,  and  from  the  payment  of  the 
same. 

No  property  shall  be  exempt  from  taxation  aforesaid  until 
such  ordinance  is  enacted,  or  special  resolution  adopted  nor  shall 
the  said  Commissioners  enact  any  such  ordinance  or  resolution 
until  it  shall  be  clearly  shown  to  them  that  the  first  and  original 
cost  of  such  building  shall  have  exceeded  Ten  Thousand 
Dollars. 

Nottoreoeai  Section  22.     This  act  shall  not  be  construed  to  repeal   any 

lonner  acta,  former  Acts  in  relation  to  the  town  or  Commissioners  of  Rehoboth, 
unless  the  same  are  manifestly  inconsistent  with  this  Act,  and  all 
existing  by-laws,  ordinances,  rules,  regulations  and  resolutions 
of  the  Commissioners  of  Rehoboth  not  inconsistent  with  the  pro- 
visions of  this  Act  shall  remain  in  force  until  repealed  or  modi- 
fied by  the  Commissioners  of  Rehoboth.

An  Act  authorizing  the  Town  Council  of  the  Town  of 

SeAFORD  to  ESTABLISH  AND  MAINTAIN  AN  ElECTRIC  LiGHT 

Plant  in  said  Town  to  supply   Electric  Light  and 
Power  for  both  public  and  private  use. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the 
State  of  Delaware  in  General  Assembly  met  (two-thirds  of 
all  the  members  elected  to  each  branch  of  the  Legislature 
concurring  therein) : 

Section  i .    That  the  Town  Council  of  the  Town  of  Seaford  Town  coundi 
be  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  do  all  things  light  pUntT 
necessary  for  locating,  erecting,  constructing,  equipping  and  op- 
erating an  Electric  Light  Plant  to  light  the  Town  of  Seaford  and  ^imcn.^^ 
to  furnish  light  and  power  for  public  and  private  use  to  the  citi- 
zens and  to  provide  for  the  care  and  maintenance  of  the  same,  and 
to  purchase  engines,  boilers,   dynamos,  poles  and  wires  and  all 
such  instruments  and  machines  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  pur- 
pose of  establishing  an  Electric  Light  Plant  to  light  the  streets 
of  the  Town  of  Seaford  and  to  furnish  light  and  power  for  pub- 
lic and  private  use  to  the  citizens  thereof,  and  to  effect  this  ob- 
ject shall  have  power  to  lay  pipes  and  erect  poles  and  to  erect  or 
lay  wires  above,  under,  on,  in  or  along  any  of  the  roads,  streets, 
lanes  or  alleys  of  the  said  Town  of  Seaford  or  adjacent  thereto. 

Section  2.  And  whenever  it  may  be  necessary  for  the  Town  Additional 
Council  of  said  Town  to  enter  upon,  use,  take  or  excavate  any  p^^*"' 
lands  of  any  person  or  persons  whomsoever  for  constructing,  lo- 
cating, equipping  and  operating  the  Electric  Light  Plant  provided 
for  by  this  Act,  or  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  into  effect  the  ob- 
jects of  this  Act,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  said  Town  Council  to  con- 
tract and  agree  with  the  owner  or  owners  of  any  such  land  for  the 
purchase  of  any  land  or  lands  that  may  be  necessary  for  the  pur- 
pose of  carrying  into  effect  the  objects  of  this  Act.  Should  the 
owner  or  owners  of  any  such  land  or  any  of  them  refuse  to  permit 
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the  Town  Council  of  the  town  of  Seaford  to  enter  upon  and  occu- 
py said  land  or  lands  for  the  purpose  aforesaid,  and  if  said  owner 
or  owners  be  unwilling  to  contract  and  agree  as  aforesaid  with  the

part  of  the  premises,  which  shall  be  as  effectual  as  personal  ser- 
vice of  the  same.     If  any  owner  be  dissatisfied  with  the  amount 
of  the  compensation  or  damages  allowed  by  the  said  Town  Coun- 
cil of  the  Town  of  Seaford  as  aforesaid,  he  or  she  may,  within 
Appeal  to  Judge  ten  days  after  such  notice  as  aforesaid,  appeal  from  the  said  as- 
Court.  sessment  of  compensation  or  damages  by  serving  written  notices 

to  that  effect  on  the  President  or  other  presiding  officer  of  the 
said  Town  Council  of  the  Town  of  Seaford.  In  order  to  pros- 
ecute said  appeal,  such  owner  or  owners  shall,  within  ten  days 
after  the  expiration  of  the  ten  days  allowed  for  the  appeal,  and

The  election  shall  be  opened  at  one  Elections, 
o'clock  P.  M.,  and  close  at  four  o'clock  P.  M.     At  such  election 
every  male  citizen  of  said  town,  who  shall  have   resided  in  said  voters, 
town  at  least  one  year  prior  to  such  election,  and  who  is  a  regis- QuaiificaUon  of 
tered  voter  of  Sussex  County,  shall  have  the  right  to  vote.     At^*^*"* 
such  election,  each  person  entitled  to  vote  shall  be  entitled  to  one 
vote  for  each  dollar  or  fractional  part  thereof,  which  shall  be  paid 
by  them  or  their  wives  as  town  tax  on  the  property  so  assessed 
for  the  year  next  preceding  such  election,  and  the  said  voter  shall 
write  his  name  and  the  number  of  votes  he  is  entitled  to  across 
the  back  of  his  ticket;  and  if  any  person  not  having  a  right  to  inspector  of 
vote  at  any  election  held  under  this  act  shall  vote  at  such  elec- ^^*^^**^°' 
tion,  or  if  any  inspector  or  assistant  inspector  shall  knowingly 
take  the  vote  of  a  person  not  having  a  right  to  vote,  or  shall  ne- 
glect or  refuse  to  make  and  deliver  certificates  of  the  result  of  Failure  to  per- 
any  election  as  herein  provided,  any  such  person,   inspector,   or  ^"^""  ^"*^' 
assistant  inspector,   shall  forfeit  and  pay  fifty  dollars  to  be  re-  pcauy. 
covered  upon  proof  before  any  Justice  of  the  Peace  in  Sussex 
county,  and  to  be  paid  to  the  treasurer  of  the  town  for  the  benefit 
of  said  town.     Immediately  after  the  election  shall  be  closed  the 
vote  shall  be  counted,  and  the  person  or  persons,  as  the  case  may 
be,  resident  in  said  town  having  the  highest  number  of  votes 
shall  be  elected.     The  first  election  on  the  second  Saturday  in 
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June  next,  shall  be  held  by  the  Justice  of  the  Peace  residing  in 
Frankford  or  adjacent  thereto,  who  shall,  in  all  respects,  conduct 
said  election,  and  make  and  deliver  certificates  to  councilmen 
elected,  and  swear  in  the  same,  as  fully  as  the  alderman  and  his 
assistants  who  are  hereinafter  empowered  to  hold  all  subsequent 
annual  elections,  and  all  annual  elections  thereafter  shall  be  held 
by  the  alderman  and  any  two  of  the  members  of  the  council  who 
hold  over,  to  be  chosen  by  the  council  at  a  previous  meeting  to 
be  held  during  the  month  of  April.  The  alderman  shall  receive 
the  ballots  and  deposit  them  in  a  box  to  be  prepared  for  that  pur- 
pose, and  the  assisting  councilmen  shall  each  keep  a  list  of  the 
voters  voting.  When  the  election  shall  be  closed  the  alderman 
or  one  of  his  assistants,  shall  draw  said  ballots  out  of  the  box, 
open  and  read  out  the  same  and  pass  the  same  over  to  one  of  the 
said  assistants  for  his  inspection,  while  the  third  election  officer 
shall  tally  the  votes.  In  case  of  a  tie  of  persons  voted  for  for 
councilmen,  the  alderman  shall  give  the  casting  vote.  After  the 
result  shall  have  been  ascertained,  the  election  officers  shall  make 
out  certificates  and  deliver  one  to  each  councilman-elect,  with  a 
notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  the  next  meeting  of  the  town 
council.  Before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  their  respectixe 
offices  the  councilmen-elect  shall  be  sworn  in  at  said  meeting,  or 
any  subsequent  meeting,  by  the  alderman  or  one  of  the  council- 
men  holding  over.  If  at  any  election  the  alderman,  or  any  of  the 
persons  whose  duty  it  is  to  hold  said  election,  should  not  be 
present  for  that  purpose  at  the  time  hereinbefore  designated,  the 
voters  present  may  proceed  to  elect  some  one  of  their  number  in 
lieu  of  the  alderman  or  absent  persons.  A  minute  of  each  elec- 
tion, containing  the  names  of  the  councilmen-elect  shall  be  en- 
tered immediately  after  said  election  in  a  book  provided  for  that 
purpose,  and  subscribed  by  the  person  holding  said  election. 
Said  book  shall  be  preserved  by  the  town  council,  and  shall  be 
evidence.  If  any  vacancy  shall  occur  in  the  said  council  by  the 
death,  resignation,  removal  from  the  town,  refusal  to  serve,  or 
otherwise,  of  any  member  thereof,  the  remaining  councilmen 
shall  have  power  to  fill  such  vacancy  or  vacancies  for  the  residue 
of  the  whole  term  for  which  the  person  or  persons  whose  vacancy 
or  vacancies  is  or  are  to  be  supplied  was  or  were  elected.

or  of  any  ordinance  that  the  said  town  council  may  legally  make 
and  establish.     He  shall  have  all  the  powers  of  the  justice  of  the  Power?  of. 
peace  within  the  town,  and  shall  have  jurisdiction  and  cognizance 
of  all  breaches  of  the  peace  and  other  offences  in  said  town,   so 
far  as  to  arrest  and  hold  to  bail  or  fine  and  imprison  offenders, 
and  also  of  all  fines,  forfeitures  and  penalties  which  may  be  pre- 
scribed by  any  law  of  this  State,  or  by  any  ordinance  of  the  town 
council  regularly  passed  and  established  for  the  government  of 
the  town,  and  also  all  neglects,  omissions  or  defaults  of  any  town 
constable,  collector,  assessor,  treasurer,  town  clerk  or  any  other 
officer  or  person  whose  duty  it  may  be  to  collect,  receive,  pay 
over  or  account  for  any  money  belonging  to  said  town  or  to  exe- 
cute or  obey  any  law  or  ordinance  thereof.     Provided  that  he 
shall  not  impose  any  fine  exceeding  fifty  dollars  or  have  jurisdic- 
tion in  civil  matters  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars,  exclusive  of 
costs.

urer of  the  town  of  Frankford  all  such  fines  and  penalties  re- 
ceived by  him  during  the  said  time,  and  in  default  of  making 
such  report  or  paying  such  fines  and  penalties  for  a  period  of 
twenty  days  after  such  report  should  be  made  and  such  fines  and 
penalties  should  be  paid  as  aforesaid,  he  shall  be  deemed  guilty 
of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  thereof,  by  indictment, 
shall  be  fined  not  less  than  twenty  nor  more  than  one  hundred 
dollars.

their  first  meeting  for  their  action,  and  such  infraction  or  viola- 
tion of  the  law  or  ordinances  as  require  immediate  action  to 
cause  the  same  to  be  proceeded  on  before  the  alderman.  He 
shall  issue  and  sign  all  licenses  for  every  exhibition  within  the 
town  of  Frankford,  which  by  Section  i  of  Chapter  51  of  the 
Revised  Code  a  license  therefor  is  required ;  he  shall  sign  all 
warrants  on  the  treasurer  for  the  payment  of  any  money,  and 
shall  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be  prescribed  by  any  or- 
dinance or  ordinances  of  the  town  council.

Town  of  Frankford;"  and  shall  have  a  corporate  seal,  which  they 
may  alter,  change,  or  renew  at  their  pleasure ;  and  may  purchase, 
take,  hold  and  enjoy  lands,  tenements  and  hereditaments  in  fee 
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simple,  or  otherwise,   and  also  goods  and  chattels,   rights  and 
credits,  and  may  alien,  grant,  devise  and  dispose,  of  the  same  as 
they  may  deem  proper,  and  may  do  all  other  things  which  a  body  • 
politic  and  corporate  may  lawfully  do  to  carry  out  and  effect  the 
objects  and  purposes  of  this  act.     The  president  and  councilmen  q^^^.  ^^  ^^ 
for  the  time  being  shall  have  the  superintendence  and  oversight  str«ete  and 
of  all  the  roads  and  streets  now  open  or  hereafter  to  be  opened 
within  the  limits  of  said  town ;    and  no  overseer  of  any  such 
roads  or  streets  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Levy  Court  of  Sus- 
sex County,  but  the  said  Levy  Court  shall  annually  appropriate 
for  the  repair  of  said  streets  a  sum  of  money  not  less  than  two 
hundred  and  fifty  dollars,  and  shall  make  an  order  for  the  pay- 
ment thereof  to  the  treasurer  of  the  town  of  Frankford,  which 
said  appropriation  shall  be  used  solely  to  purchase  oyster  shells 
and  pay  freight  thereon,  for  the  streets  and  lanes  of  said  town. 

The  town  council  shall  have  power,  upon  the  Additional 
application  of  ten  citizens  of  the  town,  by  petition  for  the  pur- SJJS?  **  ^ 
pose,  to  locate,  lay  out  and  open,  or  widen,  any  new  street  or 
streets,  lane  or  lanes,  alley  or  alleys,  or  widen  any  street,  lane,  or 
alley  heretofore  laid  out  or  hereafter  to  be  laid  out  in  said  town, 
or  reopen  any  old  street  or  streets,  lan^  or  lanes,  alley  or  alleys, 
now  closed  or  which  may  hereafter  be  closed,  which  ten  or  more 
citizens  may  desire  to  be  located,  laid  out  and  opened,  or  re- 
opened, allowing  to  the  persons  respectively  through  or  over 
whose  lands  such  street  or  streets,  lane  or  lanes,  alley  or  alleys 
may  pass,  such  compensation  therefor  as  they  may  deem  just  and 
reasonable  under  all  circumstances;  which  compensation,  if  any 
be  allowed,  shall  be  paid  by  the  treasurer  of  the  town  out  of  the 
moneys  of  said  town,  upon  warrants  drawn  upon  him  by  order 
of  the  council  aforesaid. 

Sections.     Whenever  the  town  council  shall  have  deter- Condeinnatioii 
mined  to  locate  and  lay  out,  or  widen  any  street,  lane  or  alley,  streets, 
and  shall  have  fixed  the  compensation  therefor  it  shall  be  their 
duty,  immediately  after  the  survey  and  location  of  the  said  street, 
lane  or  alley,   to  notify  in  writing,  the  owner  or  owners  of  the  Notice  of. 
real  estate  through  or  over  which  such  street,  lane  or  alley  may 
run  of  their  determination  to  open  and  widen  the  same,   and  to 
furnish  a  general  description  of  the  location   thereof,   also  the 
amount  of  the  damages  or  compensation  allowed  to  each,   and  if 
any  such  owner  be  not  resident  within  the  said  town  to  notify 
the  holder  or  tenant  of  said  real  estate ;  but  if  there  be  no  holder 
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or  tenant  resident  in  said  town,  the  said  notice  may  be  affixed  to 
any  part  of  the  premises.  If  the  owner  be  dissatisfied  with  the 
amount  of  the  compensation  or  damages  allowed  by  the  toiivTi 
council  as  aforesaid,  he  or  she  may,  within  ten  days  after  such 
notice  as  aforesaid,  appeal  from  the  said  assessment  of  compensa- 
tion or  damages  by  serving  written  notice  to  that  efTect  to  the 
president  of  said  council.  In  order  to  prosecute  said  appeal 
such  owner  or  owners  shall,  within  ten  days  after  the  expiration 
of  the  ten  days  allowed  for  appeals,  and  upon  ten  days'  notice  to 
said  president  of  council  make  written  application  to  the  Asso- 
ciate Judge  of  the.  Superior  Court  of  this  State,  resident  in  Sus- 
sex County,  for  the  appointment  of  a  commission  to  hear  and  de- 
termine the  matter  in  controversy,  and  thereupon  the  said 
associate  judge  shall  issue  a  commission,  under  his  hand,  directed 
to  five  freeholders  of  the  said  county,  three  of  whom  shall  be 
residents  of  said  town  of  Frankford  and  two  of  whom  shall  be 
non-residents  of  said  town,  commanding  them  to  assess  the  dam- 
ages which  the  owner  of  the  real  estate  through  or  over  whose 
lands  said  street,  lane,  or  alley  shall  pass,  who  shall  have  notified 
the  said  town  council  of  their  intention  to  appeal,  may  incur  by 
reason  thereof,  and  to  make  return  of  their  proceedings  to  the 
associate  judge  at  a  time  therein  appointed.  The  freeholders 
named  in  such  commission,  being  first  sworn  or  affirmed,  as  in 
said  commission  shall  be  directed,  shall  view  the  premises,  and 
they,  or  a  majority'  of  them,  shall  assess  the  damages  as  afore- 
.said,  and  shall  make  return,  in  writing,  of  their  proceedings  in 
the  premises  to  the  said  associate  judge,  who  shall  deliver  said 
return  to  said  town  council,  which  shall  be  final  and  conclusive. 
The  .said  associate  judge  shall  have  power  to  fill  any  vacancy  in 
the  commission.  The  amount  of  damages  being  ascertained,  the 
town  council  may  pay  or  tender  the  same  to  the  person  or  per- 
sons entitled  thereto  within  one  month  after  the  same  shall  be 
finally  ascertained,  or  if  the  person  or  persons  so  entitled  reside 
out  of  or  are  absent  from  the  town  during  the  said  period  of  one 
month,  then  the  same  may  be  deposited,  to  his  or  her  credit,  in 
the  Farmers  Bank  of  the  State  of  Delaware,  at  Georgetown, 
within  said  time,  and  thereupon  the  said  property  or  land  may 
be  taken  or  occupied  for  the  uses  aforesaid.  In  the  ascertain- 
ment and  assessment  of  damages  by  freeholders  appointed  by  the 
associate  judge  aforesaid,  if  the  damages  shall  be  increased  the 
costs  of  the  appeal  shall  be  paid  by  the  treasurer  of  the  town  out 
of  any  money  in  his  hands  belonging  to  the  town;    but  if  said 
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damages  shall  not  be  increased  the  costs  of  the  appeal  shall  be  paid 
by  the  party  appealing.  The  fees  to  the  freeholders  shall  be  two 
dollars  per  day  to  each,  which  shall  be  taxed  as  part  of  the  costs. 
After  the  damages  shall  be  fixed  and  ascertained  by  the  free- option  of  Town

holders,  the  town  council  shall  have  the  option  to  pay  the  dam- 
ages assessed  within  the  time  aforesaid  and  to  proceed  with  the 
said  improvements,  or,  upon  the  payment  of  the  costs  only,  may 
abandon  the  proposed  improvements. 

Section  9.  The  town  council  shall  have  power  to  enact  or- ^'^***"*"*^^' 
dinances  to  prevent  nuisances,  to  preserve  the  health  of  the  town, 
and  prevent  the  introduction  of  infectious  or  contagious  diseases, 
for  which  purpose  their  jurisdiction  shall  extend  to  any  distance 
within  one  mile  of  the  limits  of  said  town.  The  council  may 
also  pass  ordinances  to  define  and  remove  nuisances;  to  ascertain 
and  fix  boundaries  of  streets,  squares,  lanes  and  alleys,  or  to 
repair  and  improve  the  same,  or  to  alter,  extend  or  widen  any 
street,  square,  lane  or  alley,  or  open  and  lay  out  new  ones,  sub- 
ject to  the  provisions  in  that  behalf  hereinbefore  contained ;  to 
regulate  and  fix  the  ascents  and  descents  of  all  streets,  lanes  and 
alleys,  and  the  drainage  thereof;  to  direct  the  paving  or  gravel- 
ing of  footways  and  to  prescribe  the  width  thereof;  to  regulate 
and  provide  for  the  making  of  gutters,  and  the  placing  of  gutter 
stones  or  plates  therein,  and  for  curbing  wherever  in  their  opinion 
such  paving  or  graveling,  making  of  gutters  and  the  placing  of 
gutter  stones  or  plates  therein,  and  curbs,  may  be  necessary  or 
proper ;  to  prescribe  the  extent  of  steps,  porches,  cellar  doors  and 
other  inlets  to  lots  and  buildings ;  to  regulate  the  construction 
and  repair  of  chimneys,  and  provide  for  keeping  the  same 
cleaned  and  in  good  order;  to  regulate  the  storage  of  gunpowder 
or  any  other  dangerous  or  combustible  material,  and  ta  provide 
against  casualties  by  fire.  No  person  shall  be  obliged  to  pave 
any  footway  to  greater  breadth  than  four  feet  in  front  of  any 
vacant  lot  or  lots  not  near  or  adjoining  a  dwelling  house,  and 
no  grading,  curbing  or  widening  of  sidewalks  shall,  after  the 
same  has  once  been  established,  be  directed  to  be  altered  or 
changed  for  a  period  of  ten  years,  except  upon  the  petition  of 
a  majoity  of  the  property  owners  holding  land  on  such  street  or 
part  of  street  where  such  alteration  or  change  is  proposed  to  be 
made,  and  upon  such  petition  the  town  council  shall  ha^•e  the 
option  to  make  such  change  or  alteration,  or  not  The  town 
council  shall  also  have  power  to  enact  ordinances  in  relation  to 
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the  keeping  or  harboring  of  dogs,  to  provide  for  the  registration 
of  the  same,  and  to  regulate  their  running  at  large,  and  may  im- 
pose an  annual  tax  not  exceeding  fifty  cents  on  every  male  dog, 
or  one  dollar  on  every  female  dog,  and  may  provide  for  the  coU 
lection  of  the  same  from  each  and  every  person  owning  or  har- 
boring any  dog  or  dogs ;'  and  also  shall  have  power  to  impose 
fines  and  penalties  for  the  enforcement  of  any  of  said  ordinances. 
The  said  council  shall  have  power  also,  by  ordinance,  to  appoint 
a  town  surveyor  to  make  a  plot  or  map,  showing  the  ascent  and 
descent  of  all  streets,  lanes  and  alleys,  the  building  lines  upon 
the  same,  and  generally  to  do  and  perform  all  such  matters  and 
things,  as  they  may  deem  necessary  for  carrying  into  effect  the 
provisions  in  this  section  contained. 
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Section  lo.  Wherever  the  said  town  council  shall  have 
determined  that  any  paving  and  curbing,  or  any  or  either  or  all 
of  them  shall  be  done,  they  shall  notify  the  owners  of  the  land 
in  front  of  whose  premises  the  same  is  to  be  done,  particularly 
designating  the  nature  and  character  thereof,  and  thereupon  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  such  owner  to  cause  such  paving,  graveling 
andt:urbing  to  be  done  in  conformity  with  said  notice.  In  the 
event  of  any  owner  neglecting  to  comply  with  said  notice  for 
the  space  of  thirty  days,  the  said  council  may  proceed  to  have  the 
same  done,  and  when  done  the  treasurer  of  the  town  shall,  as 
soon  as  convenient  thereafter,  present  to  the  owner  or  owners  of 
such  lands  a  bill  showing  the  expense  of  such  paving,  graveling 
and  curbing ;  if  such  owner  or  owners  be  not  resident  in  the 
town  of  Frankford,  such  bill  may  be  presented  to  the  occupier 
or  tenant  of  said  lands,  or  if  there  be  no  occupier  or  tenant  resi- 
dent of  said  town  of  Frankford,  such  bill  may  be  sent  by  mail  to 
such  owner  or  owners,  directed  to  him  or  them  at  the  post-office 
nearest  his  or  their  residence.  If  such  bill  be  not  paid  by  the 
owner  or  owners  of  such  lands  within  thirty  days  after  the  pre- 
sentation thereof  as  aforesaid,  then  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said 
town  council  to  issue  a  warrant  in  the  name  of  the  town  of 
Frankford,  under  the  hand  of  the  president  of  the  town  council 
and  the  seal  of  the  said  corporation,  directed  to  the  treasurer  of 
the  town  of  Frankford,  commanding  him  that  of  the  goods  and 
chattels,  lands  and  tenements  of  such  owner  or  owners,  he  should 
cause  to  be  levied  and  made  the  amount  of  the  said  bill,  together 
with  all  costs.

owners  of  such  lands,  and  after  posting  five  or  more  notices  of 
sale  in  at  least  five  of  the  most  public  places  in  the  town   of 
Frankford,  at  least  ten  days  before  the  day  of  sale,  to  sell  the  Good*  «nd 
goods  and  chattels  of  such  owner  or  owners  at  public  auction,  or  f^^iJfi^. 
so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary  to  pay  the  amount  of  said  >"«• 
bill  with  all  costs.     If  no  goods  and  chattels   of  such  owner  or 
owners  can  be  found  within  said  town  sufficient  to  satisfy  the 
amount  of  said  bill  with  all  costs,  then  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
said  treasurer  of  the  said  town  of  Frankford,  after  ten   days'  no-

The  compensation 
treasurer  of  the  said  town  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  five  dollars  ^^^'^*"*^**^- 
for  every  sale  of  personal  property  under  this   section,  and   ten 
dollars  for  every  sale  of  real  estate  under  this  section,  together 
with  such  additional  sum  as  may  be  reasonable  and   proper  for 
the  keeping,  taking  care  of  such  personal  property,  for  selling 
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the  same,  and  for  advertising,  all  of  which  shall  be  part   of   the 
Notice.  costs,  to  he  paid  out  of  the  purchase  money  as  aforesaid.     Any 

notice  required  by  this  section  to  one  co-owner  shall  be  notice  to 
all ;  and  in  case  no  owner  shall  reside  in  the  said  town,  notice 
served  upon  the  occupier  or  tenant  shall  be  sufficient,  or  if  there 
be  no  owner  or  occupier,  or  tenant  of  said  premises  resident  in 
the  said  town,  it  shall  be  sufficient  to  send  notice  by  mail  to  any 
owner  of  said  premises,  directed  to  him  or  her  at  the  post  office 
nearest  his  or  her  place  of  residence.

ever; to  prevent  all  gatherings  whatsoever  which  may  obstruct 
or  interfere  with  the  free  use  of  the  streets,  lanes,  alleys,  or  side- 
walks, and  for  this  purpose  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  any  of  said 
constables  to  seize  and  arrest  any  such  persons  so  offending,  and 
carry  him  or  them  before  the  alderman  of  said  town,  whose  duty

before in  this  section  in  that  behalf  contained,  forfeit  and  pay  to 
the  treasurer  of  said  town,  for  the  use  of  the  town,  the  sum  of 
Fine.  fivc  dollars,  and  one  dollar  additional  for  each  and  every  day  such 

obstruction  or  nuisance  shall  continue  unremoved  or  abated  after 
the  expiration  of  the  two  day's  notice  as  aforesaid,  to  be  recov- 
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ered,  with  cost  of  suit,  in  the  name  of  the  town  of  Frankford, 
before  the  alderman  of  said  town,  or  any  justice  of  the  peace  re- 
siding in  said  town,  as  debts  of  like  amount  are  recoverable.  In 
ascertaining  the  amount  of  the  judgment,  the  person  before 
whom  the  case  is  heard  and  determined  shall  compute  the  time 
beginning  with  and  including  the  day  following  the  expiration

The  said  council 
shall  also  have  authority  to  elect,  by  ballot,  a  collector  of  taxes 
in  any  year  they  may  think  proper  to  do  so.     The  treasurer,  be- 
fore entering  upon  the  duties  of  his  office,   shall   be   sworn   or 
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Treasurer  to  be  affirmed  faithfully,  honestly  and  diligently  to  perform  the  duties 
livebond/^  of  his  said  office,  which  oath  or  affirmation  may  be  administered 
to  by  the  president  of  said  council  or  by  any  member  thereof,  or  by 
any  justice  of  the  peace  or  notary  public.
